Brevities. 

The  premises  partly  occupied  by  Mr.  Holoran,  chemist, 
Carolgate,  Retford,  were  last  week  put  up  to  auction,  and 
after  sharp  competition  sold  for  3,0157. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  October  23  on  the  premises  of  the 
St.  George's  Chemical  Packing  Company  in  St.  George's 
Street,  E.    The  workshops  and  stores  were  destroyed. 

At  Durham  Police  Court  on  October  22,  a  wholesale  con- 
fectioner was  fined  20Z.  and  costs  for  selling  "  chocolate 
sticks  "  which  contained  5 '40  per  cent,  of  paraffin- wax. 

At  Wolverhampton  on  October  27,  a  man  named  Chirwin 
was  sentenced  to  fourteen  days'  hard  labour  for  assaulting 
Mr.  John  Thomas  White,  of  Tettenhall,  a  retired  chemist. 

A  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  has  been 
formed  for  New  South  Wales,  with  Sydney  as  headquarters, 
commencing  from  January  1  next,  Professor  Liversidge, 
M.A.,  F.R.S.,  being  the  leading  spirit. 

Robert  Dortreck,  a  Dutchman,  was  sentenced  to  six  weeks' 
bard  labour  at  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  October  27,  for 
assaulting  William  George  Hattersley,  chemist  and  druggist, 
82  West  India  Dock  Road,  Lifhehouse,  E. 

A  fire  which  broke  out  on  October  28  at  1a  Wood  Street, 
City,  on  the  premises  of  Mr.  A.  Meacher,  chemist,  was 
stopped  in  time  by  the  prompt  arrival  of  the  fire  brigade, 
which  effectually  restricted  the  mischief  to  the  basement. 

.  On  October  20,  Mr.  Ernest  Williams,  chemist,  Bridge  Street, 
Chester,  while  cruising  in  his  motor-launch  on  the  river  Dee, 
got  his  foot  entangled  in  the  machinery,  sustaining  a  painful 
crushing,  which  necessitated  the  amputation  of  several  toes. 

-  Thomas  Drackley  (32),  chemist  and  druggist,  again 
appeared  at  Clerkenwell  Police  Court  on  October  27,  charged 
with  attempting  suicide  by  taking  laundanum  and  morphia. 
Prisoner  pleaded  guilty,  saying  he  had  had  great  domestic 
trouble,  and  was  discharged. 

Henry  John  Herring,  alias  Enrita  William  Hoffmeister, 
was  sentenced  to  five  years'  penal  servitude  at  the  Central 
Criminal  Court  on  October  29,  for  the  manslaughter  of  Mrs. 
E.  Burden,  of  Willesden,  through  negligence,  and  for  falsely 
swearing  that  he  was  a  qualified  medical  practitioner 

At  a  meeting  of  the  L.C.C.  on  October  28,  the  Improve- 
ments Committee  reported  having  settled  the  leasehold  and 
trade  claim  of  Mr.  J.  Butterworth,  chemist,  in  respect  of 
302  Mare  Street,  Hackney,  needed  for  improvements.  The 
amount  claimed  was  1,2757.,  and  the  amount  of  settlement 

mi. 

■  On  October  28,  during  the  temporary  absence  of  Mr.  R. 
Broof,  chemist  and  druggist,  from  his  shop  in  Narborough 
Road,  Leicester,  some  person  entered  the  premises,  unlocked 
a  . desk,  and  abstracted  a  cash-box  containing  a  considerable 
sum  of  money.  The  cash-box  has  been  discovered  minus  the 
contents. 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court  on  October  28,  Antoine 
Joseph  Forest  was  sentenced  to  nine  months'  hard  labour  for 
obtaining  sums  of  money  by  false  pretences  from  Mr.  H. 
Hollinghurst,  chemical-merchant,  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C. 
The  charges  were  in  connection  with  various  basic-slag 
transactions  (C.     D.,  October  4,  page  577). 

The  Bradford  City  Analyst  (Mr.  F.  W.  Richardson)  reports 
that  during  the  last  quarter  he  has  analysed  118  samples  of 
food  and  drugs.  Of  these  11  were  adulterated  and  15  of 
doubtful  quality.  Two  samples  of  spirit  of  nitre  contained  in 
each  case  one-half  of  the  proper  amount  of  nitrous  ether. 
One  sample  of  magnesia  had  been  made  with  the  carbonate 
instead  of  the  oxide  of  magnesia.  Two  samples  of  compound 
liquorice-powders  were  deficient  in  strength,  and  contained 
an  adulterant  not  usually  found  in  such  drugs.  A  sample  of 
citric  acid  consisted  wholly  of  tartaric  acid — a  cheaper 
commodity.    Two  samples  of  seidlitz  powders  and  one  of 


cream  of  tartar  gave  an  objectionable  amount  of  lead,  no 
doubt  introduced  from  leaden  vessels  used  in  the  manufac- 
turing-process. 

Chemists  in  Public  Affairs. 

Mr.  Llewellyn  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Conway, 
who  has  sat  on  the  Town  Council  for  some  years,  has  retired 
frcm  municipal  life,  and  will  not  seek  re-election  this  year. 

From  a  return  published  this  week,  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Ebenezer  Field,  chemist  and  druggist,  attended  every  one 
of  the  fourteen  meetings  of  the  Cambridge  Town  Council 
held  during  the  past  year.  Apparently  he  only  missed  one 
committee-meeting.  Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin,  J.P.,  Mr. 
Alderman  G.  Peck,  and  Mr.  Alderman  A.  Deck,  other  local 
chemists  on  the  Council,  attended  respectively  eighty-two, 
forty-one,  and  twenty-three  Council  and  committee  meetings.

Drug-contracts. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Rochdale  Board  of  Guardians  on 
October  23,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Rochdale  and  District 
!  Chemists'  Association,  asking  why  none  of  the  tenders  sent 
in  by  Rochdale  chemists  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and 
linfirmary  requisites  had  been  accepted,  and  why  all  such 
supplies  had  been  given  to  tradesmen  outside  the  Union.  The 
letter  also  inquired  whether  it  would  be  of  any  use  for  local 
chemists  to  tender  in  future.  The  Drug  Committee  had  con- 
sidered the  communication,  and  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tion : — 

That  the  receipt  of  the  letter  be  acknowledged,  and  that  reply 
be  made  that  the  members  of  this  committee  cannot  make  any 
conditions  as  to  how  and  from  whom  tenders  are  to  be  obtained  in 
future. 

In  the  discussion  that  ensued  it  was  stated  that  the  course 
the  committee  had  adopted  was  taken  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  Union.  One  member  said  he  should  like  to  know 
what  was  the  ground  of  complaint  of  the  Rochdale  chemists. 
Reading  between  the  lines,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  chemists  thought  there  was  a  sort  of  pre-determination 
on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  give  the  tender  where  they 
did,  and  that  other  firms  were  asked  to  tender  without  any 
idea  of  their  tenders  being  accepted.  The  Clerk  observed 
that  every  tender  sent  in  was  laid  before  the  committee  and 
dealt  with  on  its  merits.  Mr.  E.  Whitworth  objected  to  the 
contract  being  given  to  a  firm  outside  the  Union,  as  he  did 
not  think  it  was  straight  or  fair.  This  was  resented  as 
reflecting  on  the  committee,  and  the  Chairman  (Mr.  Thos. 
Holt,  J.P.)  thought  it  was  unfair  of  the  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion to  write  such  a  letter.  "  What  if  all  people  who  were 
unsuccessful  were  to  write  letters  to  the  committee  ? "  he 
asked.  The  Board  eventually  adopted  a  slight  amendment 
of  the  committee's  resolution. 

A  long  discussion  occurred  at  a  meeting  of  the  Maidstone 
Town  Council  on  October  22  respecting  the  application  of 
Mr.  F.  J.  Oliver,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  Mayor  of  the 
borough  last  year,  to  be  released  from  his  contract  for  the 
supply  of  disinfectants  to  the  Corporation,  in  order  that  he 
might  contest  the  High  Street  Ward  at  the  municipal 
election.  Mr.  Oliver  wrote  saying  that,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Council,  Messrs.  Dussek  &  Co.,  of  London, 
would  carry  on  the  contract.  The  Town  Clerk  replied 
that  it  was  perfectly  legal  to  release  anyone  from  a  con- 
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tract  by  mutual  consent.  It  was  proposed  and  seconded 
that  the  application  of  Mr.  Oliver  be  granted,  but  Mr.  F.  G. 
Lawrence  said  he  had  heard  that  a  certain  committee  had 
ordered  a  large  quantity  of  the  heaviest  articles  under  the 
contract  for  stock.  Alderman  J.  Potter  denied  that  there 
was  any  question,  of  jobbery  in  the  matter,  and  Mr.  W. 
Morling  said  the  Drainage  Committee  ordered  disinfectants 
from  Mr.  Oliver  on  the  estimates  of  the  sanitary  inspector ; 
and  Mr.  W.  Day  explained  that  he  had  moved  that  the  disin- 
fectants be  purchased  before  Mr.  Oliver  was  released  because 
he  understood  the  price  was  less  than  the  current  market 
value.    The  motion  was  carried.

The  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  this  fund,  held  on  Monday, 
the  following  appointments  were  made :  Chairman,  Mr. 
Charles  Umney  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Walter  Hills ;  and  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones.  It  was  decided  to  defray  the 
costs  of  the  appeals  in  three  cases  now  pending — viz.,  the 
vinegar-of-squills  case  (Hudson  v.  Bridge),  the  influenza- 
pastilles  case  (Mr.  Sanguinetti's),  and  the  ammoniated  tinc- 
ture of  quinine  case  (Farmer  r.  Glyn-Jones).  1  he  counsel 
retained  by  the  Trustees  for  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
appeal  are  Mr.  Vaughan  Williams  and  Mr.  Horace  Avory,  and 
for  the  Medicine-stamp  Duty  Acts  cases  Mr.  Asquith,  K.C., 
Mr.  Bonsey,  and  Mr.  Galbraith.  The  case  Hudson  v.  Bridge 
is  likely  to  come  on  first.  The  positions  of  the  others  in  the 
list  make  it  doubtful  when  they  will  come  on,  but  there  is 
no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  retail  chemists  who  have  not  sub- 
scribed to  the  fund  should  do  so  now,  by  sending  their 
postal  orders  or  cheques  to  the  Secretary,  184  Temple  Cham- 
bers, Temple  Avenue,  London,  E.C. 

Cutting  Replies. 

The  Huddersfield  Chemists'  Association,  which  has  written 
to  proprietors  of  patent  medicines,  as  suggested  by  the  circular 
of  the  P.A.T.A.,  urging  them  to  take  part  in  the  forthcoming 
conference  in  London,  has  received  replies  from  Messrs. 
Benger,  Savory  &  Moore,  Mellins'  Food  Company,  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  Kay  Brothers  (Limited),  John  Morgan 
Richards,  Fellows  Manufacturing  Company,  and  T.  Beecham. 
The  Owbridge,  Seigel,  and  Fenning  companies  have  not 
replied.  These  replies  will  be  read  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Huddersfield  Association. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Pharmacy  once  was  represented  in  our  City  Council  by  Mr. 
T.  Barclay  and  Mr.  Price,  but  now  she  is  very  much  outside 
the  pale,  and  if  not  speedy  will  lose  the  present  opportunity. 
There  is  much  need  for  a  man  of  drugs  on  the  Health  Com- 
mittee. 

In  order  to  get  a  hair-preparation  well  known  amongst  his 
friends,  with  a  view  to  future  business,  a  pharmacist  has 
adopted  a  method  of  presenting  a  4-oz.  bottle  of  it  to  each 
of  their  wives,  and  he  has  not  had  any  reason  to  complain  of 
the  method. 

The  pharmacist  is  getting  more  fully  alive  to  the  sweet- 
ness of  the  uses  of  advertisement,  for  at  the  chief  theatre  of 
our  city,  during  Mr.  Hare  and  company's  visit,  there  were  six 
representatives  portrayed  on  the  programme — Messrs.  Critch- 
low  (Kalydoric  complexion-lotion),  F.  Adams  (medicines, 
wines,  and  photographic  materials),  Hedges  (corn-silk),  Reeve 
(corn-cure),  Hall  (chemists'  shopfitter),  and  F.  Gibson  (Lily 
powders). 


At  the  seventieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Stourbridge  Dis- 
pensary, Mr.  T.  F.  Bland,  pharmacist  and  aerated-water 
manufacturer,  reported  an  increased  expenditure,  owing,  he 
said,  to  extra  cost  of  drugs  and  surgical  instruments.  Con- 
sidering that  the  expenditure  was  4l6/. ,  and  the  number  of 
patients  3,052,  the  attendances  at  the  dispensary  9,782,  and 
visits  to  patients  4,057,  the  subscribers  could  certainly 
congratulate  themselves. 

In  reference  to  the  appointment  of  a  public  analyst  for 
Derby,  the  Registrar  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  informs 
us  that  his  Council  has  not  opposed  any  candidate,  as  stated 
in  this  section  last  week.    He  adds  : — 

The  matter  of  analytical  appointments  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  is  one  of  much  interest  to  the  Institute,  and  the 
Council  have  frequently  drawn  the  attention  of  local  authorities 
to  the  importance  (on  general  grounds)  of  selecting  properly 
qualified  persons,  but  in  no  case  has  an  individual  been  opposed  or 
supported  by  the  Institute. 

London  Children's  Eyes. 

The  result  of  the  systematic  investigation  of  the  eyesight 
of  children  attending  the  London  Board  Schools,  which  has 
been  carried  on  since  February,  1902,  by  eight  ophthalmic 
surgeons,  shows  that  among  the  boys  8  per  cent,  and  among 
the  girls  11  per  cent,  suffer  from  more  or  less  serious  defects 
of  the  visual  organs.  It  is  estimated  that  five  years  will  be 
required  to  complete  the  examination  of  all  the  children, 
who  number  about  70,000.  Chemist  OTjticians  should  see 
that  they  get  their  share  of  spectacle-fitting  which  the 
investigation  results  in. 

Charges  of  Poisoning. 

Edward  William  Salisbury  was  acquitted  at  the  Central 
Criminal  Court,  on  October  29,  of  a  charge  against  him  of 
attempting  to  poison  his  wife  by  pouring  carbolic  acid  down 
her  throat. 

A  boiler-maker  named  Stanley  was  acquitted  at  the 
Central  Criminal  Court  on  October  28  of  a  charge  of 
attempting  to  murder  Ellen  Saunders  by  giving  her  a  glassful 
of  spirit  of  salt. 

A  sensational  charge  has  been  brought  against  a  South- 
wark  publican  named  Chapman  who  is  alleged  to  have 
poisoned  his  paramour,  Maud  Marsh,  with  arsenic.  The 
police  statement  is  that  the  woman  died  from  arsenical 
poisoning,  and  two  former  wives  of  the  accused  had  died 
in  similar  circumstances  within  the  past  five  years.  The 
bodies  will  probably  be  exhumed.  Five  medical  books  and 
several  white  powders  (not  yet  analysed)  were  found  in  the 
prisoner's  house. 

At  a  special  sitting  of  the  Tendring  Hundred  Bench, 
Essex,  on  October  28,  Constance  Pamela  Driffield  (16),  a 
domestic  servant,  was  charged  with  administering  carbolic 
acid  to  Miss  Amelia  Mary  Cowan,  her  young  mistress,  with 
intent  to  murder  her.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that 
prisoner  was  in  the  service  of  a  veterinary  surgeon  and 
farmer,  and  had  meddled  with  Miss  Cowan's  private 
property.  Miss  Cowan,  who  has  been  blind  for  the  past  three 
years,  threatened  to  tell  her  parents,  and  on  October  25, 
whilst  the  young  lady  was  asleep,  the  prisoner  went  into 
her  room  with  an  8-oz.  bottle  of  carbolic  acid,  and  poured 
half  the  contents  over  the  sleeper's  mouth.  Miss  Cowan's 
face  was  badly  burned,  and  some  of  the  acid  went  down  her 
.  throat.  She  shrieked  for  assistance,  and  the  prisoner  ran 
i  away,  but  she  was  caught  later  on  and  taken  to  Tendring 
!  Workhouse,  where  the  police  arrested  her.  The  prisoner  was 
remanded.  Miss  Cowan,  who  is  23  years  of  age,  is  in  a  very 
critical  condition. 

Theft-charges. 

Two  young  women  are  on  remand  at  Bow  Street  on  a 
charge  of  attempting  to  steal  from  the  person  of  Francis 
Jewson,  described  as  a  chemist,  of  19a  Devonshire  Place 
Brighton. 

At  the  Bow  Street  Police  Court  on  October  24,  William 
!  Woodley  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of  stealing  a  watch 
I  worth  11.  from  the  person  of  William  Spence,  chemist,  of 
316  Edgware  Road,  W. 

At  Stratford  on  October  23,  Edward  Tarleton  (50),  a  yards- 
man,  was  fined  20s.  and  costs  for  stealing  10  lbs.  of  soap  and 
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3  lbs.  of  candles  from  the  warehouse  in  Carpenters'  Koad, 
Stratford,  of  the  Yinolia  Company  (Limited). 

At  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  October  24,  Samuel  Maxwell 
(37)  was  sent  to  prison  for  six  weeks  with  hard  labour  for 
stealing  the  sum  of  5^.  19s.  6rl.,  the  money  of  Walter  Samuel 
Carver,  of  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy,  Kennington 
Park  Koad,  S.E. 

Edgar  Norman  Davies,  a  draper's  assistant,  went  into  a 
chemist's  shop  in  Berners  Street,  W.,  last  week,  and  said  he 
had  been  commissioned  to  buy  a  sponge.  He  told  the 
chemist  he  could  point  out  the  article  he  wanted  in  the 
window,  and  while  the  chemist  was  outside  looking  at  the 
sponge  another  man  made  off  with  the  contents  of  the  till 
— 15s.  Davies  was  sentenced  to  twenty-one  days' hard  labour 
at  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court  on  October  23. 

At  the  Plymouth  Police  Court  on  October  29,  William  May 
Allin,  23  Gibbons  Street,  was  charged  on  remand  with 
embezzling,  on  October  27.  a  florin,  the  property  of  Mr.  F.  F. 
Cox,  chemist  and  druggist,  107  Old  Town  Street,  with  whom 
he  was  dispenser  and  senior  assistant  at  30s.  a  week  wages 
and  about  10s.  a  week  commission.  Mr.  Cox  had  suspected 
prisoner  of  receiving  money  which  he  had  not  registered 
through  the  check-till,  and  warned  him.  Then  he  made  a 
test  with  marked  coins,  which  were  afterwards  found  on  the 
prisoner.  This  was  proved  in  evidence.  Mr.  Square,  on 
behalf  of  the  prisoner,  thanked  Mr.  Cox  and  Mr.  Bickle  (his 
solicitor)  for  the  very  fair  and  kind  way  they  had  dealt  with 
prisoner,  who,  he  explained,  had  a  wife  and  child.  During 
the  past  few  months  prisoner  had  been  betting,  and  he  had 
been  trying  to  recoup  his  losses  in  a  dishonest  way.  The 
Magistrates  ordered  the  accused  to  go  to  prison  for  one  month 
in  the  second  division. 

At  West  Ham  on  October  27,  Keginald  Clements  (32), 
described  as  a  medical  dispenser,  was  charged,  with  stealing 
a  postal  order,  valued  at  3s.  6d.,  the  property  of  John 
Jefferson,  a  drug-store  keeper,  of  93  Angel  Lane,  Stratford. 
Prisoner  had  been  in  the  employment  of  the  prosecutor  for 
three  weeks,  when  Mr.  Jefferson  left  his  business  in  charge 
of  his  wife.  A  few  days  afterwards  Mrs.  Jefferson  asked  the 
prisoner  if  he  had  received  a  letter  containing  a  postal  order 
for  3s.  6d.,  and  he  said  he  had,  and  that  he  had  sent  the  postal 
order  back,  but  subsequently,  after  borrowing  some  money, 
he  put  3s.  6cl.  in  the  till  and  made  an  entry  in  the  cash  book 
relative  to  it.  Mrs.  Jefferson  objected  to  this  and  sent  for  her 
husband,  who  on  his  arrival  gave  the  prisoner  into  custody. 
He  said  to  Detective  Marshall,  "  I  admit  I  opened  the  letter, 
changed  the  order,  and  spent  the  money.  I  am  Mr.  Jeffer- 
son's manager,  and  had  control  of  things  while  he  was  away." 
The  prosecutor  said  his  wife,  and  not  the  prisoner,  was  in 
charge  of  the  business  while  he  was  away,  and  that  the 
prisoner  had  no  authority  to  open  letters,  the  transactions 
in  relation  to  which  were  a  separate  part  of  his  business.  The 
Magistrate  granted  a  remand,  and  directed  the  police  to 
inquire  into  the  references  the  prisoner  gave  to  Mr.  Jefferson. 

The  Doctor's  Mistake. 

An  inquest  was  opened  at  Birkenhead  on  October  29 
regarding  the  death  of  a  boy,  aged  6,  the  son  of  a  gas- 
inspector  named  Macartney.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  Cecil  Holden), 
in  his  opening  statement,  said  Macartney  and  his  family  had 
as  their  ordinary  medical  attendant  Dr.  H.  Laird  Pearson. 
There  were  two  children,  the  deceased  and  a  younger  brother 
aged  4,  both  of  whom  were  taken  by  their  mother  to  Dr. 
Pearson,  who  made  up  for  them  some  powders  of  santonin 
and  calomel.  Subsequently  a  fresh  set  of  powders  was 
obtained,  and  on  October  25  a  third  set  of  powdersl  was 
called  for  by  the  mother.  Dr.  Pearson  dispensed  his  own 
medicines,  and  had  a  properly  fitted-up  dispensary  at  his 
house.  In  one  corner  of  the  room  was  a  small  cupboard,  the 
door  of  which  opened  outwards,  and  on  the  inner  side  of  the 
door  a  small  shelf  was  fixed,  a  pair  of  chemist's  scales  being 
placed  on  the  shelf,  while  on  one  side  of  the  scales  was  the 
santonin-bottle,  and  on  the  other  a  bottle  containing  sulphate 
of  strychnine  in  crystals.  In  his  statement  to  him  (the 
Coroner)  Dr.  Pearson  said  he  took  the  santonin  from  the 
cupboard,  but  went  back  to  the  consulting-room  to  ask  the 
respective  ages  and  names  of  the  two  children.  When  he 
returned,  he  apparently  forgot  he  had  removed  the  santonin- 
bottle,  and  again  went  to  the  cupboard,  from  where  he  must 


have  taken  a  similar  bottle  containing  sulphate  of  strychnine, 
i  The  powders  were  made  up  and  given  to  Mrs.  Macartney, 
j  and  on  the  following  morning  he  was  called  to  Mrs.  Macart- 
|  ney's  house,  and  found  the  elder  boy  in  convulsions.  The 
child  died,  and  although  the  symptoms  were  consistent  with 
strychnine-poisoning,  for  several  reasons  the  doctor  could 
not  imagine  that  was  the  cause,  partly  because  3  gr.  would 
hare  produced  symptoms  much  sooner  than  had  occurred, 
and  the  other  child,  who  had  also  taken  a  powder,  was  then 
sleeping  peacefully.  Half-an-hour  later  he  was  again  called 
to  Macartney's,  and  found  the  younger  boy  suffering  from 
precisely  the  same  symptoms.  He  then  felt  sure  that  the 
child  was  suffering  from  strychnine-poisoning,  and,  telephon- 
ing for  another  doctor,  administered  a  large  dose  of  chloral, 
and  the  child  eventually  recovered.  Even  then  Dr.  Pearson 
could  not  believe  that  he  had  made  such  a  mistake,  and,  to 
test  the  matter,  he  himself  took  some  of  the  powders,  suffered 
the  same  symptoms,  and  had  to  be  given  the  same  antidotes. 
The  next  morning  Dr.  Pearson  went  down  to  the  Coroner 
and  told  him  the  whole  of  the  facts.  The  only  witness 
called  was  the  father  of  the  child,  who  expressed,  on  behalf 
of  his  wife  and  himself,  great  sympathy  with  Dr.  Pearson, 
saying  they  attached  no  blame  to  him  as  to  carelessness.  The 
inquiry  was  adjourned  for  an  analysis  of  the  viscera  and 
contents.  Dr.  Laird  Pearson  is  a  well-known  local  prac- 
titioner and  town  councillor.  We  learn  that  the  santonin 
bottle  stood  in  front  of  the  strychnine-sulphate  bottle  in  the 
poison-cupboard. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Four  fatalities  from  poisoning,  besides  the  suspected  case 
at  Birkenhead,  have  been  reported  during  the  week.  Two 
were  due  to  strychnine,  and  one  each  to  oxalic  acid  and 
bichromate  of  potash.  A  labourer  at  Alford,  who  had  been 
summoned  for  ill-using  his  wife,  took  a  fatal  dose  of  strych- 
nine, and  a  3-year-old  child  at  Sheffield  took  some  pills  while 
its  parents  were  not  looking,  and  died  two  hours  later  from 
strychnine-poisoning.  Oxalic  acid  was  taken  in  mistake  for 
a  sleeping-draught  by  a  Camberwell  engineer,  and  bichromate 
of  potash  in  solution  was  taken  by  a  young  woman  at  Shep- 
herd's Bush,  with  fatal  results. — At  an  inquest  held  at 
Wolverhampton  on  the  body  of  a  young  woman  who  died 
after  eating  some  glucose  her  brother  had  picked  up  on  a 
canal-boat,  it  was  stated  that  the  post-mortem  examination 
revealed  signs  of  an  irritant  poison.  The  borough  analyst 
(Mr.  E.  W.  T.  Jones),  who  analysed  the  glucose,  deposed  that 
it  was  ordinary  glucose,  non-arsenical,  and  quite  wholesome.  He 
could  find  no  traces  of  poison  in  the  contents  of  the  stomach. 
A  verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  evidence  was 
returned.  ■

Sale  of  a  Chemist's  Stock. 

On  October  21.  the  stock  and  goodwill  of  the  pharmacy  of 
Mr.  W.  White,  13  York  Street,  Belfast,  were  disposed  of  by 
auction.    The  sale  was  well  attended. 

Oxalic  acid  Poisoning. 

On  October  24,  a  domestic  servant  employed  by  Mr.  Jas. 
O'Mahony,  Tralee,  co.  Kerry,  feeling  unwell,  took  what  she- 
thought  to  be  salts,  but  which  was  oxalic  acid.  The  poor 
girl  died  the  same  night. 

Belfast  Drugs. 

The  dispute  between  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  and 
the  Local  Government  Board  is  proceeding  merrily.  A  com- 
munication from  the  L.G.B.  was  read  at  the  Guardians' 
meeting  on  October  28,  in  reference  to  the  letter  from  the 
medical  officers.  It  is  about  the  ton  and  a  half  of  refined 
sugar  ordered  for  compounding-purposes,  and  the  L.G.B.  are 
willing  to  believe  that  the  medical  officers  acted  in  a  hona-ficle 
manner  when  they  signed  tlse  requisitions.    The  Guardians- 
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passed  a  resolution  that  the  doctors  were  doing  their  duty  to 
the  Guardians  as  well  as  to  the  ratepayers. 

Personal. 

Particulars  of  the  career  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Timmins,  M.P.S.I., 
Navan,  accompanied  by  his  portrait,  appeared  in  the  Dublin 
Evening  Herald  of  October  25.  He  is  the  proprietor  of  a 
business  started  by  his  grandfather  in  1721. 

The  Sale  of  Prussic  Acid. 

On  October  23,  Mr.  Thos.  McClelland,  solicitor,  who  resided 
at  36  Clarinda  Park  East,  Kingstown,  died  from  prussic-acid 
poisoning.  At  the  inquest  on  October  24,  Frederick  Reilly 
(assistant  in  Butler's  Medical  Hall,  Lower  Sackville  Street, 
Dublin)  said  that  on  October  21  Mr.  McClelland  came  into 
the  shop  and  asked  him  how  much  prussic  acid  it  would  take 
to  kill  a  large  dog.  He  sold  Mr.  McClelland  1  dr.  of  prussic 
acid,  as  he  had  known  him  before  and  obtained  his  signature. 
District-Inspector  Heeley  (to  witness)  :  Would  you  give  this 
prussic  acid  to  anybody  who  would  ask  for  it  ?  Witness : 
Oh,  no.  I  would  give  it  to  anybody  who  was  respectable,  and 
whom  I  knew,  or  who  was  introduced.  The  Coroner  :  Was 
he  excited  in  his  manner  .'  Witness  :  Not  at  all.  There  was 
nothing  unusual  in  his  manner.  The  Coroner :  Well,  the 
law  seems  to  have  been  complied  with  in  this  case. 


Scotcb  mews. 


Poisonings. 

The  wife  of  a  gamekeeper  at  Culcabock,  Inverness,  died  on 
October  21  from  poisoning,  by  accidentally  swallowing  a 
mixture  used  as  a  toothache-tincture. 

On  October  26,  William  Pirie  (35),  a  grocer's  carter 
residing  in  Banchory,  was  found  lying  in  an  unconscious  con- 
dition on  the  North  Deeside  Road,  near  Crathes.  An  empty 
bottle  labelled  "  Laudanum "  was  found  beside  him.  He 
died  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon. 

A  Jubilee  Dispensary. 

A  new  public  dispensary,  erected  in  commemoration  of 
the  late  Queen's  Diamond  Jubilee,  was  formally  opened  at 
Paisley  on  October  2A.  The  building  is  a  commodious 
structure,  so  arranged  internally  that  visitors  enter  at  one 
end,  presenting  their  tickets  at  an  office,  then  pass  into  a 
waiting-hall.  From  there  they  go  into  the  doctors'  consulting- 
rooms  at  the  other  end,  get  their  advice  and  prescriptions, 
pass  on  to  the  dispensing-department,  and  thence  out  by 
another  doorway.  The  dispensary  is  adjacent  to  the  Royal 
Alexandra  Infirmary. 

The  Warrior's  Return. 

In  Crawford's  Hall,  Greenock,  on  October  22,  the  local 
chemists  held  a  reception  in  honour  of  the  return  of  Mr. 
J.  W.  L.  Kerr,  chemist  and  druggist,  from  South  Africa, 
where  he  had  been  serving  in  the  R.A.M.C.  Mr.  Kerr  is  the 
son  of  Mr.  James  Kerr,  a  well-known  Greenock  chemist,  and 
the  chair  was  occupied  by  Dr.  Laurie,  who  was  supported  by 
Mr.  J.  McKelvie  Farquhar,  chemist  and  druggist,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  James  Kerr,  and  others.  The  Chairman,  in  proposing 
the  health  of  their  guest,  gave  an  account  of  that  gentleman's 
experiences  in  South  Africa,  which  showed  that  his  time  had 
been  fully  occupied.  Mr.  Kerr  replied  briefly.  The  other 
toasts  included  "  Greenock  Pharmacy,"  proposed  by  Mr. 
McMillan  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  Farquhar,  who  advocated 
greater  unity  amongst  pharmacists.    A  dance  followed. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

The  Assistants'  Association  is  preparing  an  attractive 
programme  of  debates,  lantern-lectures,  &c,  for  its  forth- 
coming session. 

Mr.  Alexander  Napier,  of  Glasgow,  has  been  appointed 
representative  in  Scotland  and  the  North  of  England  of 
Messrs.  F.  Schutze  &  Co.,  Southwark  Street,  London,  S.E. 

A  chemist  who  called  in  the  other  evening  at  the  pharmacy 
of  an  old  acquaintance,  was  agreeably  surprised  to  see  three 
lads,  fresh  from  school,  busy  in  the  laboratory.  He  found 
that  all  three  were  apprentices  ! 


The  perennial  open-door  question  is  once  more  under 
discussion.  Some  chemists  vow  that  an  open  door  attracts 
business,  and  others  are  equally  positive  that,  in  spite  of  the 
apparent  paradox,  it  prevents  people  from  coming  in. 

Of  the  making  of  societies  there  is  no  end.  A  Northern 
Medical  Society  has  just  been  formed  on  the  model  of  the 
transpontine  bantam  that  crows  so  loudly  unless  when  it  is 
subdued  by  the  majesty  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 

A  doctor's  shop  in  a  side  street  is  making  an  heroic  effort 
to  be  enterprising.  It  has  a  window-display  of  an  American 
soap  ticketed  at  \<l.  less  per  cake  than  the  usual  price.  The 
neighbourhood  is  invited  to  embrace  this  unique  opportunity 
of  cleansing  itself  at  a  discount. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Scottish  Clerks'  Association  the 
Chairman  expressed  himself  strongly  in  favour  of  the 
proposal  of  Dr.  Cuylits,  of  Brussels,  that  members  of  friendly 
societies  should  receive  financial  aid  only  when  ill,  and  with 
the  money  granted  they  would  be  free  to  call  in  and  pay  for 
the  services  of  their  own  medical  attendant.  This  proposal 
is  under  consideration  by  the  directors. 

There  is  an  acute  feeling  of  exasperation  locally  against 
certain  firms  which  persist  in  circulating  invidious  advertise- 
ments. In  several  cases  chemists  recently  supplied  with 
show-panels,  &c,  have  written  declining  to  display  them,  and 
to  request  that  stamps  should  be  forwarded  to  cover  the 
postage  for  their  return.  The  request  has  usually  been 
complied  with  sans  comment. 

The  meeting  of  the  Trade  Association  on  October  23 
was  remarkable  as  a  manifestation  of  the  earnestness 
with  which  the  members  of  the  Association  are  entering 
into  the  spirit  and  scope  of  its  work.  The  speaking  was 
virile,  pithy,  and  business-like,  and  the  proceedings  most 
harmonious  throughout.  The  re-election  of  the  original 
executive  en  Mac,  with  one  change  in  the  person  of  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie,  vice  Mr.  R.  McAdam  retired,  is  a  striking  proof  of  the 
confidence  it  has  won  by  its  half-year's  services. 

The  Poisons  Bill. 

A  conference  of  members  of  the  Scottish  Chamber  of 
Agriculture  with  Mr.  Hanbury,  M  P.,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  October  29. 
In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  a  resolution  was  moved  with 
reference  to  the  strength  of  sheep-dip,  in  which  the  opinion 
was  expressed  "  that  the  present  restrictions  on  the  sale  of 
poisonous  dips  were  needlessly  stringent,  and  should  be 
relaxed  as  they  can  be  to  the  benefit  of  agriculturists  and 
without  injury  to  the  public."  The  mover  of  the  motion  said 
they  would  be  glad  if  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
was  able  to  bring  some  influence  to  bear  upon  the  Poisons 
Bill,  if  his  Board  was  not  able  to  deal  with  it  themselves. 
Farmers  viewed  with  considerable  alarm  the  dip-trade  going 
into  the  chemists'  hands.  (Hear,  hear.)  Dealers'  profits  were 
one  thing  and  chemists'  profits  another :  of  two  evils  the 
farmer  would  not  be  long  in  choosing  the  less.  So  long  as 
dip  was  sold  in  packages  strongly  put  up  there  would  be  no 
difficulty.  Even  if  got  from  the  chemist  there  would  be  the 
same  danger  if  the  package  was  open.  They  would  make  a 
recommendation  that  'dealers  would  not  be  able  to  sell 
unless  in  whole  packages.  Mr.  Hanbury  in  his  reply  only 
stated  that  he  would  give  the  control  of  the  dipping  into  the 
hands  of  the  County  Council.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Absinthe  Analyses. — The  pamphlet  on  this  subject, 
recently  presented  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  by  M.  Riche 
(the  well-known  ex-professor  at  the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy 
and  director  of  the  Paris  Mint),  contains  a  new  method  of 
analysis  employed  by  M.  Sangie  Ferriere,  of  the  Paris 
Municipal  Laboratory,  and  M.  Cuniasse.  The  pamphlet 
treats  of  a  method  of  separating  the  essential  oils  and  spirit, 
detecting  traces  of  methyl  alcohol,  and  a  volumetric  method 
of  estimating  the  quantity  of  essential  oils  dissolved  in  the 
alcohol.  Those  interested  in  the  subject  will  also  find 
various  details  regarding  the  fabrication  of  this  most 
charming  of  poisons. 
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The  St.  Denis  Chemical  and  Dye  Manufactory, 
founded  by  M.  Poirrier  (now  Senator  of  the  French  Parlia- 
ment), claims  to  be  the  oldest  manufactory  of  chemical 
colouring-matters  in  existence,  the  preparation  of  archil 
from  lichen  having  been  carried  on  there  in  1850  in  a 
building  which  still  exists.  "  Perkin's  violet"  was  prepared 
there  soon  after  its  invention,  and  fuchsin  and  aniline 
blues  rapidly  followed  suit.  It  is  now  a  vast  model  establish- 
ment, comprising  among  other  details  baths  for  the  men 
before  leaving  work.  The  tenacity  of  aniline-dye  is  prover- 
bial ;  and  a  tale  is  told  of  one  of  the  workmen  employed  in 
the  fuchsine  department  who  became  so  impregnated  with 
the  colour  that  he  rubbed  and  scrubbed  in  vain  on  Saturday 
nights  ;  it  always  reappeared  on  Sunday  mornings  ! 

Drugged  Flowers. — Claude  Bernard  etherised  sensitive 
plants,  and  proved  that  they  could  thus  be  ansesthetised ; 
but  he  was  a  mere  scientist.  Your  modern  chemist  is 
nothing  if  not  practical.  A  big  horticulturist  at  Mont- 
pellier,  who  largely  exports  such  flowers  as  lilac,  has  been 
trying  the  effect  of  chemical  vapours  for  forcing  plants. 
Etherised  lilac  was  a  successful  experiment ;  benzine  had 
also  a  good  effect,  though  less  so  than  ether.  Acetone, 
formic  aldehyde,  and  methylene  (tried  at  the  suggestion 
of  M.  Pianchon,  professor  at  the  Montpellier  School  of 
Pharmacy)  have  hardly  yet  had  a  fair  trial,  but  seem  to 
give  doubtful  or  negative  results.  Chloroform  does  not  seem 
to  suit  the  constitution  of  the  lilac  ;  but  some  hold  that  M. 
Eymard  overdosed  his  delicate  patients.  On  the  lily  of  the 
valley  the  effect  of  this  drug  was  distinctly  favourable. 

Kaising  the  Wind.— The  City  Fathers  of  Paris  are  just 
now  busy  with  the  question  of  finding  the  ways  and  means 
of  raising  money  for  repairing  or  rebuilding  some  of  the 
hospitals  here,  and,  amongst  other  things,  it  is  proposed  to 
put  an  octroi,  or  city  tax,  on  certain  articles  that  have 
hitherto  escaped  taxation  or  only  had  to  pay  a  nominal 
amount.  Amongst  the  articles  in  question  are  soap  and 
pharmaceutical  preparations  having  an  alcoholic  base.  It  is 
proposed  to  make  ordinary  soap  pay  8f.  and  toilet  soap  24f. 
per  100  kilos.,  and  alcoholic  pharmaceutical  preparations 
165f.  per  100  litres.  There  is  some  doubt,  however,  as  to 
whether  this  last  tax  will  be  applied,  as  it  would  be  strongly 
opposed,  and  the  assent  of  both  the  Government  and  the 
Council  of  State  would  have  to  be  obtained. 

Submarine  Boats.— M.  Raoul  Pictet,  the  well-known  Swiss 
chemist,  whose  work  on  the  liquefying  of  gases  is  well 
known,  has  been  rather  prominently  before  the  French  public 
lately.  It  appears  that  he  has  been  studying  the  question 
of  submarine  boats  for  a  number  of  years,  and  that  he 
recently  handed  to  the  French  Admiralty  an  original  design 
for  a  boat  of  this  kind.  The  naval  dockyards  here  have 
been  working  for  years  to  solve  the  question  of  submarine 
boats,  and  the  Admiralty  authorities  decided  to  have 
M.  Pictet's  project  carefully  examined.  The  result  was  a 
series  of  questions  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  where  the 
Minister  of  the  Navy  had  to  defend  the  action  of  his  depart- 
ment. It  would  be  something  of  an  irony  if  the  real 
solution  of  the  difficult  submarine-boat  problem  should  come 
from  an  inland  country  like  Switzerland.  It  may  be  added 
that  in  his  student-days  M.  Pictet  worked  in  the  chemical 
laboratory  of  M.  Ad.  Wurtz  in  Paris. 

A  Challenge  to  a  Duel. — The  ramifications  that  have 
followed  the  famous  Dreyfus  case  have  been  far-reaching, 
and  continue  to  crop  up  occasionally  in  unexpected  ways. 
An  incident  indirectly  connected  with  it  has  caused  a  good 
deal  of  discussion  and  some  excitement  amoDgst  the  Paris 
pharmacy  students.  It  came  about  in  connection  with  Zola's 
funeral  in  consequence  of  the  Libre  Parole  newspaper  having 
sent  a  reporter  to  the  Latin  quarter  to  find  out  whether  the 
students  intended  sending  delegates  to  the  funeral.  In  the 
course  of  his  inquiries  the  reporter  called  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmacy  Students,  and  the  next  morning  the 
Libre  Parole  produced  a  paragraph  to  the  effect  that  some- 
one at  the  Association  had  stated  that  the  pharmacy  students 
"  admired  Zola,  but  did  not  like  the  present  Government." 
It  was  also  mentioned  that  M.  Laribe,  the  Vice-President  of 
the  Association,  had  declared  that  politics  formed  no  part  of 
the  committee's  programme,  and  that  it  was  not  their  in- 
tention to  send  delegates  to  Zola's  funeral.  Of  course  the 
first  statement,  said  to  have  been  made  by  a  very  anonymous 
'  someone,"  was,  if  really  made  in  that  form,  both  injudicious 


and  out  of  place.  M.  Laribe  and  the  President  of  the  Association 
called  at  the  offices  of  the  newspaper  and  formally  denied 
the  interview.  Angry  expressions  were  used  by  the  former, 
in  which  the  word  "liar"  was  said  to  have  been  included. 
It  now  appears  that  the  journalist  has  invited  M.  Laribe  to 
apologise  or  fight  a  duel,  but  the  latter  takes  the  Anglo-Saxon 
view  of  duelling.

Reopening. — Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co.,  wholesale  and 
retail  chemists,  Cape  Town  and  Bloemf  ontein,  are  reopening 
their  Johannesburg  establishment. 

You  Have  Your  Choice. — South  Africa  is  keeping  up 
its  reputation  as  a  land  of  disease.  Rinderpest,  rabies, 
glanders,  and  horse-sickness  are  all  more  or  less  rampant 
throughout  the  land,  while  smallpox  is  prevalent  in  the  Cape 
Peninsula,  mostly  among  the  coloured  population. 

The  Scholtz  Case. — Undaunted  by  his  defeat  in 
endeavouring  to  open  an  inquiry  into  this  case  ( C.  $' P., 
October  18,  page  658),  Dr.  Vanes  introduced  into  the  House 
of  Assembly,  Cape  Town,  a  Bill  to  amend  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act,  1899.  The  Bill  repeated 
Section  13  of  that  Act,  and  proceeded  to  lay  down  the 
power  of  the  Colonial  Medical  Council  in  case  of  unpro- 
fessional conduct,  and  the  procedure  and  provisions  to  apply 
to  any  inquiry  by  that  Council.  The  Bill,  which  consisted  of 
four  sections,  was  read  a  second  time,  and  then,  after  full 
discussion,  was  withdrawn.

The  Noble  Profession. — The  following  medical  practi- 
tioners have  received  licence  to  practise  in  the  Cape  Colony 
William  Layard  Griffiths,  M.B.  (foimerly  of  London, 
England)  ;  John  Brock,  M.R.C.S.  (late  of  Barnsley,  England) ; 
and  Desiderius  Attwell,  Staats  Examen,  Germany. — Doctors 
must  not  advertise  at  the  Cape.  The  offence  might  come 
under  the  heading  of  "  Unprofessional  Conduct."  All  the 
same  the  Cape  Times  contains  a  daily  advertisement  headed 
by  the  name  of  a  medical  practitioner.  A  correspondent  to 
one  of  the  Cape  papers  states  that  no  fewer  than  four 
advertisements  by  different  medical  practitioners  have 
recently  appeared  in  Cape  Town  papers.  The  Cape  Town 
medicos  are,  perhaps,  more  honest  or  less  skilful  in  their 
advertising  methods  than  their  brethren  at  home. 

The  Cape  Town  Docks. — The  news  that  as'  much  traffic 
for  the  Transvaal  passes  through  Natal  at  the  present 
moment  as  all  the  Cape  ports  put  together  must  have  been 
read,  writes  our  Cape  Town  correspondent,  by  those  in 
authority  with  some  misgivings.  The  gross  mismanagement 
at  Cape  Town  is  so  well  known  to  shippers  that  no  one  will 
be  greatly  surprised.  At  Port  Elizabeth  they  manage  things 
better,  but  that  port  is  seriously  hampered  for  want  of 
trucks.  Merchants  at  Cape  Town  have  often  to  wait  over 
a  month  before  they  can  ship  coastwise.  Incoming  steamers, 
other  than  mail,  still  ride  at  anchor  for  periods  up  to  six 
weeks,  and  when  a  berth  is  forthcoming  and  the  cargo  dis- 
charged the  Harbour  Board  loses  an  astonishing  quantity  of 
it.  Nor  do  they  give  much  attention  to  the  losses,  for 
they  allow  nine  months  at  least  to  elapse  before  they 
attempt  to  consider  a  claim.  A  chat  with  some  of  the 
prominent  drug-representatives  in  South  Africa  has  elicited 
the  fact  that  they  will  endeavour  to  pass  through  the  port 
of  Cape  Town  just  as  much  cargo  as  they  are  forced  to  do  ; 
any  shipments  that  can  possibly  be  shipped  by  other  ports 
will  be  so  forwarded.  The  consensus  of  opinion  appears  to  be 
that  Cape  Town  docks  are  the  worst  managed  of  any  in  the 
Anglo-Saxon  world.

Selling  Poison. — An  assistant,  Charles  Maurer,  at  Messrs. 
Eeid  &  Co.'s  store,  Moree,  N.S.W.,  was  recently  charged  with 
selling  poison,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Reid  with  allowing  the  sale. 
The  poison  in  question  was  Steedman's  soothing-powders, 
the  prosecution  being  instituted  by  the  Pharmacy  Board  of 
N.S.W.  The  evidence  as  to  the  sale  was  contradictory,  the 
defendants  stating  that  the  person  sent  by  the  prosecutors 
picked  up  a  packet  of  the  powders  from  the  counter  after  he 
had  been  told  it  was  not  for  sale.  A  verdict  was  given  for 
the  defendants,  with  21.  2s.  legal  expenses  and  21.  10s.  for 
witnesses'  expenses. 

Drug-company  Fined. — A  case  was  heard  at  Melbourne 
on  September  8,  in  which  C.  E.  Smith,  trading  as  C.  Smith  & 
Co.,  National  Drug  Company,  Russell  Street  and  Little 
Bourke  Street,  was  charged  under  Section  97  of  the  Medical 
Act,  1890,  with  carrying  on  business  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  not  being  registered,  and  under  Section  4  of  the 
Poisons  Act,  1890,  for  selling  poison.  The  proceedings 
were  instituted  by  the  Victoria  Pharmacy  Board.  A  pre- 
scription, written  by  Mr.  Sydney  Plowman,  for  an  injection 
composed  of  tr.  opii,  zinci  sulph.,  and  aq.  roste,  was  pre- 
sented to  be  made  up  at  defendant's  premises.  The  shop 
bore  all  the  signs  of  a  chemist's  premises.  The  Government 
analyst  certified  that  the  opium  and  zinc  sulphate  were 
present  in  the  injection  as  dispensed  by  defendant,  but  no 
appreciable  quantity  of  rose-water.  For  the  defence  it  was 
urged  that  only  a  wholesale  business  was  carried  on,  and 
that  the  quantity  of  poison  in  the  injection  was  so  small 
that  the  Poisons  Act  could  not  apply.  Defendant  was  not, 
he  stated,  in  the  habit  of  making-up  prescriptions,  but 
of  getting  that  done  at  Mr.  F.  Longmore's  in  Burke  Street. 
In  the  case  of  the  offence  against  the  Medical  Act  a  fine  of 
10s.  was  imposed,  and  for  the  offence  against  the  Poisons 
Act  fines  of  21.  and  21.  2s.  costs  for  carrying  on  a  chemist's 
business  and  10.';.  for  selling  poison.

IN  resuming  the  series  of  articles  on  the  principal  phar- 
macies in  India  it  is  appropriate  to  refer  to  some  points 
about  the  Customs  there  which  are  not  generally  known  to 
traders  at  home.  A  want  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of 
exporters  of  the  exact  conditions  required  by  the  Customs

authorities  in  India  often  results  in  great  trouble  to  the 
importer  and  consequent  friction  between  buyer  and  seller. 
Although  of  recent  years  English  wholesale  houses  have 
seen  the  necessity  for  devoting  much  more  attention  to  this 
matter,  there  is  still  much  room  for  improvement. 

Since  1894  a  duty  of  5  per  cent,  ad 
valorem  has  been  imposed  (or  rather  reim- 
posed,  for  it  is  the  re-establishment  of  an 
old  order)  on  all  goods  imported  into  India 
by  sea.  Exemption  is  made  in  the  case  of 
machinery,  books  and  printed  matter, 
quinine,  and  sundry  other  items,  while 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  sugar,  and  some  other 
articles  are  subject  to  a  special  tariff. 
Many  difficulties  have  arisen  over  the 
meaning  of  the  expression  " ad  valorem" 
The  Sea  Customs  Act  explains  that  the 
value  on  which  duty  is  to  be  based  is  the 
"  market-price  at  the  port  of  importation." 
This  any  business-man  would  interpret  as 
the  London  cost,  plus  freight  and  shipping 
charges,  but  the  Customs  officials,  not 
being  business-men,  occasionally,  when  it 
suits  their  purpose  to  do  so,  read,  the  ex- 
pression "  market-price "  as  the  price  in 
the  local  market.  A  story  is  told  of  the 
proprietors  of  a  certain  patent  medicine 
invoicing  their  2s.  9d.  bottles  to  their 
Indian  agents  at  some  5s.  per  dozen,  and 
explaining  in  extenuation  that  this  was 
actual  cost.  They  were  visited  with  a 
heavy  fine,  and  it  cannot  be  said  they  did 
not  deserve  it.  As  a  rule  duty  is  levied  on 
the  invoiced  price,  plus  freight  and 
charges,  unless  the  authorities  have  reason  to  think  this  is 
unduly  low. 

The  Merchandise-jiarks  Act 

gives  much  more  trouble  to  importers,  and,  through  them,  to 
exporters,  particularly  in  the  case  of  drugs  and  druggists' 
sundries.  There  being  no  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in  India, 
the  Customs  use  the  M.ffl.  Act  as  a  means  of  stopping  the 
importation  of  adulterated  drugs  and  those  not  up  to  B.P. 


standard.  If  a  drug  labelled  "  Santonin  "  is  found  to  contain 
an  admixture  of,  say,  boric  acid,  that  is  a  "  false  trade  descrip- 
tion "  under  the  Act,  and  the  importer  is  liable  to  fine  and 
the  goods  to  seizure.  Cases  have  been  known  where  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  evade  the  law  by  labelling  the 
mixture  "Vermifuge-powder,"  but  this  prevents  the  selling 
of  goods  in  original  packages,  and  the  adulteration  could  as 
easily  be  made  after  importation.  At  one  time  oil  of  lemon 
proveil  a  great  stumbling-block.  Shipment  after  shipment 
was  pronounced  by  the  Chemical  Analyser 
to  the  Government  as  "  impure  "  or  "  not 
genuine,"  and  whenever  an  unusually  low 
price  appeared  on  the  invoice,  strict 
scrutiny  followed.  No  redress  could  be 
had  from  the  Government  Analyst,  and 
importers  had  just  to  "  grin  and  bear  it." 

Of  course,  everyone  knows  that  the 
country  of  manufacture  must  be  clearly 
marked  on  each  article.  Any  neglect  or 
inaccuracy  in  this  respect  means  trouble. 
A  native  firm  once  imported  clinical 
thermometers  which  were  invoiced  thus : 
"  Gross  elinicals,  stamped.  Made  in  Ger- 
many. Washable.'"  The  officials  thought  ifc 
wise  to  examine  these  thermometers,  and 
found  the  words  "  Made  in  Germany  "  im- 
printed by  means  of  a  rubber  stamp, 
so  that  the.  retailer  could  wash  the 
incriminating  legend  away  and  sell  as 
English-made  goods.  A  case  occurred 
some  years  ago  with  an  English  firm  who 
had  imported  elinicals  from  Germany 
direct,  conforming  to  the  rules  in  every 
particular.  A  number  of  these  were  marked 
and  invoiced  "  Half-minute  elinicals." 
Emanating  from  Germany,  they  were 
looked  on  with  suspicion  by  the  Customs 
officer,  who  promptly  put  one  in  his  mouth, 
at  the  same  time  pulling  out  his  watch.  At  the  end  of 
thirty  seconds  he  removed  the  thermometer,  and  findiDg 
the  mercury  not  quite  up  to  98-5°,  he  at  once  endorsed 
the  bill  of  entry  "  False  trade  description.  Pass  on  payment 
of  Ks.10  fine."    After  consultation  with  their  solicitous,  the 
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importers  decided  to  pay  the  fine  and  remove  the  goods,  and 
thus  save  further  trouble ;  but  the  fine  was  eventually  made 
good  by  the  exporter,  who  protested  that  his  thermometers 
were  "  always  of  the  most  correct."  From  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  M.M.  Act  is  capable  of  as  many  interpretations 
as  the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  and  we  may  hear  before  long 
of  a  medicine  purporting  to  cure  headaches  being  stopped  at 
the  Customs  because  the  official  finds  it  has  no  effect  in  his 
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On  one  occasion  a  native  merchant  imported  some  casks  of 
"  Fine  Old  Port— made  in  Hamburg."  The  casks  were 
correctly  marked,  and  for  the  time  the  Customs  were  unable 
to  prevent  what  was  obviously  the  importer's  intention — the 
clearing  of  the  casks  and  bottling  the  wine  under  his  own 
label.  But  the  Abkari,  or  Inland  Kevenue,  came  to  their  aid, 
the  importer  was  compelled  to  bottle  the  wine  in  the 
Government  warehouses,  properly  label  and  number  each 
bottle  "  Port  wine — made  in  Hamburg,"  and  keep  a  strict 
account  of  every  bottle  sold.  The  experiment  was  not  repeated. 
Machinery,  such  as  aerated-water  plant,  is  imported  free  of 
duty,  but  difficulties  often  arise  regarding  spare  parts,  and 
it  is  always  advisable  in  shipping  such  machinery  to  include 
as  many  spare  parts  as  possible.  The  experience  of  importers 
in  other  branches  of  trade  is  even  more  varied  than  that 
of  the  chemist.  Engineers,  printers,  builders,  and  others 
have  ventilated  their  grievances  from  time  to  time,  and 
serious  grievances  they  appear  to  be,  but  enough  has  been 
said  here  to  show  the  direction  in  which  pit-falls  lie,  and  their 
avoidance  can  thus  be  studied.  It  is,  of  course,  the  duty  of 
importers  to  specify  as  fully  as  possible  on  their  indents  the 
conditions  to  be  fulfilled,  but  from  the  experiences  shown 
above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  most  unexpected  interpretations 
often  arise.  The  Customs  officials  are  unfortunately  not 
specialists,  nor  can  they  be  expected  to  be,  and  it  is  as 
absurd  to  knock  one's  head  against  a  stone  wall  as  to  attempt 
argument  with  an  office  of  this  kind. 

C.  F.  Peahson  &  Co.,  Secunderabad.

An  aerated-water  factory 
forms  a  part  of  the  firm's 
equipment,  as,  indeed,  it  does 
with  chemists  in  every  corner 
of  the  thirsty  land  of  India. 
The  Arm  claim  to  turn  out  a 
specially  good  soda-water,  in 
support  of  which  claim 
Colonel  Lawrie,  the  famous 
surgeon,  who  was  for  so  long  attached  to  the  Hyderabad 
Residency,  declared  Pearson's  soda  to  be  the  best  and 
purest  in  India.  The  firm  are  considerable  advertisers,  and 
wisely  spare  no  expense  in  the  general  style  and  get-up  of 
their  various  price-lists  and  pamphlets. 
As  evidence  of  the  success  attending  their 
efforts  in  catching  the  public  eye,  we  may 
point  to  the  great  variety  and  display  of 
stock  the  firm  carry.  The  general  business 
premises  are  opened  at  7.30  a.m.  and 
closed  at  7  P.M.  daily.  The  pharmacy 
section,  as  stated,  is  always  open.

cantonment  of  the  district,  where  some  fifteen  years  ago  Mr. 
C.  F.  Pearson  made  the  experiment  of  starting  a  chemist's 
business.  From  a  very  small  beginning  the  business  is  now 
one  of  the  first  in  Central  India,  a  general  stores  department 
being  now  run  in  connection  with  the  pharmacy,  as  is  common 
with  all  such  businesses  in  India  outside  of  Presidency 
towns.  Like  other  concerns  of  its  kind,  the  exterior  of  the 
building  is  not  very  attractive.  The  building  was  originally 
a  private  house,  and  as  such  has  only  one  storey  ;  hence  its 
somewhat  dwarfed  appearance.  Inside  the  premises  are 
handsomely  fitted  up  and  well  stocked.  The  pharmacy- 
department  occupies  about  one-twelfth  of  the  whole  area  of 
the  shop.  It  is  fitted  in  modern  style  and  the  stock  well 
displayed.  Native  compounders,  under  the  supervision  of 
qualified  European  chemists,  work  in  the  dispensing-depart- 
ment, the  pharmacy  being  kept  open  day  and  night.  During 
the  night  the  compounders  take  duty  on  alternate  nights. 

The  general  department — so  far  as  display  of  stock  goes — 
is  the  most  attractive  part  of  the  premises.  Christmas  is  the 
time  of  year  when  business  is  at  its  best  in  this  department, 
which  is  then  suitably  decorated  and  stocked. 


A  Simple  Inhaler. 

Dr.  P.  H.  Parsons,  in  the  Lancet,  brings 
under  notice  an  idea-  for  a  portable  inhaler 
which  he  has  found  very  useful.  It  con- 
sists of  a  common  cherry-wood  cigarette- 
holder  packed  with  absorbent  wool,  on 
which  can  be  placed  a  few  drops  of  creo- 
sote or  eucalyptus  oil,  or  any  other  drug. 
This  inhaler  can  be  used  in  the  street  or 
elsewhere  without  attracting  attention, 
and  its  cost  need  not  exceed  l^d. 

Chronic  Diarrhcea. 
Dr.  Hughson  has  found  the  adminis- 
tration of  12  gr.  of  salicin  in  pilular  form 
every  four  hours  an  efficient  remedy  for  intractable  chronic 
diarrhoea.     Diarrhceas   which  have  extended  over  several 
years  have  yielded  to  this  treatment  in  a  few  weeks.

Alcohol  in  Carbolic  Poisoning. 
In  a  discussion  on  the  use  of  alcohol  in  carbolic-acid 
poisoning,  which  was  started  at  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  it  was  stated  that  strong  alcohol 
was  necessary,  diluted  alcohol  in  the  form  of  whisky  being 
less  useful.  Spirit  of  camphor  is  preferred  by  an  Ontario 
physician,  and  a  few  drops  of  tincture  of  digitalis  augments, 
according  to  one  speaker,  the  action  of  the  alcohol.

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  Friday,  October  24,  Mr.  Peter  Boa  in  the 
chair. 

The  Late  Me.  Johnston. 

The  Chairman,  referring  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Johnston, 
Aberdeen,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Executive,  spoke  of 
his  sterling  character,  and  moved  that  the  Executive  record 
in  the  minutes  its  sense  of  loss  through  his  death  and  sym- 
pathy with  his  family. 

Mr.  Storrar  seconded  the  motion.  Speaking  from 
personal  experience  of  ten  years  as  a  colleague  of  Mr. 
Johnston,  he  felt  that  he  did  his  work  remarkably  well. 
Mr.  Johnston's  outstanding  feature  was  thorough  loyalty  to 
his  friends  and  to  the  Society. 

Mr.  Strachan  also  said  he  felt  that  by  Mr.  Johnston's 
death  he  had  lost  a  personal  friend. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  Assistant  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  send  an  extract  from  the  minutes  to  Mr. 
Johnston's  family. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  reported  that  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  recommended  the  vacancy  in  the  Execu- 
tive caused  by  Mr.  Johnston's  death  to  be  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  William  P.  Wilson,  Haddington. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Strachan,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fisher, 
this  was  agreed  to. 

Divisional  Secretaryship  Vacancies. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Paton  the  divisional 
secretaryship  for  South  Edinburgh  had  become  vacant,  and 
Mr.  David  McLaren  was  appointed  to  it. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  stated  that  Mr.  Paton  was 
very  suddenly  struck  down  while  he  was  making  his  annual 
collection  for  the  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr.  R.  L .  Hendry  had 
very  kindly  taken  over  the  whole  duty  of  completing  the 
collection  and  of  arranging  the  papers  and  subscriptions.  It 
was  agreed  to  thank  Mr.  Hendry.  Mr.  Gilbert  Archer, 
Dalkeith,  was  appointed  Divisional  Secretary  for  that  town, 
in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  Stone. 

The  Nomination  of  Examiners. 

The  Executive  went  into  committee  to  consider  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  the  nomination  of  examiners.  On  the 
meeting  being  declared  open,  Mr.  Dott  moved  that  Professor 
F.  O.  Bower  (Glasgow),  Professor  John  Gibson  (Edinburgh), 
Mr.  Peter  Boa  (Edinburgh),  Mr.  J.  I.  Fraser  (Edinburgh),  Mr. 
David  Gilmour  (Dunfermline),  Mr.  Martin  Meldrum  (Irvine), 
Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  (Glasgow),  and  Mr.  J.  F.  Tocher  (Peter- 
head) be  nominated  for  election  by  the  Council  as  members 
of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  Scotland  for  the  year  1903. 
Mr.  Fisher  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  adopted. 

The  proposed  Board  is  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Professor  Gibson,  who  takes  the  place  of  Dr.  Leo- 
nard Dobbin,  who  has  completed  his  four  years'  term  of 
office.  Professor  Gibson  occupied  the  position  before  Dr. 
Dobbin. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Claud  Henry,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Maben,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  committee  for 
their  labours. 

Winter  Session  Evening  Meetings. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  stated  that  Professor  Bower 
had  agreed  to  deliver  the  opening  address  of  the  session  on 
the  third  Wednesday  of  November.  It  was  suggested  that  the 
day  meeting  should  be  held  on  Thursday,  April  16.  It  was 
remitted  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  to  carry  out  the 
arrangements.  The  Assistant  Secretary  asked  the  assistance 
of  members  of  the  Executive  in  securing  papers  for  the  evening 
meetings  during  the  session. 

The  Degree  in  Pharmacy. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  trans- 
mitted the  papers  containing  the  scheme  for  the  B.Sc.  degree 
in  pharmacy  to  the  Senates  of  the  four  Scottish  universities 


Glasgow,  St.  Andrews,  and  the  Carnegie  Trust  had  acknow- 
ledged receipt  of  these,  and  all  they  could  do  a  t  present  was  to 
await  further  communications.  The  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee was  empowered  to  continue  negotiations  with  the 
universities. 

Surgeons'  Hall  Lectures  on  Chemistry. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  reported  that  Mr.  James  Ken-, 
lecturer  in  chemistry  at  Surgeons'  Hall,  is  to  continue  the 
arrangement  of  his  predecessors  as  to  the  reduced  fee  for 
pharmacy  students. 

Divisional  Secretaries. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  said  he  had  sent  out  letters  and 
had  received  replies  from  a  large  number  of  divisional 
secretaries,  expressing  their  readiness  to  act  in  that  capacity 
for  another  year.  There  were  some  wfio  were  unable  to  con- 
tinue to  fill  the  position.  It  was  remitted  to  the  General 
Purposes  Committee  to  fill  up  the  list  of  vacancies. 

The  Dundee  Conference. 

The  Chairman  gave  in  a  report  on  the  Dundee  Conference. 
He  said  he  attended  on  the  two  days  on  which  the  scientific 
business  was  carried  on,  and  also  the  social  business,  and  he 
could  say  without  hesitation  that  he  never  enjoyed  a  con- 
ference better.  The  scientific  papers  were  good,  the  dis- 
cussions interesting,  and  the  entertainment  everything  that 
could  be  desired.  He  thought  the  meeting  was  an  extremely 
successful  one. 

The  member?  of  the  Executive  expressed  general  approval 
of  the  Chairman's  remarks. 

Mr.  Chas.  Kerr,  on  being  asked  if  he  had  anything  to 
say,  stated  that  he  was  gratified  to  learn  that  they  had 
enjoyed  the  Conference.  They,  in  Dundee,  had  had  some 
anxiety  before  the  meetings  began,  but  he  "thought  they  had 
been  very  successful. 

The  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  Assistant  Secretary  mentioned  that  a  grant  of  201. 
had  been  made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  an  old  member 
of  the  Society  in  Fife  in  very  poor  health.  The  giant  had 
been  repeated  several  years,  and  now  he  had  received  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money.  At  present  there  was  one  widow  in 
Auchterarder  and  one  in  Glasgow,  each  of  whom  received  11. 
monthly.  The  Secretary  of  the  Society  had  asked  him  to 
mention  this  matter,  because  there  was  a  general  impression 
that  the  money  that  went  from  Scotland  never  came  back 
again.  These  were  not  annuitants,  but  they  were  recipients 
of  casual  grants. 

The  Preliminary  Examination. 

Mr.  Maben  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  he  would 
move  "That  the  Executive  respectfully  suggest  to  the 
Council  that  circumstances  seem  to  justify  the  conducting 
of  the  Preliminary  examination  by  the  Society  itself,  and 
that  the  matter  might  be  considered  by  the  Council." 

This  was  all  the  important  business.

the  exception  of  Mr.  Lescher,  these  gentlemen  are  grandsons 
of  Mr.  John  Evans,  who,  with  Mr.  Lescher's  father — Joseph 
Sydney  Lescher,  a  founder  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society — 
started  the  business.  The  junior  directors,  whose  por- 
traits we  also  give,  are  sons  of  one  or  other  of  the  senior 
directors. 
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pharmacy  in  Hustralia, 


AS  an  outlet  for  superfluous  pharmaceutical  energy, 
Australia  has  during  the  past  three  years  been  some- 
what at  a  discount,  but  lately  we  have  observed  a  revival  in 
inquiries  from  chemists'  assistants,  and  we  made  that  the 
excuse  for  an  interview  with  Mr.  Walter  G.  Piper,  Editor  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia.  It  is  more  than 
seventeen  years  since  Mr.  Piper  left  42  Cannon  Street  for 
Melbourne,  and  he  has  been  in  touch  with  pharmacy  in  all 
the  colonies  ever  since. 

"  Is  there  any  demand  out  there  for  English  assistants  1 " 
we  asked. 

"  Not  much,"  replied  Mr.  Piper  ;  "  but  a  good  man,  qualified 
and  well  backed  with  testimonials  or  introductions,  has; 
seldom  long  to  wait  before  he  is  suited." 

"Where?" 

"  Any  of  the  large  cities — Sydney,  Melbourne — or,  after  a 
little  experience  as  manager  of  a  business,  outside  the  cities. 
A  dozen  men  going  out  at  once  would  swamp  the  market." 

"  Are  home  assistants  preferred  1 " 

"  Oh,  no.  Men  trained  on  the  spot  know  the  business 
better,  naturally,  but  the  home-training  is  not  reckoned  a 
disadvantage.  No  one  should  go  out  who  has  not  qualified 
and  registered  here.  The  British  or  Irish  certificate  ensures 
registration  everywhere  except  in  New  South  Wales.  We 
do  not  want  wastrels,  nor  any  inclined  that  way.  They 
will  do  no  better  in  Australia  than  in  England.  The  proper 
course  to  pursue  is  to  bring  good  credentials  from  someone 
who  can  speak  at  first  hand  of  the  business  and  personal 
character  and  career  to  someone  in  Australia  who  knows  or 
knows  of  the  writer.  For  example,  James  Armstrong  may 
know  no  one  in  Australia,  and  his  employer  may 
be  in  the  same  position.  But  his  employer  can  furnish  him 
with  good  credentials  to  a  leading  English  house  doing 
business  with  Australia,  and  a  letter  should  be  obtained 
from  the  latter  firm,  stating  that  they  know  the  writer  and 
would  be  quite  prepared  to  accept  his  statements  on  such 
points — or  something  to  a  similar  effect.  This  should  be 
addressed  to  one  or  more  of  the  wholesale  houses  in 
Australia,  for  it  is  through  them  that  most  of  the  situations 
are  obtained.  Leave  no  awkward  blanks  in  the  credentials, 
and  let  them  account  for  the  wbole  period  of  the  business 
career.  I  once  found  a  gap  of  two  years  in  a  series,  and  on 
inquiry  found  the  subject  of  A,he  papers  was  in  gaol  during 
that  term.  All  this  is  no  .  reflection  on  the  character  of  the 
applicant,  but  only  such  information  as  any  honest  man  is 
glad  to  supply.  It  will  be  seen  at  once  that  nothing  is 
easier  than  to  furnish  a  whole  sheaf  of  most  flattering 
testimonials,  and  this  gives  point  to  the  suggestion  that  in 
some  way  the  credentials  should  be  attested  to  by  someone 
in  Australia  who  has  personal  knowledge  of  the  writer." 

"  Are  the  chances  good  ? " 

"  Just  about  the  same  as  at  home.  Of  course,  the  climate 
is  splendid,  although  it  differs  greatly  from  South  to  North, 
and  those  who  require  to  leave  the  Old  Country  because  of 
its  rigorous  winters  will  find  a  climate  to  suit  them  in  some 
part  of  Australia.  We  sometimes  have  it  very  hot  in  Mel- 
bourne, but  it  looks  much  worse  on  paper  than  it  is  in 
actuality.  I  would  put  the  climate  as  the  first  attraction  to 
the  home  man.  The  other  considerations — the  business 
considerations — do  not  greatly  differ  in  Australia.  A  quali- 
fied assistant  iin  one  of  the  older  cities  gets  3/.  a  week  as  a 
rule.  The  cost  of  living  for  an  unmarried  man  is  the  same 
as  at  home  :  board  and  lodging  cheaper  and  clothing  dearer  ; 
the  one  balances  the  other.  In  maintaining  a  household 
(rent,  furniture,  schooling,  &c),  money  does  not  go  nearly  as 
far  as  in  England.  The  hours  are,  on  the  whole,  longer,  and 
the  work  not  harder  nor  greatly  different." 

"  Is  there  any  marked  difference  between  Australian 
pharmacy  and  what  we  have  here  1 " 

"  No  more,  I  think,  than  there  is  between  pharmacy  in 
two  widely  different  parts  of  England." 

"  Are  prices  better  '.'  " 

"  Taking  everything  into  consideration,  they  are  not  much 
higher,  and  the  tendency  is  downwards.  Dispensing- charges 
are  higher,  but  three-fourths  of  the  dispensirjg  in  Australia 
is  done  on  a  club-practice  basis  through  friendly  societies, 
some  of  which  are  supported  by  all  ranks  of  society — the 


highest  as  well  as  the  lowest.  Some  of  these  societies  unite 
to  form  a  "  medical  institute,"  where  they  employ  medical 
men  at  a  salary,  who  do  nothing  else  than  attend  the 
members,  and  in  such  cases  the  prescriptions  are  dispensed 
by  pharmacists  at  the  institute.  Where  there  is  not  enough 
work  to  maintain  an  institute,  contracts  are  made  with 
local  pharmacists  at  low  rates.  This  system  eats  into  the 
better-class  pharmacy,  and  compels  the  pharmacist  to  be 
enterprising  if  he  is  to  make  headway." 

"  I  judge,  then,  that  neither  life  nor  money-making  is 
easier  for  the  chemist  out  there  than  it  is  here  ?  " 

"  That  seems  to  be  about  it ;  but  it  is  foolish  to  dogma- 
tise. When  a  chance  comes,  as  is  not  infrequent  in  a  com- 
paratively new  country,  a  smart  man  who  takes  advantage 
of  it  may  make  money  faster  than  here.  Such  chances 
should  not  be  reckoned  on.  The  new  openings  are  few,  the 
speed  of  development  fluctuates  ;  but  a  good,  hard  worker 
will  make  his  mark.  Pharmacists  who  study  the  wants  of 
the  people  and  cater  for  them  have  no  reason  to  grumble. 
New  starts  are,  perhaps,  not  supported  so  largely  by  whole- 
sale houses  as  they  were  ten  to  twenty  years  ago  ;  but  there 
are  compensations,  and  a  young  man  of  strong  character 
will  not  find  a  slender  purse  an  insuperable  obstacle  to 
getting  into  business,  should  he  find  a  good  opening.  I 
would  have  spoken  with  far  more  positiveness  a  year  or  two 
after  I  reached  Australia  than  I  do  now  after  longer  ex- 
perience. So  many  factors  are  in  the  problem  of  how  to 
secure  success  that  one  can  only  generalise."

pharmacy  in  Berlin. 


N  Monday,  October  27,  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Institute 
attached  to  the  University  of  Berlin  was  formally  opened 
by  Dr.  Studt,  the  Cabinet 
Minister  for  Education,  in 
the  presence  of  a  number  of 
Privy  Councillors  and  invited 
guests. 

Hitherto  pharmaceutical 
students  of  Berlin  University 
have  been  carrying  on  their 
practical  work  in  a  wing  of 
the  Chemical  Institute,  of 
which  Professor  Emil  Fischer 
is  superintendent,  but  with 
the  opening  of  the  new  Phar- 
maceutical Institute  all  in- 
struction in  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  new  buildings. 

Professor  Dr.  H.  Thoms 
has  been  appointed  Director 
of  the  Institute.  He  already 
held  the  professorship  of 
pharmaceutical  chemistry  in 
the  old  building.  Professor  Thoms  is  a  pharma- 
cist by  training,  and  thus  has  personal  experience 
of  the  needs  of  his  students.  Professor  Thoms 
has  done  a  great  deal  of  original  work  in  phar- 
maceutical subjects,  some  of  it  whilst  he  was  still 
occupied  in  the  pharmacy.  His  method  for  the 
determination  of  eugenol  by  means  of  benzoyl 
chloride  is  perhaps  the  achievement  by  which 
he  is  best  known  in  this  country.  His  pleasant, 
yet  energetic,  manner  of  speech  will  be  well 
remembered  by  those  in  this  country  who  attended 
the  Jubilee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  when 
he  read  an  address  on  behalf  of  a  German  society. 
Professor  Thoms  is  a  corresponding  member  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

Pharmacists  who  study  at  Berlin  University  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  their  new  home,  which 
has  been  erected  from  Government  funds  and  is 
unique  of  its  kind.  The  new  Institute  is  situated 
in  Dahlem,  a  suburb  of  Berlin,  but  well  connected 
by  rail  and  tram  with  the  metropolis.  It  is 
surrounded  by  extensive  grounds,  both  wooded 
and  hilly,  which  enclose  the  new  Berlin  Botanical 
Gardens,  so  that  the  pharmacist  is  afforded 
ample  facilities  for  pursuing  botanical  studies  as 
well  as  the  other  branches  of  science  related  to 
pharmacy. 


The  main  building  of  the  Institute  has  three  floors,  with  a 
small  upper  fourth  floor  in  the  centre,  forming  an  imposing 
structure  of  red  brick,  relieved  with  grey  limestone  facings. 
In  the  equipment  of  the  Institute  every  advantage  has  been 
taken  of  the  latest  improvements  for  teaching  chemistry 
and  the  technical  sciences.  In  the  manufacturing  depart- 
ment there  are  a  still  for  essential  oils,  machine-presses, 
apparatus  for  the  mechanical  division  of  drugs,  vacuum- 
evaporators,  centrifugal  separators  driven  by  electricity,  and 
innumerable  other  modern  appliances  of  the  greatest  service 
in  tuition  and  research.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say  that 
the  artificial  lighting  of  the  buildings  is  by  electricity,  whilst 
ventilation  and  heating  are  accomplished  by  air  which  is 
constantly  forced  through  the  laboratories  and  keeps  them 
free  from  obnoxious  gases.  Constant  water-pressure,  which 
is  particularly  desirable  for  working  with  vacuum-apparatus, 
is  ensured  by  automatic  hydraulic  pumps,  which  keep  the 
pressure  at  four  atmospheres. 

The  building  contains  a  large  lecture-hall  with  240  seats, 
and  a  smaller  one  with  70  seats.  In  the  laboratory  there  are 
benches  for  150  students  working  at  one  time.  The  interior 
depicted  has  places  for  72  workers.  The  building  also  con- 
tains a  large  library,  a  collection  of  drugs  and  their  adul- 
terants, and  a  collection  of  food-adulterants.  There  are  five 
balance-rooms,  a  special  room  for  volumetric  work,  one  for 
operations  with  hydrogen,  one  for  chlorinating,  a  dark-room 
for  photography — indeed,  everything  seems  to  have  been 
thought  of  which  can  be  of  service  in  the  practical  training

of  students  of  pharmacy.  The  new  Institute  is 
another  indication  of  the  value  attached  to 
scientific  training  in  German  pharmacy,  and  it  is 
evident  that  the  German  Government  does  not 
intend  to  spare  any  effort  to  give  the  apotheker 
every  opportunity  to  maintain  his  position.  In 
days  gone  by  Paris  alone  amongst  the  cities  of 
the  world  drew  pharmaceutical  students  from  all 
countries,  and  no  other  city  has  so  far  attempted 
to  rival  it  in  that  respect ;  but  Berlin,  without 
attempting  it,  has  provided  an  international 
attraction. 


The  Large  Chemical  Laboeatoby. 


How  Long  will  it  Take  so-called  technical  papers 
to  understand  that  artificial  camphor  made  by  passing 
hydrochloric-acid  gas  into  turpentine  is  not  a  novelty  ? 
The  following  is  a  paragraph  from  Invention  of  Octo- 
ber 11 :  "  Commercial  chlorhydrate  of  terebinth,  or 
artificial  camphor,  is  a  German  chemist's  interesting 
announcement.  The  material  is  likely  to  be  valuable 
for  explosives,  as  it  dissolves  in  nitroglycerin,  and  not 
only  greatly  lowers  the  freezing-point  of  that  sub- 
stance, but  lessens  the  maximum  heating  in  explo- 
sions, promising  advantage  for  safety  explosives.  The 
nitroglycerin  solution  dissolves  all  kinds  of  gun-cotton, 
the  product  being  gelatine  dynamite  of  improved 
quality." 
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British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

A  meeting  of  the  Formulary  Committee  was  held  at 
16  Bloomsbury  Square  on  October  22  at  4.30  P.M.  Present: 
Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  (in  the  chair),  Messrs.  Bird,  Naylor, 
Itansom,  Harold  Wilson,  and  J.  C.  Umney.  Letters  and 
telegrams,  regretting  inability  to  attend,  had  been  received 
from  Messrs.  Abraham  (Liverpool),  Boa  (Edinburgh),  Wells 
(Dublin),  H.  Wilson  (Southampton),  Wright  (Buxton),  and 
Dr.  Symes  (Liverpool). 

The  minutes  of,  the  last  meeting  having  been  confirmed, 
Mr.  N.  H.  Martin  was  unanimously  re-elected  Chairman. 
The  Chairman,  in  alluding  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  W.  A.  H. 
Naylor,  who  was  also  Hon.  Secretary  to  the  Formulary  Com- 
mittee, emphasised  the  regret  which  the  committee  felt  at 
his  retirement  from  the  office.  Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  was  elected 
Hon.  Secretary. 

Work  to  be  Done. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Professor  J.  P.  Remington,  of 
Philadelphia,  expressing  appreciation  of  the  B.P.C.  Formulary, 
and  making  some  useful  comments  on  standardisation,  as 
applied  to  pharmaceutical  preparations.  Lists  of  substances 
and  suggested  preparations,  by  members  of  the  committee, 
for  inclusion  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Formulary,  were  sub- 
mitted, from  which  a  provisional  list  of  formulae  to  be  tried 
and  reported  upon  was_drafted.   

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks,  proposed  by  the  Chairman  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Bird,  was  accorded  to  Mr.  W.  A.  H.  Naylor 
for  his  long  and  valuable  services  as  Hon.  Secretary. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  committee  will  take  place  in 
December. 


Sheffield   Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  above  was  held  on  October  23  at 
the  Wharcliffe  Hotel,  Sheffield,  when  Mr.  John  Austen  pre- 
sided over  a  gathering  of  about  seventy,  including  Drs. 
Walker,  Sorley,  White,  and  Hallam ;  Messrs.  G.  T.  W.  News- 
holme,  J.  Rymer  Young,  R.  A.  Robinson,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
G.  Squire,  A.  R.  Fox,  C.  F.  Carr,  Percy  Carr,  H.  Antcliffe 
(Hon.  Secretary),  J.  Derry,  A.  E.  Booker,  Branson  (Leeds), 
A.  Neal,  R.  Douglas,  J.  F.  Eardley,  G.  Ellinor,  Gilbert  Jack- 
son, J.  B.  Pater,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  and  Rowland  Dixon. 
After  dinner  and  the  loyal  toasts,  Mr.  Squire,  proposing 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  op  Great  Britain, 

remarked  that  the  election  of  Mr.  Newsholme  to  the  presi- 
dency for  the  third  year  showed  that  the  Council  knew  a  good 
man  when  they  got  one.  He  hoped  to  see  the  pharmacists 
of  the  country  represented  directly  in  Parliament. 

Mr.  Newsholme,  in  acknowledging  the  toast,  referred  to 
company-pharmacy,  saying  that  his  remarks  at  Dundee  as 
to  the  inadvisability  of  taking  a  test-case  to  the  courts  on 
the  question  of  title  were  not  favourably  received  by  some 
chemists.  His  opinion  had,  however,  undergone  no  change 
since  making  the  speech.  The  test-case  carried  to  the 
House  of  Lords  in  1880  resulted  in  a  decision  that  the  Phar- 
macy Act  applied  only  to  persons,  and  therefore  limited 
companies  were  outside  its  provisions  so  far  as  keeping  open 
shop  and  titles  were  concerned.  A  number  of  chemists  held 
that  the  decision  referred  only  to  the  carrying  on  of  the 
business  of  chemist  and  druggist,  and  did  not  affect  the 
question  of  titles,  which  was  not  raised  in  the  case  and  had 
not  been  threshed  out.  But  the  Lord  Chancellor  gave  his 
decision  most  emphatically  that  the  words  of  the  first  and 
fifteenth  section  were  not  applicable  to  any  corporation,  and 
in  the  face  of  that  he  asked  of  what  use  would  it  be  trying 
to  get  into  the  court  at  all  ?  Some  predicted  that  they  never 
could  get  there  if  met  by  the  statement  that  limited  com- 
panies were  outside  the  Act.  The  present  Lord  Chancellor 
had  tried  to  promote  legislation  in  respect  to  company-phar- 
macy, and  he  admitted  that  such  companies  were  not  legal. 
It  appeared  that  they  were  neither  legal  nor  illegal,  and  it 
needed  legislation  to  make  the  language  of  the  Act  applic- 
able to  companies  as  well  as  to  persons.    If  the  Council 


believed  that  they  had  a  leg  to  stand  upon  in  the  courts, 
was  it  reasonable  to  suppose  that  they  would  have  wasted 
their  time  for  two  years  trying  to  promote  a  Bill  in  Parlia- 
ment to  deal  with  the  question  ?  Their  opinion  was  that 
their  only  hope  of  correcting  the  anomaly  lay  in  fresh 
legislation,  as  had  already  been  suggested  by  the  Council. 
Their  Bill  was  now  simply  hung  up  until  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  to  deal  with 
poisons  reported  upon  suggestions  from  the  Society  respect- 
ing alterations  in  the  poisons  schedule.  The  conversion  of 
businesses  into  companies  continued  to  go  on,  and  this  system 
of  carrying  on  a  trade  had  gained  such  a  hold  upon  the 
people  that  they  were  all  compelled  to  admit  that  there  were 
great  advantages  in  it,  especially  in  cases  of  death  in 
families  and  changed  circumstances.  The  fact  should 
always  be  kept  prominent  that  the  agitation  of  pharmacists 
against  company-trading  was  in  the  interests  of  public 
safety,  and  was  not  carried  on  simply  to  benefit  the  traders. 
Mr.  Newsholme  then  spoke  about  the  poison  regulations  and 
the  importance  to  chemists  of  strict  adherence  to  them. 

Mr.  Rymer  Young  also  replied.  Speaking  of  Mr.  News- 
holme, he  said  if  ever  the  Society  had  an  impartial,  fair- 
minded,  straightforward,  and  generous  man  as  President  it  had 
one  now.  Mr.  Newsholme  had  a  mixed  and  awkward  team  to 
drive,  but  he  managed  to  handle  it  successfully.  Although 
the  members  of  the  Council  did  not  see  eye  to  eye  on  all 
matters,  they  were  all  seeking  to  do  the  right  thing.  He 
said  most  emphatically  and  sincerely  that  no  man  on  the 
Council  had  any  private  axe  to  grind.  All  were,  without 
exception,  earnest  and  sincere,  and  he  thought  he  might 
say  they  deserved  the  confidence  of  the  members  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  proposed 

The  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical 
Society, 

and  congratulated  the  Chairman  on  the  possession  of  some 
sixty  members.  He  emphasised  the  importance  of  giving 
the  rising  generation  more  technical  and  scientific  education 
in  order  that  the  country  may  hold  its  own  against  the 
United  States  and  Germany.  England  was  face  to  face  with 
new  conditions.  We  no  longer  had  a  monopoly  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  things  which  other  nations  must  buy,  but 
our  old  customers  were  now  producing  more  cheaply  than  our- 
selves, j  The  Germans  were  sparing  no  effort  to  educate  their 
young  men  so  as  to  enable  them  to  compete  successfully  with 
this  country,  and  the  people  worked  much  harder  and  longer 
than  we  do  in  order  to  discover  how  to  produce  commodities 
cheaper  and  quicker.  He  recently  had  the  opportunity  of 
giving  evidence  before  a  Government  Committee  on  this 
subject,  when  he  suggested  that  if  higher  chemical  education 
and  research  were  required  it  would  not  be  difficult  to 
engraft  upon  the  School  of  Pharmacy  in  Bloomsbury  a 
scheme  of  very  highest  education.  Professors  of  the  very 
highest  rank  might  be  found  to  teach  not  merely  pharma- 
ceutical students,  but  others  who  desire  chemical  education. 

The  Chairman,  replying,  recalled  a  time  when  90  percent, 
of  the  chemists  were  members  of  the  local  Society,  and 
appealed  to  outsiders  at  the  present  time  to  join. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  in  giving  "  The  Press,"  paid  a  tribute  to 
Dr.  B.  H.  Paul,  and  urged  that  the  editorial  columns  of  the  daily 
newspapers  should  not  be  given  to  advertisers  of  specialities 
for  the  purpose  of  defaming  the  retail  trade  generally. 


Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Trade  Association. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  Association's  Rooms,  West  Regent 
Street,  Glasgow,  on  Thursday  evening,  October  23.  The' 
President  (Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there 
was  a  large  attendance. 

The  President  at  the  outset  made  a  statement  regarding 
the 

Work  Done  by  the  Association 
during  the  past  six  months,  and  in  the  course  of  his  remarks 
resurrected  a  grievance  against  this  journal  for  publishing 
reports  of  the  early  meetings  of  the  Association,  which  is  now; 
one  of  the  largest  trade  associations,  if  not  the  largest,  in  the 
country.    (Applause.)    This  was  largely  due  to  the  loyalty

of  the  trade  in  carrying  out  the  agreement  arrived  at  nearly 
two  years  ago,  when  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  went  to  Glasgow  and 
successfully  arranged  a  remunerative  tariff  for  poisonous 
proprietaries.  The  committee  decided  to  organise  the  trade 
thoroughly,  and  engaged  the  services  of  Mr.  Jamieson  for 
that  purpose.  They  must  congratulate  themselves  that  the 
organisation  was  so  perfect,  and  the  loyalty  of  the  members 
so  sincere,  that  prices  had  been  got  which  yielded  10  to 
15  per  cent,  more  than  formerly.  This  statement  showed 
the  power  of  organisation  in  defending  their  rights  and  pro- 
tecting their  means  of  livelihood  from  the  pirates  and 
sharks  who  were  always  ready  to  defame  the  chemist's  good 
name  and  swallow  his  hard-earned  little  gains.  (Applause.) 
In  no  business  had  people  to  work  harder  and  spend  so  long 
a  time  at  the  public  beck  as  chemists  had  to  do.  Their 
Association  was  making  an  honest  effort  to  put  some  of  the 
hard-earned  profits  of  the  drug-trade  into  the  pockets  of 
registered  druggists  instead  of  throwing  them  away.  He 
sincerely  hoped  that  the  other  Associations  throughout  the 
country  would  unite  with  them  and  assist  them  in  obtaining 
what  they  had  long  desired — 

A  REASONABLE  AND  LEGITIMATE  PROFIT. 

This  had  been  done  in  America  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
although  they  did  not  agree  with  many  of  the  tactics 
employed  in  America,  they  should  admire  them  for  this,  for 
they  knew  how  to  organise  the  trade  to  obtain  their  ends. 
In  the  United  States,  when  the  representative  of  any  whole- 
sale house  called  upon  the  trade  he  was  required  to  produce 
his  yellow  ticket,  which  read  as  follows : — 

The  bearer  is  hereby  recommended  to  your  favourable  considera- 
tion. The  manufacturers  of  the  articles  offered  by  him  having 
given  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  loyalty  to  the  interests  of  the 
retail  drug  trade,  the  sale  of  these  articles,  it  is  believed,  will 
result  to  your  advantage. 

Without  this  yellow  ticket  a  salesman  or  traveller  could  not 
sell  to  any  member  of  the  Ketail  Drug  Association.  The  pro- 
duction of  the  yellow  ticket  was  an  assurance  that  the 
manufacturer  or  proprietor  had  agreed  to  the  terms  of  the 
Association.  Mr.  Seabury,  of  New  York,  had  said  that  if 
every  city  did  as  well  as  Glasgow  had  done,  the  work  would 
commence  with  a  flourish  of  trumpets.  The  objects  of  the 
Glasgow  Association  were — 

(1)  To  promote  the  trade  interests  of  its  members,  and  to  main- 
tain their  rights  in  the  exercise  of  their  business. 

(2)  To  regulate  the  prices  of  proprietary  and  other  articles,  so 
as  to  yield  a  fair  and  reasonable  profit  to  the  members. 

(3)  To  approach  manufacturers  to  fix  a  minimum  retail  price 
for  their  goods,  so  as  to  yield  at  least  20  per  cent,  profit. 

(4)  To  communicate  with  other  associations  in  order  to  secure 
their  co-operation  and  support  in  attaining  these  objects. 

Mr.  Sutherland  then  referred  to  the  approaching  anti- 
cutting  conference  in  London,  paid  a  tribute  to  the  hard 
work  done  by  Mr.  Thomas  Dunlop,  Secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  referred  to  the  relations  of  the  Association  with 
the  P.A.T.A.  Proceeding,  he  said,  following  the  conference 
and  the  adoption  of  the  proposals  to  be  submitted,  the  dele- 
gates would  have  an  interview  with  a  large  number  of  manu- 
facturers of  unprofitable  proprietaries  for  the  purpose  of 
endeavouring  to  show  them  that  the  trade  was  now  being 
organised  and  was  clamouring  for  remuneration  which  at 
present  it  did  not  receive.  There  was  no  doubt  their  trade 
was  being  misled  by  a  number  of  representatives  who 
promised  one  thing  and  performed  another.  They  invited 
the  co-operation  of  the  chemists  when  they  were  introducing 
their  articles,  but  in  a  great  many  cases  the  manufacturer, 
after  having  placed  his  article  on  the  market,  was  prepared 
to  throw  overboard  the  means  by  which  he  got  his  article 
brought  before  the  public.  Their  Association  ought  to  be 
supported  and  made  thoroughly  representative,  so  as  to  be 
ready  to  take  action  when  the

is  submitted  to  Parliament.  They  might  quite  expect  that 
a  serious  attack  would  be  made  on  the  only  little  bit  of  pro- 
tection they  still  had — the  sale  of  poisons.  But  a  strong 
and  united  body  of  registered  chemists  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  ought  to  be  able,  and  would  be  able  if  they  were 
properly  organised  and  stood  together,  to  resist  any  attack 
made  on  their  rights  as  granted  to  them  by  Parliament  f o 


the  safety  of  the  public.  They  might  look  for  some  inter- 
ference with  their  liberty  being  brought  before  Parliament 
at  an  early  date,  and  therefore  they  should  be  ready  to 
interview  members  of  Parliament  and  show  them  that  it 
!  would  be  to  their  peril — as  chemists'  associations  represented 
a  large  number  of  constituents — to  interfere  with  any  of  the 
liberties  the  drug-trade  now  possessed.  With  regard  to  the 
name  of  the  Association,  it  would  be  for  the  committee  that 
meeting  would  appoint  to  determine  whether  its  present 
title  was  sufficiently  comprehensive,  and  whether  it  ought 
not  to  be  called  the  Scottish  Chemists'  Trade  Defence 
Association.  He  did  not  know  whether  it  would  be  desirable 
to  go  into  towns  such  as  Edinburgh,  Dundee,  or  Aberdeen 
to  get  members  for  the  Association.  They  had  spent  a  lot 
of  money  in  organising  the  trade  and  in  sending  out  cir- 
culars to  manufacturers  to  fix  a  minimum  retail  price  for 
their  goods.  They  had  got  to  that  petition  some  800  or  900 
signatures  from  registered  men  throughout  Scotland,  which 
was  a  very  fair  representation,  and  practically  meant  96  or 
98  per  cent,  of  the  trade.  The  Association,  on  the  whole, 
had  done  a  great  deal  of  good  work.  The  committee  in- 
vited criticism,  because  they  knew  it  would  be  friendly 
criticism,  and  they  would  welcome  any  suggestions  that 
might  be  made  regarding  how  the  work  should  be  carried  on. 
(Applause.) 

The  Reports. 

Mr.  Dunlop  submitted  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  In  the  former  it  was  stated  that  since  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Association  in  May  the  committee  had  met 
ten  times,  and  had  dealt  with  matters  of  very  great 
importance  to  chemists.  Following  the  formulation  of  the 
policy  of  the  Association,  provincial  associations  were  invited 
to  co-operate  with  them.  A  systematic  canvass  of  Glasgow 
and  the  West  of  Scotland  was  commenced,  and  proved  so 
successful  that  the  canvass  was  extended  to  the  east  and 
south-east  of  Scotland,  with  the  result  that  the  membership 
reached  the  gratifying  total  of  322.  In  addition  to  this,  in 
Scotland  the  signatures  of  800  registered  persons  had  been 
adhibited  to  the  petition  to  be  presented  to  the  manu- 
facturers of  proprietaries,  besides  a  goodly  number  in 
England,  through  the  co-operation  of  several  wholesale 
houses.  In  every  instance  wholesale  liDuses  and  associations 
expressed  their  sympathy  with  the  movement.  Another 
gratifying  result  of  the  work  of  the  committee  was  that  at 
the  beginning  of  this  month  they  were  able  to  inform 
members  that  the  present  prices  of  poisonous  proprietaries 
were  to  be  maintained.  There  was  no  want  of  evidence  all 
over  the  country  that  the  time  was  ripe  for  united  action 
being  taken  to  achieve  the  end  that  had  been  brought  within 
measurable  distance,  and  it  was  to  be  hoped  that  chemists 
everywhere  would  not  allow  the  opportunity  to  pass  un- 
improved. The  Treasurer's  report  stated  that  after  meeting 
all  expenditure  there  remained  a  balance  to  the  good  of 
31/.  4.s-. 

Mr.  Russell  (Greenock),  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
reports,  remarked  that  the  Association  had  been  fortunate 
in  the  selection  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee, 
and  he  congratulated  the  committee  on  the  outcome  of  their 
labours,  the  record  of  work  that  had  been  done  being  some- 
thing of  which  the  committee  had  reason  to  be  proud.  Mr. 
Moir  (Glasgow)  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  reports  were 
adopted. 

Discourage  the  Sale  of  Unprofitable  Articles. 

Mr.  Murchie  moved  the  following  resolution  :— 

That  this  Association  recommends  the  members  of  other 
associations  represented  at  the  conference  to  refrain  from 
exhibiting  for  sale  unprotected  and  unprofitable  articles,  or  any 
advertising  matter  connected  with  them,  and  to  take  every 
legitimate  means  of  discouraging  the  sale  of  such  articles. 

Mr.  James  Cockburn  seconded,  and  the  motion  was 
carried  unanimously. 

Face-values. 

Mr.  A.  McNaught  (Greenock)  moved  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Glasgow  Association  the  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
articles  should  be  recommended  to  fix  the  face-value  as  the 
minimum  retail  price  of  their  preparations,  and  that  it  is 
considered  misleading  and  detrimental  to  the  trade  to  charge 
a  different  retail  price  than  the  one  stated  to  be  the  value  by 
I  the  manufacturer.    Mr,  McNaught  said  that  some  of  them 
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had  experience  in  various  directions  of  the  amount  of  dis- 
satisfaction at  an  article  which  was  to  be  sold  at  6s.,  for 
example,  but  which  could  be  got  for  3s.  4fZ.,  and  the  result 
was  that  the  public  thought  everything  else  should  be 
reduced  in  proportion.  He  instanced  what  prevailed  in  the 
photographic  trade,  where  the  minimum  retail  price  was 
fixed,  and  had  been  found  to  work  smoothly,  and  where  no 
other  price  was  charged  for  articles  but  that  which  the 
manufacturer  fixed. 
Mr.  Tocher  (Glasgow)  seconded. 

Mr.  Russell  (Greenock)  moved  the  previous  question.  All 
over  the  country  it  was  becoming  the  practice  to  sell  hosts 
of  articles  not  at  their  face-value.  An  important  point  was 
that  it  was  understood  all  round  that  persons  paying  cash 
should  have  articles  at  a  cheaper  rate  than  those  running 
accounts  for  a  year. 

Mr.  Moir  (Glasgow)  seconded.  The  public  had  now  got 
to  expect  these  articles  at  a  certain  proportion  under  their 
face-value,  and  he  was  afraid  that  a  motion  like  that  coming 
before  a  conference  of  proprietors  would  simply  block  the 
way  to  anything  good  coming  out  of  it.  He  did  not  think 
the  manufacturers  would  listen  to  it.  All  the  same  he  would 
like  to  see  it  done. 

The  Chairman  said  that  this  was  a  very  important 
matter,  and  one  on  which  both  the  manufacturers  and  the 
committee  of  the  P.A.T.A.  desired  an  expression  of  opinion. 
There  would  be  no  difficulty  about  new  preparations,  although 
there  might  be  about  the  older  ones. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  favoured  the  proposal.  He  advocated 
the  application  of  face- value  to  all  articles,  and  it  was  what 
they  should  aim  at  in  any  conference  that  was  likely  to  take 
place. 

Mr.  Dunlop  referred  to  the  reduction  in  the  price  of 
hEematogen  from  4s.  to  2s.  9d. 

Mr.  Pettigrew  (Lenzie)  did  not  care  what  profit  was 
made  if  the  manufacturers  made  the  face-price  the  selling- 
price.  They  wanted  the  prices  to  be  stated  distinctly,  so 
that  people  would  know  what  they  had  to  pay  whether  the 
purchase  was  booked  or  sold  for  cash. 

Mr.  Hart  (Partick)  thought  that  if  the  face-value  was  to 
be  the  selling-value  it  would  be  necessary  for  men  with  a 
big  booking-business  that  the  profit  should  be  25  per  cent. 

Mr.  David  Watson  (Glasgow)  favoured  the  amendment. 
There  was  a  tendency  all  over  the  country  and  in  stores  and 
chemists  to  make  an  even  price — for  example,  to  make  a 
Is.  \\d.  article  a  shilling. 

On  a  vote  the  motion  was  carried  by  a  majority  of  two  to 
one. 

More  Profit  from  Proprietaries. 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  moved — 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Glasgow  Association  the  time  has  now 
come  when  local  associations  should  select  a  prominent  pro- 
prietary on  which  little  or  no  profit  is  obtainable,  and  refuse  to 
stock  it  until  the  manufacturer  guarantees  an  adequate  profit. 

Mr.  Gilmour  added  that  it  might  not  be  necessary  to 
perform  the  experiment ;  the  mere  threat  of  applying  a  test 
of  that  kind  would  be  sufficient. 

Mr.  Taylor  (Glasgow)  seconded,  remarking  that  an 
absolute  condition  of  success  was  unity,  but  the  experiment 
was  worth  trying. 

The  motion  was  carried  by  acclamation. 

The  P.A.T.A.  List. 
Mr.  James  Cockburn  moved— 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Glasgow  Association  the  PA.T.A  plan 
affords  the  best  means  of  protecting  prices. 

The  P.A.T.A.,  he  said,  had  protected  them  against  them- 
selves on  many  occasions,  and  had  strengthened  the  hands 
of  weaker  makers  of  proprietaries  who  had  not  the  means  of 
ensuring  a  profit  to  retailers  unless  the  Association  had  been 
behind  them.  It  was  their  due  to  try  and  get  as  many 
articles  on  to  the  protected  list  as  possible,  and  thereby 
avoid  the  risk  of  outside  traders  coming  in  and  cutting  the 
prices. 

Mr.  Moir  seconded,  as  one  of  the  first  supporters  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  in  Glasgow.  He  believed  it  was  only  by  getting 
articles  on  to  the  P.A.T.A.  list  that  they  could  hope  to  suc- 
ceed, and  one  great  object  of  the  conference  should  be  to  get 
all  they  possibly  could  on  to  the  list.  . 


Mr.  Russell  moved  the  previous  question,  but  withdrew 
his  motion  after  an  explanation  from  the  Chairman,  and  Mr. 
Cockburn's  one  was  carried. 

Miscellaneous  Subjects. 

Replying  to  a  question  of  Mr.  Cockburn's  as  to  what  steps 
the  P.A.T.A.  were  taking  in  regard  to  co-operative  stores, 
the  Chairman  said  that  if  the  question  was  put  in  writing- 
he  would  be  glad  to  raise  it  and  get  it  settled  before  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Murchie  (Glasgow)  moved — 

That  this  meeting  looks  with  strong  disfavour  upon  such  adver- 
tising' tactics  as  those  lately  employed  by  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  as  they  tend  to  estrange  the  reciprocal  feelings 
that  should  exist  between  manufacturers  and  retailers. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  seconded,  and  after  some  discussion  the 
motion  was  adopted. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  executive  committee  to  appoint  the 
delegates  to  attend  the  conference  in  London. 

The  Chairman  introduced  the  question  of  the 

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund, 

explaining  that  20Z.  had  been  collected  in  Glasgow.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Moir,  seconded  by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  it  was 
agreed  to  give  21.  2s. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Currie  suggested  that  the  Association  should 
join  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  a  social  function 
during  the  approaching  winter,  and  the  Chairman  thought 
the  proposal  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  committee. 

The  Executive  Committee. 

The  following  were  appointed  office-bearers  for  next  year : 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Sutherland,  John  McMillan,  C.  F.  Cockburn, 
W.  L.  Currie,  George  Mackie,  J.  H.  Hart  (Paisley),  Arch. 
McNaught  (Greenock),  James  Reid  (Dumfries),  John  Murchie 
(Glasgow),  J.  P.  Gilmour,  James  Cockburn,  A.  J.  Fraser 
(Paisley) ;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Thomas  Dunlop, 
181  Albert  Road,  Pollokshields,  Glasgow. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Sutherland  was  cordially  thanked  for  his  conduct 
in  the  chair. 


Preston  Chemists'  Association. 

The  members  of  this  Association  met  at  the  White  Horse 
Restaurant,  Preston,  on  Thursday,  October  23,  Mr.  Arkle  pre- 
siding. The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  A.  Williamson)  explained 
that  the  meeting  had  been  called  to  ascertain  the  views  of 
the  chemists  of  Preston  and  district  in  regard  to  the 

Reservation  of  Chemists'  Titles. 

He  briefly  referred  to  what  had  been  done  in  that  matter 
by  the  Federation  at  Dundee,  and  was  followed  by  Mr. 
Topping,  who  failed  to  see  why  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
should  not  bring  a  test-case  on  the  point.  Mr.  Riches  and 
the  Chairman  also  joined  in  the  discussion,  Mr.  Arkle  say- 
ing one  of  the  strongest  arguments  against  the  Council  of  the 
Society  was  that  most  of  the  members  were  themselves  the 
most  grievous  offenders  in  regard  to  the  company  matter. 
Most  of  the  historic  houses  had  been  turned  into  limited 
companies,  and,  faced  by  such  facts  as  these,  it  was,  perhaps, 
but  human  not  to  look  to  them  to  take  a  test-case,  particularly 
when  an  adverse  judgment  would  bring  to  grief  the  businesses 
in  which  they  were  interested.  He  was  very  much  afraid  that 
if  the  Council  did  decide  to  take  up  a  test-case,  they  would 
only  do  it  half-heartedly.  He  could  not  conceive  that  the 
question  of  the  chemist's  title  had  so  far  been  touched  by 
any  legal  decision.  As  a  body  of  chemists  they  were  un- 
fortunately handicapped  in  the  matter,  for  the  only 
prosecuting  body  was  the  Council  of  the  Society,  who  were 
continually  calling  upon  the  chemists  to  formulate  a  test- 
case,  which  was  plainly  the  duty  of  the  Council  only.  But 
the  test-case,  if  it  did  nothing  else,  would  put  them  out  of 
their  misery,  while  it  would  call  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  the  grievances  under  which  the  chemists  of  this  country 
labour.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  was  unanimously  resolved,  on  the 
motion  of  the  Chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Topping,  , 

That  this  meeting  is  strongly  of  opinion  that  a  test-case  should 
be  stated  solely,  on  the  question  of  the  legality  or  otherwise  of  the 
use  of  the  titles  by  unregistered  individuals  and  limited  companies. 
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P.A.T.A.  Conference. 

It  was  agreed  to  invite  Mr.  Gifford  to  represent  the  views 
of  the  Preston  Chemists'  Association  at  the  Conference 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  been  approached 
with  regard  to  the  present  boycott  of  the  Co-operative 
Society,  and  asked  if  the  chemists  of  the  district  would  do 
anything  in  that  direction.  The  Chairman  thought  it  would 
be  inadvisable  to  take  any  action  in  the  matter.  (Hear, 
hear.) 


Northampton  Chemists'  Association. 

There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members  at  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  session  of  the  Northampton  Chemists' 
Association,  held  on  October  17  at  the  Black  Boy  Hotel, 
Wood  Hill,  Northampton. 

Early  Closing. 
The  President  (Mr.  W.  D.  Mayger),  in  opening  the  pro- 
ceedings, said  that,  as  early  closing  was  an  accomplished 
fact  among  the  chemists  of  Northampton,  he  would  be  glad 
to  hear  from  any  present  how  the  change  worked.  Several 
members  expressed  themselves  as  being  pleased  with  the 
result,  adding  that  they  did  not  think  they  had  lost  anything 
financially. 

The  Appeal  Fund. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  F.  Cowdery)  read  circulars  received 
from  the  Secretaries  of  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund  and  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association.  The  former  received 
little  sympathy  from  anyone  present,  and,  after  a  desultory 
conversation,  the  Association  decided  to  pass  on  to  the  next 
business,  and  the  Secretary  was  asked  to  merely  acknow- 
ledge receipt  of  circular. 

The  P.A.T.A.  Conference. 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones's  circular  from  the  P.A.T.A.,  in  which  he 
urged  the  Association  to  send  delegates  to  a  conference 
to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  increase  the 
number  of  articles  on  the  protected  list,  was  next  read. 
Mr.  F.  C.  Ashford  moved  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  be  invited  to 
address  the  Northampton  Association,  so  as  to  give  them  a 
better  idea  of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  its  work,  but  the  motion 
was  lost.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Association  should  not 
send  delegates  to  the  Conference,  but  that  the  following 
resolution  be  sent  in  reply  to  the  circular  : — 

That  the  members  of  the  Northampton  Chemists'  Association 
unanimously  decide  that  they  will  be  pleased  to  support  the 
P.A.T.A.  if  that  Association  will  ensure  that  every  article  shall  be 
sold  at  face- value,  and  face-value  only. 

The  circular  from  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland 
Chemists'  Trade  Association  re  the  P.A.T.A.  was  received  after 
this  meeting,  and  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association  was 
held  on  October  21  at  the  President's  house  to  discuss  it, 
but  it  was  decided  to  adhere  to  the  resolution  of  the  previous 
meeting. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  met  at  the  Holborn 
Viaduct  Hotel  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  October  28.  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones  (Vice-Chairman)  presided. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  (Secretary),  in  reply  to  a  question,  said 
that  none  of  the  delegates  appointed  to  represent  the  L.C.A. 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Federation  of  Local  Associations  was 
present. 

Deputation  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Pentney,  asked  to  give  an  account  of  the  visit 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  upon  the  question  of  the 
preservation  of  chemists'  titles,  said  they  were  received  by 
the  Secretary  and  introduced  by  Mr.  A.  Cooper  to  the 
Council.  They  were  received  courteously,  but  he  expected 
sarcasm — and  got  it.  He  stated  their  case,  and  suggested 
that  a  case  against  two  directors  of  a  company  f  or  using  the 
title  "chemist"  should  be  proceeded  with.  Mr.  Carteighe 
asked,  "  How  would  you  get  into  court  ? "  It  was  easy 
enough  to  get  into  court ;  the  difficulty  was  to  get  out 
again.    It  would  be  easy,  at  any  rate,  to  get  into  the  court 


of  first  instance,  and  the  question  of  appeal  could  be  decided 
later.  There  had  not  been  such  a  case  as  he  had  suggested. 
The  President  asked  him,  continued  Mr.  Pentney,  "  Have  you 
read  about  the  Leith  case  ? "  He  had,  but  they  must 
remember  that  the  Leith  case  did  not  go  to  the  House  of 
Lords.  He  had  asked  Mr.  Bremridge  for  the  names  of  the 
defendants  in  that  case,  and  it  appears  they  were  seven  in 
number.  They  were,  therefore,  the  names  of  the  signatories, 
and  the  company  had  evidently  been  proceeded  against. 
He  had  asked  Mr.  Bremridge  for  the  Council's  reply  to  the 
deputation,  and  Mr.  Bremridge  had  written  stating  that  the 
views  expressed  at  the  private  conference  had  been  remitted 
to  a  special  sub-committee,  and  there  was,  therefore,  nothing 
to  communicate  at  present.  He  (Mr.  Pentney)  did  not  know 
what  was  meant  by  "private"  conference.  He  understood 
it  was  a  public  deputation,  and  he  knew  reports  had 
appeared  in  the  trade  Press.  There  was  too  much  privacy 
altogether  about  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Perhaps 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  would  say  what  the  sub-committee  was  and 
what  it  did.  It  was  possible  that  Mr.  Glyn- J  ones  was  tied 
by  his  position ;  he  (the  speaker)  was  not  tied,  thank  God ! 
He  hoped  that  something,  at  any  rate,  would  be  done. 

Mr.  F.  E.  Bustard  said  the  deputation  was  courteously 
received,  and  the  proceedings  were  carried  on  with  good 
spirit  and  feeling.  Eeference  had  been  made  to  the  privacy 
of  the  meeting,  and  to  its  being  reported.  He  had  received 
no  intimation  as  to  its  being  a  private  meeting,  and  explained 
that  he  had  given  his  notes  to  a  reporter  present  at  the 
meeting,  and  had  been  asked  to  write  a  report  for  another 
journal,  which  he  did  in  perfectly  good  faith. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  he  was  present  at  the  reception  of 
the  deputation.  His  memory  failed  him  as  to  whether  the 
President  had  stated  to  the  deputation  that  the  conference  was 
to  be  held  in  the  absence  of  reporters.  Whether  that  was  so  or 
not,  the  Council  had  decided  that  they  should  be  received  by 
the  General  Purposes  Committee,  and  did  not  intend  that  the 
conference  should  be  made  public.  The  President  arranged 
for  a  reporter  to  be  present  to  take  notes  for  the  use  of  the 
Council.  He  thought  it  was  a  wise  and  right  thing  to  do.  A 
statement  subsequently  appeared  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  that  a  deputation  had  met  the  Council,  but  no  par- 
ticulars were  given  in  the  "official  organ."  Personally  he 
was  sorry  that  reports  were  published  in  the  trade  papers. 
It  had  evidently  been  done  under  a  misapprehension. 

This  matter  and  the  accuracy  of  one  of  the  reports  were 
discussed  at  length,  the  Chairman  saying  he  did  not  com- 
plain about  the  report  in  the  C.  $  D. 

Mr.  P.  Burton  said  he  was  one  of  the  deputation,  but  he 
had  no  intimation  of  any  privacy,  and  was  strengthened  in 
this  view  by  the  presence  of  a  reporter.  They  were  asked 
why  they  did  not  place  confidence  in  the  Council,  and  were 
told  that  the  Council  had  done  all  they  could  to  put  down 
"  company  "  pharmacy.  The  trade  generally  did  not  know 
this.  As  far  as  he  knew,  the  Council  had  done  nothing  ;  if 
they  could  do  nothing,  they  ought  to  have  gone  to  the  Legis- 
lature for  fuller  powers. 

Mr.  Pentney  said  he  rose  to  justify  his  statement  that  he 
had  been  sarcastically  received  by  the  Council.  All  he 
could  say  was  that  if  Mr.  Carteighe  was  not  tyrannical  and 
sarcastic  he  was  not  there.  They  were  otherwise  courteously 
received. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  added  that  he  was  glad  the  discussion 
had  taken  place ;  it  had  cleared  the  air. 

Mr.  Edwards  then  gave  a  resume  of  the  North  London 
Branch  of  the  L.C.A. 

The  Anti-cutting  Conference. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  read  correspondence  he  had  received  con- 
cerning the  proposed  Conference  of  local  Chemists'  Associa- 
tions to  be  held  in  London  in  November,  and  to  which  they 
were  asked  to  send  delegates.  Mr.  H.  Cracknell  moved 
that  the  Association  be  represented  by  delegates.  Mr. 
Burton  seconded.  The  question  of  the  resolutions  which 
the  Association  should  submit  to  the  Conference  was  then 
discussed,  and  Mr.  Cracknell  proposed  that  a  small  sub- 
committee be  appointed  to  draw  up  resolutions,  but  that  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  should  decide  the  particular 
lines  on  which  the  resolutions  should  run.  The  following 
gentlemen  were  ultimately  chosen  as  a  committee  :  Messrs. 
R.  H.  Jones,  Willson,  Burton,  and  Edwards.    The  General 
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Purposes  Committee  agreed  that  resolutions  on  the  following 
points  should  be  framed  : — 

The  most  effective  means  of  adding  to  the  list  of  protected  pro- 
prietaries. 

The  methods  to  be  adopted  by  the  trade  towards  unprofitable 
proprietaries. 

To  consider  the  attitude  of  certain  manufacturers  towards  the 
trade. 

The  question  of  appointing  a  committee  to  carry  out  the 
decisions  arrived  at  by  the  Conference  was  postponed  until 
the  general  meeting  of  the  Association,  to  be  held  shortly. 
A  long  discussion  ensued  on 

The  "  Substitution  "  Advertisements 

at  present  appearing  in  the  public  Press.  The  Chairman 
said  that  even  the  editorial  columns  of  daily  newspapers  were 
being  opened  for  attacks  upon  the  honesty  of  chemists  as  a 
class.  The  whole  question  was  muddled  to  enable  pro- 
prietors to  attack  all  chemists  by  so-called  attempts  to  hit 
at  dishonest  traders. 

Mr.  Bustard  mentioned  an  advertisement  which  appeared 
in  a  recent  issue  of  Pearson's  Wecldy  entitled  "  Hints  on 
Shopping."  The  article  went  on  to  say  that  the  man  who 
would  offer  a  substitute  for  Dr.  Williams'  pink  pills  would 
cheat  in  any  way  he  could. 

Mr.  K.  H.  Jones  thought  the  matter  ought  to  be  ventilated 
publicly,  and  that  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  ought 
to  receive  a  protest  from  the  committee  with  reference  to 
the  objectionable  leaflet  they  were  inserting  in  their  packages. 
They  must  remember  that  this  firm  were  using  chemists  to 
distribute  an  advertisement  insulting  themselves. 

Mr.  Bustard  said  he  had  recently  received  two  show- 
card  advertisements  from  the  firm.  He  had  asked 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  to  take  these  back, 
because  they  stated  that  the  genuine  preparations  could  be 
procured  there.  He  objected  to  this,  as  a  reflection  on  the 
trade,  and  asked  the  firm  to  remove  the  advertisement. 

Mr.  Pentney  said  that  he  did  not  "welcome  in  his 
borough "  any  rats  who  ate  up  all  his  corn ;  it  was  about 
time  something  was  done. 

Mr.  Willson  and  Mr.  Pellew  agreed.  The  latter  pro- 
posed that  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  circular  should  be  the  subject 
of  a  resolution,  and  ultimately  it  was  unanimously  agreed,  on 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Truman,  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  write  to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  requesting 
them  to  cease  inserting  the  objectionable  leaflet,  and  that 
until  this  was  done,  members  be  asked  to  withdraw  the 
leaflet  themselves. 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  an  explanation  to  offer  as  to 
the  meaning  of  the  drawing  on  the  "  Imp  "  circular.  It  might 
be  said  to  depict  Messrs.  B.  W.  &  Co.'s  research  work.  The 
familiar  figure  climbing  the  tree  would  thus  represent  the 
firm  gathering  strange  and  rare  fruits  for  purposes  of  phar- 
maceutical research,  and  the  beast  at  the  bottom  was 
doubtless  the  animal  upon  whom  the  physiological  effects  of 
the  new  fruits  were  to  be  tried,  hence  the  angry  expression 
on  the  poor  dog's  countenance.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Willson  called  attention  to 

The  Kingston  Deputy-Coroner  Matter 
reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  recently,  and  in 
which  Mr.  H.  B.  Hodder,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  censured 
by  the  Deputy-Coroner.  Mr.  Willson  thought  this  was  very 
unfair,  and  that  the  Deputy-Coroner  had  exceeded  his  duty. 
He  suggested  that  the  Association  should  write  in  a  dignified 
manner  to  the  Deputy-Coroner  and  to  the  Press.  It  was 
resolved  that  the  Secretary  should  write  a  letter  of  protest  to 
the  Coroner,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  letter  should  be  sent  to 
the  Deputy- Coroner,  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Hodder,  and  to  the  Kingston 
local  Press. 


North  London  Branch. 
A  meeting  of  the  committee  of  this  branch  of  the  London 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  October  23.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  Betty,  Burton,  Bustard,  Daniel,  Edwards, 
Foot,  Pentney,  Seldon,  and  Tice.

Several  communications  were  read  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  with  respect  to  the  Inland  Revenue  prosecu- 
tions in  Torquay,  and,  after  some  discussion,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  Hon.  Secretary  inform  the  Society  that  the  recent 
prosecutions  are  now  settled,  but  if  further  cases  arise  full 
particulars  will  be  immediately  furnished  to  the  Secretary. 

Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 

The  result  of  the  ammoniatecl-tincture-of-quinine  trial  was 
considered  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance  to  chemists,  with 
far-reaching  effects,  and,  after  some  discussion,  it  was  decided 
not  to  subscribe  a  small  sum  from  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, but  to  solicit  subscriptions  from  the  members,  those 
present  contributing  2s.  6d.  each. 

Price-protecting. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
inviting  the  Association  to  send  a  delegate  to  a  meeting  of 
the  P.A.T.A.,  which  will  shortly  be  held  in  London,  to  con- 
sider the  best  means  of  increasing  the  number  of  articles 
upon  the  protected  list  of  the  P.A.T.A.  After  a  long  dis- 
cussion it  was  decided  not  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  meeting ; 
but  the  Hon.  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  to  the  pro- 
prietors of  certain  chemists'  articles,  urging  upon  them  the 
desirability  of  fixing  a  minimum  retail  price  which  will  yield 
to  the  retailer  a  profit  of  not  less  than  25  per  cent.  Con- 
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sidering  the  comparatively  small  turnover  of  a  chemist's 
business,  it  was  thought  this  percentage  of  profit  barely  paid 
working-expenses.  The  articles  mentioned  were  Pears'  soap, 
Calvert's  preparations,  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  good.-:, 
Carter's  pills,  and  Owbridge's  lung-tonic. 

Hood's  Sarsaparilla. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  proprietors  of  Hood's  sar- 
saparilla  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  arranging  for  a  fixed  minimum 
retail  price  for  their  goods,  but  as  it  was  pointed  out  that 
the  Is.  l^d.  size,  if  bought  from  the  wholesale  houses,  only 
yielded  a  profit  of  \\d.  per  bottle  to  the  retailer,  it  was 
decided  that  no  further  notice  be  taken  of  the  communica- 
tion. 

The  "  Koko  "  Offer. 

Some  discussion  ensued  in  reference  to  the  advertisements 
of  " Koko "  in  the  magazines  offering  "'Koko,'  4s.  6d.  size, 
for  Is.  6d."  This  offer  was  considered  to  be  unfair  to  the  trade, 
bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  this  size  can  only  be  obtained 
direct  from  the  makers,  chemists  being  only  allowed  under 
certain  conditions  to  sell  it  at  2s.  Qd. 


Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists. 

A  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  October  24, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  E.  Lemmon.  The  letter  from 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones  with  regard  to  the  proposed  conference  with 
the  proprietors  of  patent  medicines  was  discussed,  and 
Messrs.  J.  Hinton  Lake  and  T.  C.  Milton  were  appointed 
delegates  to  attend  the  conference,  with  full  power  to  act. 
The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd)  reported  that 
six  guineas  had  been  collected  as  a  result  of  his  canvass  for 
the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 


Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

The  annual  dinner  of  this  Association  was  held  on 
October  23,  Mr.  Toone  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was 
a  good  attendance.  After  the  loyal  toasts  had  been 
honoured,  the  President  proposed  "  The  Medical  Profes- 
sion," which  was  responded  to  by  Dr.  Davis  Coles. 

The  business  part  of  the  meeting  took  place  during  the 
interval,  when  the  President  (Mr.'  Toone)  and  Hon.  Secretary 
(Mr.  Bilson),  both  of  whom  have  held  office  for  three  years, 
retired,  Mr.  Worth  being  elected  President  and  Mr.  Rose 
Hon.  Secretary.

West  Riding  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical 
Associations. 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  West  Riding  Federation 
was  held  on  October  28,  at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Bradford.  The 
chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  R.  C.  'Walshaw  (Huddersfield), 
and  there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Gledhill  and  Walker 
(Dewsbury),  Broadhead  (Batley),  Pickard  (Ossett),  E.  Nash, 
J.  P.  Norwood,  W.  Rigby,  and  H.  B.  Billington  (Barnsley), 
Pollard  (Wakefield),  Mitchell,  Hanson,  Waddington,  Marshall, 
Dunn,  Wilcock,  and  Silson  (Bradford),  G.  Dixon  and  Thompson 
(Halifax),  and  Walshaw  and  Broadbent  (Huddersfield). 


Election  op  Officers. 

The  proceedings  were  prefaced  by  a  meeting  of  the 
Council,  at  which  Mr.  Gledhill  presided,  the  business  being 
to  elect  officers  of  the  Federation.  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  was 
elected  President,  Mr.  J.  A.  Mitchell  Vice-President,  Mr. 
Pollard  second  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  Broadhead  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

Settling  the  Rules. 

A  general  meeting  followed,  at  which  it  was  decided  that 
the  rule  as  to  the  annual  retirement  of  Association  repre- 
sentatives should  apply  to  all  the  members  from  each 
Association  in  cases  where  more  than  one  delegate  is  sent. 
The  question  was  raised  as  to  the  preponderance  of  repre- 
sentatives from  Bradford,  but  it  was  elicited  that  the  smaller 
Associations  made  no  objection.  It  was  also  arranged  that 
visitors  to  Federation  meetings  who  were  not  delegates 
should  be  allowed  to  speak  but  not  to  vote.  Subscriptions, 
it  was  decided,  should  be  due  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  if 
not  paid  within  three  months  the  Association  would  cease 
to  be  a  member.  No  alteration  of  the  rules  is  to  be  made 
except  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  a  month's  notice  of  a 
proposed  alteration  must  be  given  to  the  Secretary,  who  will 
put  the  terms  of  the  alteration  on  the  agenda  for  the  annual 
meeting. 

The  Anti-cutting  Conference. 

The  President  said  that  now  that  they  had  fairly  formed 
the  Federation  he  thought  they  should  at  once  proceed  with 
their  work,  and  take  the  material  side  of  the  chemist's 
business  rather  than  the  educational  side.  The  educational 
side  appeared  to  be  fairly  well  looked  after  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  and  there  see  med  to  be  no  one  to  look  after 
the  material  side  of  the  matter.  He  thought  that  they 
might  consider  that  night  the  question  of  getting  a  know- 
ledge of  the  opinion  of  the  West  Riding  upon  the  matter  of 
the  proposed  Conference  of  delegates  of  the  Associations  to 
consider  steps  to  increase  the  number  of  articles  on  the  list 
of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  deciding  whether  or  not  to  send  dele- 
gates to  the  Conference.  If  they  could  do  anything  to 
increase  their  incomes  by  15  or  20  per  cent,  it  would  indeed 
be  worth  doing.  Mr.  Pickard  said  he  did  not  think  it  could 
quite  be  said  that  there  was  no  one  looking  after  the  material 
side  of  the  chemists'  interests.  The  P.A.T.A.  and  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  working  hard  at  it,  and 
with  good  effect.  He  should  be  glad  to  do  all  he  could  to 
further  the  movement  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  Mr.  Thompson  said  he  thought  they  should  leave 
the  patent-medicine  people  to  look  after  themselves,  and 
that  the  chemists  of  the  kingdom  should  not  bow  so  low  as 
to  go  to  them  to  try  to  persuade  them  to  give  more  profit. 
The  P.A.T.A.  were  doing  a  splendid  work  if  left  to  them- 
selves, and  he  hoped  that  eventually  the  proprietors  would 
soon  find  that  they  had  to  come  to  the  chemists.  These 
articles  were  not  worth  considering.  The  President  said 
that  he  had  not  had  any  desire  to  cast  any  reflection  upon 
the  P.A.T.A.,  which  was  doing  very  good  work.  But  they 
had  the  proprietary  ar-ticles  with  them,  and  could  not  get 
rid  of  them,  and  it  was  their  duty  to  do  the  best  they  could 
for  themselves.  Alderman  Dunn  said  he  thought  they  should 
have  representation.  Mr.  Waddington  drew  attention  to 
the  small  funds  of  the  Federation,  and  said  that  if  they  sent 
representatives  to  the  Conference  they  would  have  to  make 
a  levy  at  once.  He  condemned  the  way  in  which  the 
chemists  were  advertising  the  proprietary  articles  gratui- 
tously, and  spoke  of  the  slow  increase  of  the  articles  on  the 
list  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  the  use  which  proprietors  made  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  to  save  the  cost  of  advertising,  and  expressed 
the  fear  that  if  large  proprietors  did  not  join  before  long  the 
smaller  ones  would  withdraw  from  the  P.A.T.A.  The  Presi- 
dent said  that  he  had  no  idea  of  the  possibility  of  sending 
delegates  to  the  Conference  at  the  expense  of  the  Federa- 
I  tion,  but  he  thought  that  if  any  members  happened  to  be 
!  going  they  might  represent  the  Federation.  Alderman 
j  Dunn  said  he  believed  that  the  cost  of  sending  two  dele- 
i  gates  could  be  subscribed  in  that  room.  The  President 
said  he  mentioned  the  matter  because  he  thought  that  there 
was  a  chance  of  makiDg  an  impression  on  the  proprietary- 
articles  people  just  now. 

It  was  eventually  decided  to  appoint  Mr.  Walshaw  and 
Mr.  A.  Hanson  to  represent  the  Federation  at  the  Conference 
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Subsequently 

The  Titles  Question 

was  warmly  debated  for  an  hour.  Mr.  Broadhead  started 
the  discussion,  and  Alderman  Dunn,  Mr.  Hanson,  Mr.  Mar- 
shall, Mr.  Pickard,  Mr.  Waddington,  and  Mr.  Silson  took  part 
in  it.  Mr.  Broadhead  and  Mr.  Pickard  strongly  advocated 
the  taking  of  a  test-case  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  but 
the  other  speakers,  especially  Mr.  Waddington,  Mr.  Silson, 
and  Mr.  Hanson,  supported  the  contrary  view.  Mr.  Wadding- 
ton strongly  resented  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Broadhead 
and  Mr.  Pickard  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council. 
The  discussion  wound  up  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  Marshall  said  he  had  the  opinion  that  Mr  Broadhead 
and  Mr.  Pickard  had  no  right  to  refer  to  the  Society  in  the  terms 
which  they  had  used.  They  had  no  proof  that  the  Society  was 
doing  nothing.    It  was  only  a  supposition. 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  Well,  they  have  not  taken  a  test-case  upon  the 
title  question. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  Excuse  me,  they  have. 

Mr.  Broadhead  said  he  knew  that  a  test-case  had  been  taken 
against  a  very  small  company  which  paid  up,  but  he  meant  that 
they  had  not  taken  a  test-case  against  a  large  company  such  as 
Boots'  or  Taylor's.  The  result  of  the  small  case  referred  to  was 
only  to  confirm  the  view  that  they  ought  to  go  further. 

Mr.  Marshall  :  How  do  you  know  that  they  are  not  now  looking 
out  for  another  favourable  case  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  They  say  they  will  not  take  a  test-case. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  When  did  they  say  that  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  Do  you  want  me  to  give  a  date  ? 

Mr.  Waddington  :  When  did  they  say  that  they  would  not  take 
a  test-case  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  That  is  all  I  want  them  to  do. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  Yes ;  but  when  did  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  say  that  they  would  not  do  so  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  They  have  not  done,  and  they  have  refused 
to  do.  The  Council  have  decided  amongst  themselves,  I  believe. 
That  is  all.    I  cannot  give  a  date,  or  say  who  my  informant  is. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  You  told  us  that  the  Council  have  refused 
to  take  a  test-case,  and  you  have  neither  withdrawn  that  statement 
nor  told  us  when  they  did  so. 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  If  the  Council  does  not  take  a  test-case,  and 
the  Journal  says  that  a  test-case  cannot  be  formulated,  is  not  that 
enough  ? 

Mr.  Waddington  :  It  is  no  good  fencing  with  the  question. 
When  did  they  say  that  they  would  not  take  a  test-case  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  They  took  one  test-case  and  won  it,  but  refuse 
to  take  another. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  When  did  they  refuse  ? 

Mr.  Broadhead  :  They  have  declined. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  When  did  they  decline  '? 
'.  Mr.  Broadhead  :  Well,  they  have  neglected.    You  are  only 
playing  upon  words. 

Mr.  Waddington  :  You  have  made  an  accusation  against  the 
Council  which  you  had  no  right  to  make. 

Alderman  Dunn  then  reminded  the  meeting  that  if  it  was 
correct,  as  Mr.  Broadhead  had  stated,  that  a  committee  had 
been  appointed,  that  offered  the  strongest  reason  why  the 
discussions  in  the  Associations  should  not  be  carried  any 
further  until  the  Council  had  reported  the  result  of  its  de- 
liberations. '  Mr.  .Mabshall  expressed  the  opinion  that  if 
Mi\  Broadhead.  was  going  to  the  Associations  to  discuss  'the 
matter;iii  .tlie.^majaneT  in  which  he  had  begun  .that  night, 
with  a  direct" 'attack"  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he 
did-not  see  that  that  "gentleman  was  going  to  do  much  good 
in  the  matter.  Shortly  afterwards  the  discussion  ended,  the 
meeting  having  extended  over  three  hours  and  a  half.

The  Society  had  achieved  much,  considering  the 
difficulties  through  which  it  had  passed  since  the  inception 
of  the  movement  in  1841.  He  traced  the  history  of  the 
Society.  As  regards  the  division  in  their  ranks,  which  existed 
in  1868,  and  by  which  two  Bills  were  presented  to  Parlia- 
ment instead  of  one,  he  said  they  must  in  future  derive 
advantage  from  their  experiences,  and  present  a  united  front, 
aiming  at  the  good  of  the  profession  and  the  public  gener- 
ally. If  the  two  Bills  presented  at  that  time  had  been 
merged  into  one,  supported  by  the  whole  force  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  position  of  the 
Society  to-day  would  have  been  very  different.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme  responded.  He  said  it  was 
unfortunate  that  when  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  obtained  there 
was  not  unanimity  amongst  the  trade,  as  in  all  probability 
had  such  existed  there  would  have  been  a  more  satisfactory 
measure  obtained.  It  was  of  no  use,  however,  repining  for 
the  past,  but  we  should  make  an  effort  to  avoid  these 
errors  in  the  future ;  and  one  means  of  doing  this  was  by 
sectional  representation,  for  which  purpose  secretaries  had 
been  appointed  in  every  Parliamentary  division,  whose  duty 
it  was  to  keep  themselves  and  the  objects  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  continually  before  the  members  of 
the  trade,  whether  connected  with  the  Society  or  not. 
The  Council  would,  of  course,  like  to  see  all  chemists,  retail 
and  wholesale,  members  of  the  Society,  as  it  was  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  the  trade  that  they  should  be  pre- 
pared to  meet  with  a  bold  and  united  front  any  legislation 
which  might  be  proposed  in  the  future  of  a  kind  hostile  to 
their  interests.  The  question  of  the  sale  of  poisons  was  one 
which  was  being  investigated  by  a  Commission  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  and  no  doubt  a  Bill  would  be  formulated  as  the 
result  of  its  deliberations,  which  it  was  important  to  be 
prepared  to  criticise  and  offer  any  suggestion  which  experi- 
ence had  taught  to  be  necessary.  He  was  quite  of  opinion 
that  the  question  of  titles  had  been  settled  by  the  decision 
of  the  House  of  Lords,  and  the  only  way  of  dealing  with  it 
was  by  another  Act  of  Parliament,  to  obtain  which  would 
require  the  united  efforts  of  the  16,000  who  were  on  the 
register.  He  strongly  urged  those  who  had  not  yet  joined 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  do  so,  and  thus  assist  "the 
Council  in  its  efforts  to  gain  the  means  of  safeguarding  the 
public.  Mr.  Worfolk  (Vice-President)  proposed  "The 
Medical  Profession,"  which  was  acknowledged  by  Dr.  H. 
Archbold  Smith.  Mr.  Khodes  K.  Calvert,  Secretary  of 
the  Leeds  Chamber  of  Commerce,  proposed  "  The  Leeds  and 
District  Chemists'  Associatiah,"".whicn  was  re.spph.ded  .to  by 
the  President  (Mr.  Branson)..-  " Kindred  Associations " 
were  well  supported  by  Mr.  Geo.  Ward,  F.T.C.,  F.C.S.,  and 
acknowledged  by  Mr.  Squire,  of  Sheffield.  "  Visitors  "  were 
thanked  by  Mr.  Yewdall,  and  responded  to  by  Mr.  Khodes, 
of  Mirfield.  During  the  evening  sweet  music  charmed  the 
intervals,  Messrs.  Calem  and  Greenwood  (vocalists)  and 
Mr.  L.  Lour  (violinist)  contributing.  A  vote  of  thanks  to 
to  the  Chairman,  proposed  by  Mr.  Newsholme  and  carried 
with  musical  honours,  terminated  a  very  pleasant  evening. 


Eastbourne  Chemists'  Assistants' 
Association. 

The  members  of  this  Association  had  a  smoking-concert  on 
October  23,  at  the  Royal  Restaurant,  Eastbourne,  when  about 
thirty  persons  were  present.  The  President  (Mr.  H.  Awcock) 
was  in  the  chair,  and  musical  selections,  including  pianoforte 
and  cornet  solos,  and  songs,  humorous  and  sentimental,  were 
contributed  by  Messrs.  Fletcher,  Pullinger,  Ayrton,  Morton, 
Pierson,  Cooper,  Evans,  Morgan,  and  Balcombe.

"Nec  Temere  Nec  Timide" 

is  the  motto  which  figures  on  many 
a  peer's  coat  of  arms.  There  is  no  copyright  in  it,  and  it 
would  be  an  apt  maxim  for  the  guidance  of  the  trustees  of 
the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund.  They  will  probably  have,  by 
the  time  the  collection  is  finished,  about  1,000/.  to  spend  on 
law  suits,  and  the  subscribers  will  expect  some  decisions  of  sub- 
stantial value  to  the  trade  for  this  money.  They  will  at  least 
expect  such  to  be  fought  for  ;  they  will  expect  litigation  to 
be  entered  upon  for  objects  of  sufficient  importance  "  neither 
rashly  nor  timidly,"  but  with  careful  thought  and  prepara- 
tion ;  and  if  the  trustees  manifest  due  discretion  in  the  choice 
of  cases,  they  cannot  reasonably  be  held  responsible  for  the 
results.  But  they  will  be  if  they  are  unsuccessful,  and  a 
second  thousand  pounds  will  not  be  raised  in  this  generation 
unless  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  first  has  yielded  obvious 
benefit.  A  clean  win  on  the  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine 
question  will  itself  be  worth  far  more  to  the  retail  trade 
than  the  money  subscribed.  It  is  an  infinite  pity  that  the 
advantage  thus  secured,  if  it  be  won,  cannot  be  confined  to 
those  who  have  paid  for  it. 

The  Retail  Trade 

has  so  far  subscribed  less  than  250/.  ;  com- 
pany pharmacists  have  contributed  rather  more  than  100/.  ; 
and  the  wholesale  trade  and  the  trade  journalists  make  up 
about  450/.  among  them.  The  proportion  thus  indicated 
does  not  justify  the  retailers  in  sniffing  at  Mr.  Boot's  contri- 
bution. There  would  have  been  good  reason  to  complain  if 
the  companies  had  given  nothing,  for,  as  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
pointed  out,  there  is  no  way  of  preventing  them  benefiting, 
equally  with  other  chemists,  in  such  results  as  may  be 
obtained.  I  am  aware  that  the  Stamp  Act  exemption  is  in 
favour  of  duly  apprenticed  chemists  only,  but  if  the  Inland 
Revenue  authorities  are  beaten  it  is  most  likely  they  will 
accept  the  decision  as  applying  generally.  At  any  rate,  it 
will  be  a  matter  between  them  and  their  other  licensed 
vendors. 

There  is  not  much  Doubt, 

I  think,  that  this  Drug-trade 
Appeal  Fund  is  contrary  to  law.  A  good  many  years  ago  the 
late  Mr.  Bradlaugh  prosecuted  Mr.  Newdegate,  one  of  his 
bitterest  opponents,  under  certain  old  statutes  directed 
against  "  maintenance  and  barratry."  Those  old  laws  were 
directed  against  quarrelsome  and  litigious  persons  who 
assisted  either  party  in  legal  disputes  in  which  they  (the 
alleged  barrators)  were  not  directly  concerned.  There  are, 
of  course,  hundreds  of  offenders  under  these  laws,  and  I  think 
Mr.  Bradlaugh's  action  was  the  only  one  of  the  kind  on 
record.  Still  it  is  as  well  for  the  trustees  to  know  the  risk 
they  are  taking.  The  pillory  was  the  punishment  provided, 
but  I  suppose  modern  justice  can  modify  this  into  a  small 
fine. 

The  Kodak  Methods 

of  business  arc  not  quite  of  the  old- 
fashioned  live-and-let-live  character,  and  the  worst  of  them 
is  that  there  is  no  telling  what  may  come  next.  But  I  am 
not  inclined  to  be  bitter  towards  the  company.  They  have 
done  more  than  anybody  to  develop  the  photographic  side- 
line, and  their  present  efforts  to  secure  a  monopoly  in  one 
department  are  at  least  straightfordwardly  and  courteously 
conducted.  It  is  true  they  severely  handicap  retailers  who 
sell  other  makers'  films  in  the  way  of  profit,  but  they  do  not 
claim  any  moral  rights,  or  allege  fraud  on  our  part  in  such 


cases.  They  even  take  our  simple  word,  and  on  it  give  us 
the  extra  12|  per  cent,  if  we  claim  it.  Recent  experiences 
have  made  us  grateful  for  any  manifestation  of  politeness 
from  makers  whose  goods  we  handle.  If  we  choose  to  get 
our  profit  elsewhere  we  can  do  so,  and  then  we  drop  it  on 
the  Kodak  things.  Thus,  as  the  showman  said,  "  What  we 
lose  on  the  swings  we  make  up  on  the  roundabouts,"  so  we 
are  no  worse  off. 
The  Dewsbury  Chemists 

are  entitled  to  the  credit  of  taking 
a  lively  interest  in  all  that  concerns  pharmacy.  They  are 
always  ready  at  a  minute's  notice  to  march  across  "  deserts 
of  apathy,"  as  one  of  them  grandiloquently  describes  the  rest 
of  Great  Britain,  to  reform  the  conditions  under  which 
pharmacists  exist.  They  are  now  proposing  to  make  their 
march  more  effective,  not  by  studying  the  problems  involved, 
which  would  be  a  wise  though  prosaic  course  to  adopt,  but 
by  urging  a  few  kindred  associations  to  march  with  them,  or 
behind  them.  Then  the  voice  of  Dewsbury  is  to  become  the 
will  of  the  West  Riding.  It  is  not  surprising,  nor  altogether 
regrettable,  that  Leeds,  which  may  claim  to  be  no  mean  city 
in  the  West  Riding,  declines  to  be  wagged  in  this  way  by 
Dewsbury.  "  There  were  things  that  Leeds  might  not  be  in 
favour  of,"  but  its  two  or  three  delegates  might  be  outvoted 
by  their  more  advanced  colleagues,  and  Dewsbury  might  be 
authorised  to  express  the  will  of  the  West  Riding  in  spite  of 
the  opposition  of  Leeds.  Really  intelligent  progress  is  not 
to  be  promoted  by  mechanical  contrivances  such  as  these 
local  federations. 
A  Short  Bill 

dealing  only  with  the  use  of  the  title  "chemist'' 
by  companies,  is  what  I  understand  the  Oxford  Chemists' 
Association  advocates  should  be  pressed  upon  Parliament.  In 
the  present  state  of  opinion  this  is  an  idea  which  may  catch 
on,  but  surely  it  would  be  a  mistake  to  attempt  to  deal  thus 
in  piecemeal  fashion  with  companies.  The  Bill  which  has 
been  generally,  but  by  no  means  enthusiastically,  adopted 
by  the  trade,  would  arrange  the  legal  status  of  these 
trespassers  in  a  definite  manner,  logically  consistent  with  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868.  Is  not  this  a  policy  better  worth 
trying  for  1 
The  Registrar 

has  been  unjustly  criticised  on  account  of 
defects  in  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  and  the 
curious  feature  of  the  case  is  that  he  seems  to  feel  it. 
I  thought  officials  were  all  as  indifferent  to  criticism  as 
Sydney  Smith  said  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  St.  Paul's 
would  be  to  a  child  stroking  the  dome  of  their  Cathedral. 
But  Mr.  Bremridge  may  be  assured  that  no  chemist  who  is 
aware  of  the  conditions  blames  him  for  inaccuracies  in  the 
Register,  and  those  who  have  to  pay  for  not  keeping  him 
acquainted  with  their  changes  of  address  can  only  rely  on 
a  "  serve-him-right "  sympathy.  In  my  experience  of  inter- 
viewing assistants  I  have  found  it  the  exception,  and  not 
the  rule,  for  their  addresses  in  the  Register  to  be  correct,  but 
this,  I  believe,  is  largely  attributable  to  delicacy  on  their  part. 
With  such  uncertainty  of  tenure  as  is  theirs  they  do  not  like 
to  trouble  the  Registrar  so  often,  but  they  intend  to  advise 
him  as  soon  as  they  get  settled  for  good.  Perhaps  they 
sometimes  forget  to  do  this. 


A  Serious  Charge.— At  Cape  Town  last  month,  Mr. 
Charles  J.  McJannett  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
uttering  a  cheque  for  100/.  on  the  account  of  McJannett  & 
Co.,  chemists,  East  London.  The  cheque  had  been  endorsed 
by  Lennon  (Limited),  and  paid  through  an  hotel,  but  it  was 
returned  dishonoured  from  East  London.  Subsequently 
accused's  father  made  good  the  amount,  and  the  withdrawal 
of  the  charge  is  not  improbable.

lEMtorial  Comments* 


Cutting  and  Substitution. 

The  drug-trade  in  this  country  does  not  probably  realise 
that  at  the  present  time  it  is  in  a  phase  which  is  not  dupli- 
cated in  the  past  history  of  the  craft.  If  there  be  a  weaver 
of  events  in  our  midst,  he  has  cunningly  devised  a  weft  of 
circumstances  to  weave  the  warp  of  the  retail  chemists 
grievances  into  a  substantial  fabric.  Not  hitherto  has  there 
been  so  general  and  spontaneous  a  desire  to  discuss  and 
settle  trade  difficulties  by  a  central  Convention,  and  although 
the  immediate  stimulus  has  been  applied  by  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  following  upon  the  new  Glasgow 
Chemists'  Trade  Association,  and  the  response  would  not 
have  come  had  chemists  and  druggists  as  a  body  not  reached 
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a  high  degree  of  tension.  The  first  object  of  the  Convention 
to  be  held  in  London  towards  the  end  of  November  is  to 
consider  and  devise  methods  for  increasing  the  number 
of  medicinal  proprietary  articles  that  are  sold  at 
a  minimum,  living,  ethical  profit.  This  object  is  associated 
with  others,  and  chiefly  with  the  question  of  substitution, 
which  will  become  paramount  when  the  retailers'  delegates 
meet  the  manufacturers.  There  will  then  be  no  beating 
about  the  bush,  and  it  is  as  well,  therefore,  that  certain 
things  should  be  recognised  at  the  outset.  Chemists  and 
druggists  will  agree  that  they,  as  the  recognised  distributors 
of  remedies  for  the  sick,  are  not,  ethically  or  legally,  called 
upon  to  assist  in  supplying  articles  of  that  class  which  are 
used  by  other  traders  solely  as  a  bait  by  selling  them  with- 
out profit  with  the  sanction,  if  not  the  support,  of  the  pro- 
prietors. According  to  the  law  of  contract  a  consideration 
is  essential  in  the  acceptance  of  an  offer.  In  this  matter 
the  makers  of  proprietary  articles  require  the  services  of 
retailers  for  the  distribution  of  their  goods  to  the  public, 
and  the  offer  is  accepted  for  the  consideration  of  a  profit. 
It  is,  therefore,  the  duty  of  the  makers  to  ensure  the  profit, 
otherwise  they  have  no  right  to  the  material  advantages 
which  thousands  of  chemists'  shops  offer  for  the  distribution 
of  their  goods,  and  can  claim  no  consideration  from  chemists 
in  regard  to  substitution.  Once  the  ground  is  cleared  on 
this  point,  as  it  must  be,  and  a  fair  profit  is  ensured,  the 
makers  may  fairly  state  their  case  as  regards  substitution. 
It  has  yet  to  be  stated.  Substitution,  in  essence  and 
in  fact,  is  palming  off  one  article  for  another;  thus 
in  dispensing,  by  giving  an  imitation,  official  or  un- 
official, for  a  proprietary  or  specific  article  prescribed  by 
the  physician.  In  retailing  similar  action  takes  place,  and 
has  occasionally  been  exemplified  in  legal  proceedings — 
e.g.,  in  the  case  of  Beecham's  pills,  and  we  reported  an 
Italian  tabloid-case  last  week.  These  are  illegal  acts,  and, 
unfortunately,  general  charges  of  substitution  are  supposed  to 
refer  to  such  acts.  On  no  other  ground  can  anti-substitutors, 
ethically  or  legally,  compare  with  thieves  those  whom  they 
pillory.  This  is  the  reason  for  the  indignation  now  being  so 
widely  expressed  in  the  trade  throughout  the  country.  But 
that  kind  of  substitution  is  not  really  meant,  and  should  the 
makers  clearly  define  their  purpose  at  the  Convention  and 
withdraw  general  charges,  which  give  offence,  a  basis  of  co- 
operative agreement  should  be  arrived  at — viz.,  assurance  of 
a  fair  profit  to  wholesalers  and  retailers  and  a  fair  field  for 
the  makers.  Perfection  cannot  be  ensured  on  either  side. 
Anti-cutting  schemes,  like  others,  "  gang  aft  agley."  Those 
protected  recognise  this,  but  their  claim  is  for  effort  in  this 
direction,  and  this  must  be  through  a  special  organisation 
provided  by  each  proprietor,  or  a  central  organisation  such 
as  we  have  in  the  P.A.T.A.,  which  has  demonstrated,  by 
several  years'  smooth  and  effective  working,  that  it  is  a  most 
convenient  means  for  maintaining  prices.  On  the  other 
side,  the  makers  may  fairly  claim  that,  if  they  protect 
prices,  people  who  ask  for  their  goods  shall  get  what  they 
ask  for.  It  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  this  claim  to  writing 
befcre  an  agreement  of  general  application  is  arrived  at. 
This  is  not  unreasonable,  if  there  is  to  be  a  bargain  at  all ; 
in  fact,  the  Convention's  business  is  bargaining.  Infringe- 
ments of  the  agreement  might  be  treated  by  the  central 
organisation  as  cases  of  cutting  are.  There  are  many  appen- 
dages to  the  substitution  question — e.g.,  some  pharmacists 
object  to  have  their  liberty  as  free  agents  trammelled,  and 
there  are  factories  which  exist  on  imitations — but  the  more 
these  are  discussed  the  further  do  we  get  away  from  the 
central  element  of  give  and  take  which  may  ensure  a 
successful  convention.  The  opportunity  is  such  a  rare  one 
that  it  deserves  to  be  approached  in  a  conciliatory  spirit. 


American  Bromides. 

According  to  a  New  York  contemporary,  the  American 
Bromine  Trust,  which  was  organised  some  seven  years  ago, 
has  suddenly  come  to  an  end,  owing  to  the  chief  organiser 
and  founder,  Mr.  W.  R.  Shields,  of  Columbus,  O.,  having 
failed  to  secure  certain  bromide-plants  which  were  put  up 
for  public  auction  at  Midland,  Mich.    The  works  in  question 
were  bought  a  few  months  ago  by  the  Meyer  Brothers'  Drug 
Company,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  a  competitor  of  the  Trust.  It 
appears  that  the  representatives  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Shields  bid  up 
to  close  on  $20,000  for  the  two  plants,  and  then  allowed  the 
St.  Louis  house  to  become  the  purchaser.    At  the  present 
stage  of  the  market  they  have  decided  to  shut  down  the 
plant  for  the  winter,  as  now  the  Trust  is  dissolved  it  is 
cheaper  to  buy  bromine  than  manufacture  it,  and  with  this 
object  contracts  have  been  made  with  the  Dow  Chemical 
Company,  of  Midland,  Mich.,  to  furnish  bromine  until  the 
spring,  when  the  Meyer  Company  will  probably  resume  work 
at  its  own  plants.    Previous  to  the  break-up  of  the  Trust 
they  had  matters  all  their  own  way,  but  overreached  them- 
selves in  the  end.    Houses  not  in  the  combine  had  for 
years  been  paying  fancy  prices  for  bromine,  and  the 
position  had  evidently  become  intolerable,  and  the  final 
blow  came   when,  the  Meyer  Brothers'    Drug  Company 
waged  warfare  on  the  Trust,  with  the  result  indicated. 
Since  the  dissolution  of  the  Trust  there  has  beenlkeen  com- 
petition among  American  bromide-manufacturers,  and  prices 
have  been  forced  down  to  a  low  point,  having  been  reduced 
by  makers  on  two  occasions  within  the  past  month,  and  with 
the  increased  output  of  bromine  it  will  be  more  difficult  than 
ever  for  a  consolidation  of  interests.    At  the  present  time 
potassium  bromide  is  being  quoted  by  American  makers  at 
40c.  (1.?.  8rl.)  per  lb.,  where  British  and  German  makers 
quote  Is.  U\d.    On  the  receipt,  several  weeks  ago,  of  news 
of  trouble  in  the  American    bromine-market,  negotiations 
were  set  on  foot  by  the  German  syndicate  with  the  idea  of 
showing  the  new  purchaser  that  it  would  be  to  his  interest 
to  confine  his  operations  to  his  own  side  and  continue  the 
agreement  with  German  producers,  whereby  each  party  has 
its  own  field — namely,  that  there  should  be  no  imports  and  no 
exports.    His  consent  appeal's  to  have  been  readily  obtained, 
and  there  seems  no  possibility  of  American  bromides  making 
their  appearance  on  this  market  again  at  the  present  juncture, 
as  any  attempt  to  interfere  with  the  European  markets  would 
only  lead  to  retaliation,  and  probably  end  in  disaster.  As 
showing  the  complete  control  exercised  by  the  British  and 
German  bromide-manufacturers,  there  has  practically  been 
no  quotable  alteration  in  market  values  this  year,  and  at  the 
present  time  the  tone  is  firm  and  the  demand  good.  We 
may  recall  the  fact  that  about  1899,  when  American  pro- 
ducers sent  consignments  to  this  country,  the  German  syndi- 
cate retaliated  by  sending   some  10  tons   of  potassium 
bromide  to  New  York,  which  was  sold  there  at  Is.  per  lb. , 
duty  paid,  meaning  9d.  per  lb.  net.    This  was  merely  a  pre- 
liminary act  of  retaliation,  as  had  it  been  necessary  the 
Germans  would  have  been  prepared  to  supply  the  whole  of 
the  American  requirements.    However,  an  arrangement  was 
immediately  arrived  at,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  it 
has  proved  workable  ever  since.    According  to  the  latest 
statistics  the  production  of  bromine  in  the  United  States 
increased  last  year  to  552,043  lbs.,  valued  at  $154,572 
(32,2002. ),  as  compared  with  521,444  lbs.  in  1900,  valued  at 
#140,790  (29,331/'.)— an  increase  of  30,599  lbs.  in  quantity 
and  #13,782  (2,871Z.)  in  value  for  the  year.     The  price 
per  lb.  during  1901  averaged  28c.  (Is.  2d.),  as  compared 
with  27c.  (Is.  l\d.)  in  1900  and  29c.  (Is.  Qd.)  in  1899. 
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Germany  and  Unfair  Competition. 

It  is  a  common  complaint  amongst  British  business-men 
that  Germans  come  to  this  country  for  the  express  purpose 
of  learning  our  manufacturing-processes  and  using  them 
against  us.  The  case  at  Frankenthal,  reported  in  our  last 
week's  issue  (page  690),  shows  that  reciprocity  in  this  par. 
ticular  is  not  favourably  regarded  by  our  Teutonic  compe. 
titors,  and  Consul  B.  H.  Warner,  jun.,  of  Leipzig,  in  a  report 
to  the  United  States  Government,  makes  this  quite  clear. 
He  says  the  term  "  unfair  competition  "  is  held  in  Germany 
to  cover  all  methods  that  tend  to  injure  a  competitor,  either 
by  concealing  the  quality  of  goods,  the  unlawful  use  of 
trade -marks,  &c,  or  in  disparaging  a  rival's  business  or  wares, 
concealing  the  name  of  a  firm,  changing  goods  from  one 
place  of  business  to  another,  and  betraying  business  and 
factory  secrets.  In  France  unfair  competition  is  regarded 
merely  as  a  cause  for  civil  action,  but  Germany  fights  the 
evil  with  criminal  law.  This  law  came  into  force  in  1896, 
and  is  an  extension  of  the  Trade-mark  Law  passed  two  years 
previously.  The  principal  demeanours  are  tabulated  by 
Mr.  Warner,  as  follows  : — 

Fraudulent  advertising — i.e.,  false  declarations  concerning 
methods  of  production,  make-up,  or  prices  of  wares ;  source  of 
supply ;  reason  for  selling ;  possession  or  ownership  of  trade- 
marks. Every  business  man  or  group  of  business  men  lias  the 
right  to  bring  action  against  the  offending  party,  calling  for  the 
suppression  of  these  practices,  also  for  damages.  A  fine  not 
exceeding  1,500m.  (about  70/.)  can  be  imposed  ;  repetition  of  such 
an  offence  is  punishable  with  sis  months'  imprisonment. 

Detraction  of  a  competitor— i.e.,  spreading  false  reports  con- 
cerning the  trade  of  another,  his  person,  the  manager  of  his  busi- 
ness, or  his  wares.  Offences  of  this  nature  are  punishable  with  a 
fine  not  exceeding  1,500m.,  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

Misusing  another's  name  in  such  a  way  that  an  unfair  advantage 
is  gained.  Offending  parties  must  pay  damages  and  discontinue 
such  practices. 

Disclosing  business  secrets  during  time  of  employment.  A  fine 
not  exceeding  3,000m.  (about  140?.),  or  one  year's  imprisonment, 
ma,y  be  imposed,  and,  in  addition,  judgment  of  damages  sustained. 
Any  competitor  using  information  gained  in  this  way,  as  well  as 
any  third  person  disclosing  such  information  to  him,  is  liable  to  a 
similar  punishment. 

Deception  as  to  the  quality  of  goods.  The  Federal  Diet  has 
been  empowered  to  prescribe  that  certain  articles  are  to  be  sold  at 
retail  only  in  certain  quantities,  lengths,  according  to  certain 
numbers,  &c,  or  with  declarations  as  to  number,  weight,  &c. 
The  punishment  for  every  infringement  will  not  exceed  150m. 
{11,  10s.). 

The  effect  of  the  law  is  described  by  the  Berlin  Society 
of  Business  Men  and  Manufacturers  as  very  beneficial  to 
their  interests  owing  to  its  strict  enforcement.  We  imagine 
that  even  the  most  bitter  British  grumbler  would  hesitate 
before  advocating  in  cold  blood  such  a  law  for  his  own 
country.  It  appears  to  be  contrary  to  robust  British 
methods. 


ACTION  AGAINST  COMPANIES. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  the  titles  question  at 
the  Federation  of  West  Riding  Chemists'  Associations  Mr. 
Broadhead  made  two  important  statements — namely,  that  a 
test-case  had  been  taken  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
against  a  very  small  company,  who  paid  up ;  and  that  the 
Council  has  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  titles 
question.  We  have  heard  these  statements  in  other  quarters, 
and  believe  we  are  right  in  saying  that  whilst  a  committee 
snch  as  that  mentioned  by  Mr.  Broadhead  exists,  the  Council 
has  taken  no  proceedings  against  a  company.  We  under- 
stand that  an  unqualified  trader  who  keeps  or  kept  open 
shop  under  a  company  name,  in  which  company  he  owns 
most  of  the  shares,  deemed  it  advisable  to  pay  into  court 
penalties  for  which  he  in  persona  was  sued.  This,  it  will  be 
observed,  is  a  totally  different  matter  from  taking  action 
against  a  company^/'  sc.  No  action  has  been  taken  against 
a  limited  company  for  illegal  use  of  title.     If  these  are  riot 


the  facts  of  the  case,  we  trust  some  official  statement  will 
be  made  in  regard  to  it.  We  feel  certain  that  Mr.  Newsholme 
(the  President  of  the  Society)  would  not  speak  on  the  company 
question  as  he  has  recently  been  doing  if  his  Council  had 
obtained  any  penalties  from  any  company,  however  small, 
for  keeping  open  shop  or  using  the  titles. 

CARBOLIC  DISINFECTANTS. 

The  following  paragraphs  appear  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  Local  Government  Board : — 

By  an  order  made  on  July  26,  1900,  the  Privy  Council  approved 
a  resolution  passed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
declaring  that  liquid  preparations  of  carbolic  acid  and  its  homo- 
logues  containing  more  than 3  percent,  of  those  substances  should, 
except  in  certain  cases  connected  with  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture, be  deemed  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1868.  As  in  a  very  large  number  of  cases  where  local 
authorities  disinfect  or  procure  the  disinfection  of  premises  and 
things  which  have  been  exposed  to  infection  the  disinfectant 
employed  is  carbolic  acid,  we,  on  January  10,  1901,  forwarded  a 
copy  of  the  Order  of  Council  to  all  sanitary  authorities,  and  drew 
attention  to  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  to  the  bottles  to  be  used  for  carbolic  acid  or  other 
poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

We  also  drew  the  attention  of  all  boards  of  guardians  and  boards 
of  management  of  asylums  and  school  districts  to  the  Orders  of 
Council,  and  enjoined  the  careful  observance  of  the  prescribed 
precautions  by  all  persons  in  the  service  of  Poor-law  authorities 
who  might  be  entrusted  with  the  charge  of  poisons. 

We  reprint  this  mainly  as  a  record.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  Board's  order  in  regard  to  poison-bottles  antedated 
that  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  by  about  six  months,  but 
the  terms  of  the  letter  issued  by  the  Board  to  those  under  its 
authority  show  that  the  Order  in  Council  of  January  31. 1899, 
was  referred  to. 


Bnterican  IRotes. 


Californian  Quicksilver. — Articles  of  incorporation 
for  three  new  companies  have  been  placed  on  file  at  San 
Francisco  by  five  capitalists,  who  are  going  heavily  into  the 
business  of  quicksilver-mining.  The  new  corporations  will 
be  known  as  the  Stanislaus,  Phoenix,  and  Hazard  Quicksilver- 
mining  Companies.  The  total  capital  stock  of  the  three 
organisations  is  to  be  $6,000,000,  of  which  $7,500  has  been 
subscribed. 

Drug-houses  Combine  in  Baltimore. — Negotiations  are 
pending  for  a  consolidation  of  the  principal  wholesale  drug- 
houses  in  Baltimore.  The  obstacle  to  the  immediate  con- 
summation of  the  scheme  is  said  to  be  the  unwillingness  of 
Muth  Brothers  to  enter  the  combine.  The  other  large 
houses,  it  is  stated,  have  expressed  a  willingness  to  go 
into  the  scheme.  It  is  proposed  to  organise  a  company,  with 
a  capital  of  $1,500,000,  to  take  over  the  properties  of  the 
various  houses  in  Baltimore,  and  to  occupy  a  large  warehouse 
in  West  Lombard  Street,  formerly  used  by  the  Charles  A. 
Vogeler  Company. 

The  N.W.D.A. — The  annual  convention  of  the  National 
Wholesale  Druggists'  Association  of  America  took  place  at 
Monterey,  Cal.,  on  October  7  to  9,  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  William  J.  Walding,  of  Toledo,   Ohio.     Reports  on 
fraternal  relations — the  relations  existing  between  members 
themselves  and  between  the  Association  and  manufacturers 
j  and  retailers — on  transportation  conditions  affecting  the 
drug-business,  on  fire-insurance  for  druggists,  on  the  con- 
'  dition  of  trade  and  credits,  on  unfair  competition  and  trade*- 
marks  infringement,  and  on  proprietary  goods,  were  pre- 
,  sented,  and  referred  to  the   appropriate  committees  for 
consideration  and  further  report.    The  report  of  the  com- 
I  mittee  on  proprietaries  was  looked  upon  as  the  most 
;  important,  and  it  showed  that  the  tripartite  plan  is  still 
!  favourably  regarded  by  the  wholesalers.    A  resolution  was 
j  passed  to  adhere  to  this  plan  and  continue  to  co-operate 
with  the  N.A.R.D.    The  President  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
[  Mr.  W.  C.  Hover,  of  Denver,  Col. 
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Mesttninster  Wisbom.

Duty-free  Spirit. 

In  regard  to  section  8  of  the  Finance  Act  of  1902  and  to 
the  sub-section  which  provides  that  foreign  spirits  may  not 
be  received  or  used  in  the  way  mentioned  in  the  provision 
regarding  the  utilisation  of  duty-free  spirit  until  the  dif- 
ference between  the  duty  of  Customs  chargeable  thereon 
and  the  duty,  of  Excise  chargeable  on  British  spirits  has  been 
paid,  I  have  received  a  statement  about  the  origin  of  the 
sub-section  as  to  which,  in  the  words  of  my  correspondent, 
"  there  has  been  considerable  misapprehension."'  The 
practice  of  the  Inland  Kevenue  authorities  is  to  supervise 
the  manufacture  of  alcohol  in  British  distilleries,  and  to 
make  a  charge  for  so  doing  in  addition  to  the  duty  of  Excise 
payable  on  the  spirit.  The  manufacturer  has  to  bear  both 
charges.  As  the  foreign  manufacturer  pays  only  the  charge 
for  the  duty  which  is  collected  at  the  place  of  import,  he  is 
charged  with  a  differential  duty  in  order  that  the  British 
manufacturer  may  not  be  placed  at  an  unfair  disadvantage. 
The  sub-section  was  added  at  the  request  of  the  Chancellor 
ofthe  Exchequer  in  order  to  preserve  this  safeguard  against 
the  injustice  to  the  home  manufacturer.* 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Mr.  Timothy  Healy  has  given  notice  of  a  question  to  the 
Chief  Secretary  for  Ireland  in  regard  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland.  It  is  as  follows  :  Whether  the  Chief 
Secretary  is  aware  that  there  is  no  Koman  Catholic  chemist 
from  Dublin,  Belfast,  Cork,  or  Galway  on  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  which  consists  of  twenty- 
one  members ;  whether  since  Sir  Dominic  Corrigan  was 
nominated  by  the  Crown  at  the  incorporation  of  the  Society 
in  1875  no  Roman  Catholic  has  ever  been  elected  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary,  or  Treasurer;  whether  a  Roman 
Catholic  is,  or  ever  has  been,  a  professor  or  lecturer  in  the 
schools  of  the  Society ;  whether  no  Roman  Catholic  is,  or 
ever  has  been,  an  examiner  for  the  licence  of  the  Society, 
or  for  the  qualification  of  registered  druggist  or  assistant ; 
whether  out  of  over  700  druggists  holding  the  certificates  of 
the  Society  only  about  thirty-one  subscribe  to  assist 
it  to  enforce  the  Pharmacy  Act ;  and  whether  the  Govern- 
ment will  consider  the  advisability  of  taking  steps  to  modify 
the  constitution  of  the  Society  ? 

Brussels  Sugar  Convention. 
Mr.  Balfour  has  stated  that  he  hopes  that  adequate  time 
will  be  found  for  the  discussion  of  the  promised  resolution 
regarding  the  Brussels  Sugar  Convention.  "That  resolu- 
tion," he  adds,  "will  bind  Parliament  to  give  legislative 
sanction  to  the  treaty.  I  cannot  anticipate  that  Parliament 
will  decline  the  obligation."  Nor  does  any  other  person  who 
knows  anything  about  Parliamentary  affairs.  But  there  will 
be  a  deal  of  controversy  before  ratification  is  agreed  to. 
Apparently  Sir  Howard  Vincent  on  the  Ministerial  side,  and 
Mr.  Lough  on  the  Opposition  side,  will  lead  the  speakers 
against  the  Convention.  Sir  Howard's  view  is  that,  having 
regard  to  the  freedom  always  enjoyed  by  the  United 
Kingdom  to  conclude,  should  the  people  see  fit,  preferential 
trading  relations  with  all  or  any  of  the  colonies,  there  ought 
to.  be  no  consent  to  the  ratification  of  any  treaty  with  a 
foreign  Power  which  restricts  that  freedom  in  any  shape  or 
form,  or  which  fails  to  recognise  that  the  region  in  which 
the  parties  to  the  Convention  are  at  liberty  to  tax  imports  of 
sugar  at  their  own  ports  in  certain  eventualities  does  not, 
in  the  case  of  Great  Britain,  extend  to  all  his  Majesty's 
possessions.  The  attitude  taken  by  Mr.  Lough  is  that  the 
abolition,, of  foreign  bounties  on  sugar  exported  to  this 
country  will  involve  the  heavier  taxation  of  the  whole  of  our 
population  by  the  necessarily  increased  cost  of  sugar,  and 
that  important  British  industries  depending  upon  sugar  as 
their  raw  material  will  be  seriously  injured.

It  is  reported  that  the  Poisons  Committee  will  meet  soon 
to  consider  their  report,  one  part  of  which  has  been  pre- 
pared by  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell  and  another  by  Professor 
Thorpe.  I  understand  that  the  report  is  not  yet  ready,  and 
has  not  in  its  entirety  been  submitted  to  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  but  the  impression  prevails  that  some  relaxation 
in  the  law  as  regards  the  qualification  of  retailers  of  poisons 
will  be  made  by  the  Committee.

Alleged  Malicious  Prosecution  by  a  Chemist. 

In*  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  Tuesday,  before  Mr.  Justice  Walton  and  a  common  jury, 
an  action  was  brought  by  Alfred  J.  Hemstead,  chemist  and 
druggist,  against  Walter  Geo.  Clark,  chemist  and  druggist,  to 
recover  damages  for  alleged  malicious  prosecution  and  false 
imprisonment.  The  defendant  said  he  had  reasonable  and 
probable  cause  for  the  action  he  took.  Mr.  Moyses,  for 
plaintiff,  said  the  latter  in  1901  had  charge  of  a  branch 
business  belonging  to  a  company,  of  which  defendant  was 
proprietor,  at  3  South  Street,  Ponder's  End.  On  October  15 
a  month's  notice  had  been  given  to  plaintiff  to  terminate  his 
engagement,  and  on  October  20,  which  was  a  Sunday,  the 
plaintiff  did  not  open  the  shop  as  usual,  as  he  had  missed  a 
train.  Defendant  and  his  son,  who  had  private  keys,  entered 
the  place  and  stayed  for  some  time,  and  it  appeared  that 
on  the  Monday,  when  plaintiff  returned  to  business,  cash 
amounting  to  81.  19s.  5d.  was  missing  from  a  box.  Defendant 
asked  plaintiff  to  confess  that  he  had  taken  the  money,  and 
wrote  out  a  confession,  which  he  asked  plaintiff  to  sign. 
Plaintiff  took  possession  of  the  document,  and  said  he  would 
show  it  to  the  Magistrates,  whereupon  defendant  and  his 
son  assaulted  him,  and  took  it  from  him  by  force.  Plaintiff 
was  afterwards  given  into  custody  for  theft,  and  com- 
mitted for  trial,  but  he  was  acquitted  at  the  sessions  on 
January  4  last.  For  this  alleged  prosecution  he  claimed 
damages.  Plaintiff  having  given  evidence  in  support  of  his 
counsel's  opening  statement,  in  cross-examination  by  Mr.  F. 
S.  Powell,  K.C.,  who,  with  Mr.  Weygett,  appeared  for  defen- 
dant, denied  that  he  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking  too 
much  drink,  or  that  he  had  taken  money  out  of  the  shop  cash 
for  his  own  purposes.  The  defendant,  called  by  Mr.  Powell, 
said  that  when  he  found  that  the  money  named  was  missing, 
he  thought  he  was  justified  in  giving  plaintiff  into  custody. 
He  denied  that  he  and  his  son  seized  plaintiff  and  forcibly 
took  the  paper,  on  which  was  a  form  of  confession,  from  him. 
He  had  had  to  attend  to  customers,  as  plaintiff  was  too  much 
the  worse  for  drink  to  do  so.  He  had  on  one  occasion  lent 
plaintiff  31.,  but  plaintiff  also  took  from  the  shop  takings 
other  4Z.  without  his  consent.  Cross-examined  by  Mr. 
Moyses  :  He  was  greatly  excited  when  he  gave  plaintiff  into 
custody.  He  was  then  convinced  that  he  was  a  thief. 
Laurence  Vivian  Clark,  son  of  defendant,  was  also  called, 
and  corroborated  his  father's  evidence  as  to  what  took  place 
when  plaintiff  was  given  into  custody.  He  denied  that  his 
father  took  away  any  cash.  In  the  result  the  jury  found 
for  plaintiff  for  50Z.  damages  and  40Z.  out-of-pocket  expenses. 
Legal  points  raised  by  counsel  were  left  over  for  further 
argument. 

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

The  Unqualified  Daughter. 

At  the  Salford  County  Court  on  October  27,  before  Judge 
Parry,  Amy  Smith,  daughter  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Smith,  chemist  and 
druggist,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  for  selling  medicines  con- 
taining poison,  she  being  an  unqualified  person.  Mr.  Eisque 
prosecuted.  The  defendant  was  not  represented.  Mr.  H. 
Moon,  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  gave  evidence ;  and 
Mr.  Kisque  said  there  had  been  many  breaches  of  the  Act, 
especially  on  the  part  of  limited-liability  companies,  who 
opened  chemists'  shops  and  put  behind  the  counter  unquali- 
fied persons.  It  was  desirable  that  publicity  should  be 
given  to  these  cases  in  order  that  it  might  be  known  the 
objects  of  the  Act  could  not  be  frustrated  with  impunity. 
The  full  penalty  of  101.  and  costs  was  imposed.  Mr. 
Kisque  asked  for  a  committal  of  the  defendant  to  prison 
under  the  Debtors  Act  in  the  event  of  payment  of  the  fine 
not  being  made  within  a  limited  period ;  but  the  Judge 
declined  to  fix  a  period,  or  to  do  anything  further  in  the 
absence  of  the  defendant  or  a  representative  than  impose  the 
penalty  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  defendant,  Amy  Smith, 
is  the  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Lawrence  Smith,  of  180  High 


Street,  Pendleton.  Mr.  Smith,  as  the  director  of  the  com- 
pany, has  a  number  of  chemist's  shops  in  Manchester, 
Salford,  and  district.  The  shop  at  which  the  medicines 
containing  poisons  were  sold,  and  which  formed  the  subject 
of  the  present  prosecution,  is  situated  in  Claremont  Koad, 
Moss  Side.  It  is  a  part  of  Moss  Side  which  is  now  under 
the  hands  of  builders  and  contractors,  and  the  branch- 
shop  of  Mr.  Smith's  limited-liability  company  has  not  long 
been  established,  but  is  likely  to  become  the  centre  of  a 
large  population,  and  calculated  to  do  a  good  business. 
The  particular  poisons  sold  were  contained  in  a  bottle  of 
'■  Mrs.  Winslow's  Soothing  Syrup  "and  "Linseed  Essence" 
or  "  Compound  Essence,"  the  labels  on  the  bottles  specifying 
in  plain  terms  that  they  contained  drugs  known  to  be 
poisons. 


Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

At  Clifdcn  Petty  Sessions  on  October  21,  before  Major 
Hackett  E.  J.  MacDermot,  P.M.,  and  five  local  J.P.'s,  William 
Gorham  was  charged  at  the  suit  of  Sergeant  John  Murphy, 
ex  officio  inspector  of  weights  and  measures,  on  three 
separate  charges,  for  retailing  and  dispensing  poisons  contrary 
to  the  Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland),  1875,  he  not  being  registered 
for  sale  of  same.  The  three  charges  were :  (1)  sale  of 
arsenic  contained  in  a  box  of  "  Hough  on  Rats  "  ;  (2)  sale  of 
phosphorus  contained  in  a  bottle  of  Steiner's  vermin- 
destroying  paste  ;  and  (3)  sale  of  arsenic,  the  particulars  of 
which  were  not  entered  in  a  book  as  required  by  Section  1  of 
Vic.  14,  cap.  13.  Mr.  Kenny,  solicitor,  Galway,  attended  for 
complainant;  and  Mr.  Hunt,  solicitor,  Clifden,  defended. 
Professor  Charles  E.  C.  Tichborne,  analyst,  came  from  Dublin 
as  a  witness  in  the  case,  and  identified  the  poisons  produced. 

On  the  first  and  second  counts  defendant  was  fined  51. 
each,  and  on  the  third  he  was  fined  Qd.  The  Magistrates 
advised  Mr.  Gorham  to  send  a  memorial  to  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  as  they  believed  that  he  did  not  mean  to  infringe. 


Merchandise = marks  Act. 

On  October  24,  at  Enniscorthy  Quarter  Sessions,  before 
County-Court  Judge  Brereton  Barry,  K.C.,  an  appeal  was  heard 
of  Messrs.  Walsh  &  Co.,  mineral-water  manufacturers,  Ennis- 
corthy, against  a  decision  of  the  Magistrates  (see  C.  $  D., 
September  6,  page  456),  fining  them  21.,  with  11.  costs,  on 
four  summonses,  for  breaches  of  the  above  Act,  at  the  suit 
of  Messrs.  Cantrell  &  Cochrane,  Messrs.  Bewley  &  Draper 
(Limited),  Messrs.  Thwaites  &  Co.  (Limited),  and  Messrs. 
Taylor  &  Son,  Dublin.  The  case  was  heard  at  great  length, 
and  his  Honour  confirmed  the  Magistrates'  decision  and 
dismissed  the  appeal,  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Nitre. 

At  Bishop  Auckland  on  October  20,  Solomon  Jemison,  drug- 
vendor,  of  Shildon,  was  fined  15s.,  including  costs,  for  selling 
sweet  nitre  certified  to  be  32  per  cent,  deficient  in  ethyl 
nitrite. 

What  is  Marmalade? 
An  interesting  discussion  took  place  in  the  Justiciary  Appeal 
Court,  Edinburgh,  on  October  27,  as  to  whether  14  per  cent, 
of  starch  glucose  in  Scotch  marmalade  was  an  adulteration 
of  the  marmalade  and  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser.  The 
case  came  up  on  an  appeal  by  Dr.  Wilson,  Hamilton,  medical 
officer  of  health  for  the  county  of  Lanark,  who  prosecuted  a 
Hamilton  grocer  for  selling  the  marmalade  complained  of. 
Sheriff  Davidson,  following  the  decision  in  the  English  case 
Smith  v.  Wisden,  gave  effect  to  a  preliminary  objection 
without  going  into  the  merits  that  the  complaint  was  irrele- 
vant in  respect  that  the  averments  did  not  justify  a  convic- 
tion. The  case  was  a  test  one.  Mr.  Blackburn,  for  the 
appellant,  contended  that  glucose  was  extraneous  matter, 
and  therefore  an  adulteration. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  asked  if  he  would  say  sugar  was 
extraneous.  Mr.  Blackburn  said  it  would  depend  on  the 
quantity.  Lord  Kyllachy  asked  what  were  called  com- 
pounded articles.    Mr.  Blackburn  said  that  was  dealt  with 
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under  Section  7  of  the  Act — "  any  person  selling  a  com- 
pounded article  of  food  or  drug.''  Lord  Kyllachy  asked  if 
marmalade  was  not  compounded.  Lord  Low  said  a 
compounded  drug  was  one  that  a  person  went  and 
asked  to  have  made  up.  It  was  at  the  request  of 
the  individual.  The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  asked  if  it  would 
be  a  good  defence  to  come  forward  and  say  there 
were  150,000  pounds'  weight  sold  every  year  as  marmalade 
with  glucose  in  it.  Mr.  Blackburn  said  the  question  would 
be  whether  it  was  injurious  to  the  person  buying  it  or  not. 
If  it  was  proved  that  glucose  was  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
person  buying  the  marmalade,  a  conviction  would  be  justifi- 
able. He  was  informed  that  good  marmalade  was  made 
from  cane-sugar  and  orange-peel.  The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  : 
Who  told  you  that  ?  I  differ  from  that.  I  like  it  better 
when  it  is  made  with  glucose.  (Laughter.)  Lord  Kyllachy 
asked  if  marmalade  was  a  definite  article  of  food,  like 
coffee,  chicory,  or  sugar.  Mr.  Blackburn  said  there  was  no 
actual  standard,  but  the  question  was  whether,  with  glucose, 
marmalade  was  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchaser.  The  Lord 
Justice  Clerk  said  if  it  was  to  his  prejudice  it  must  be  to  his 
injury.  Many  articles  of  commerce  had  been  sold,  perhaps, 
for  100  years,  which  to-day  had  not  in  them  40  or  50  per 
cent,  of  the  materials  used  originally  by  the  inventor.  They 
had  been  improved,  according  to  the  discovery  of  new  things, 
to  suit  modern  taste. 

Mr.  Aitken,  on  behalf  of  the  respondent,  pointed  out  that 
they  were  dealing  here  with  an  article  of  indefinite  pro- 
perties and  qualities.  Drugs  were  fixed  by  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
which  gave  the  standard  whereby  they  were  to  be  tested. 

The  Lord  Justice  Clerk  asked  how  the  appellant  knew 
there  was  glucose  in  this  marmalade  when  he  did  not  know 
(as  stated  just  previously)  what  glucose  was. 

Mr.  Aitken  said  if  they  examined  "  Chambers's  Encyclo- 
pedia "  they  would  find  under  the  heading  "  Glucose  " — "  see 
Sugar"  ;  and  "  sugar  "  was  divided  into  three  :  "  saccharine," 
"  glucoses,"  and  "  saccharoses,"  and  was  composed  of  carbon, 
hydrogen,  and  oxygen,  in  different  quantities.  It  was  a 
contradiction  in  terms  to  say  that  glucose  was  an  extraneous 
ingredient. 

Lord  Low  later  in  the  day  gave  the  judgment  of  the 
Court,  in  which  he  said  the  ground  upon  which  the  appeal 
should  be  dismissed  was  that  the  complaint  was  wanting  in 
specification.  This  was  not  a  simple  article,  like  coffee  or 
sugar,  or  a  compound  article,  for  which  a  known  standard 
existed,  such  as  drugs,  the  standard  of  which  was  found  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  but  was  a  compound  article,  for 
which  no  general  standard  existed,  and  where  the  alleged 
adulteration  -wa,s  prima  facie  innocuous. 

The  appeal  was  therefore  dismissed,  and  the  appellant 
found  liable  in  10/.  10s.  expenses. 

Decision  as  to  Locality. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  October  29,  the  case  of  McNair  v.  Cave  was  decided  by 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  in  association  with  Mr.  Justice  Wills 
and  Mr.  Justice  Channell.  This  was  a  case  stated  by  Mr. 
D'Eyncourt,  metropolitan  Magistrate  at  Clerkenwell,  raising 
the  question  whether  an  inspector  under  the  Sale  of  Pood 
and  Drugs  Acts  could  act  outside  his  own  district,  and 
whether  the  certificate  of  an  analyst  was  to  be  accepted  as 
evidence  by  a  magistrate  outside  the  district  for  which  the 
analyst  was  appointed.  McNair,  the  food-inspector  of 
Westminster,  had  obtained  at  St.  Pancras  Station  a  sample 
of  milk  which  the  Westminster  analyst  reported  upon,  and 
action  was  taken  against  Cave,  the  seller  of  the  milk.  Mr. 
D'Eyncourt  dismissed  the  information  on  the  ground  that 
an  inspector  for  the  borough  of  St.  Pancras  was  the  proper 
person  to  procure  the  sample,  and  the  analyst  for  that 
borough  the  one  to  analyse  it.  This  decision  the  King's 
Bench  Division  now  upheld. 


County  Court  Cases. 

The  Chemist  and  the  Traction-engine. 

At  the  Shrewsbury  County  Court  on  October  11,  an  action 
was  heard  at  great  length  in  which  a  Shrewsbury  traction- 
engine  proprietor  sued  Mr.  Evan  James  Evans,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Aberystwyth,  for  75/.  3s.  8d.,  for  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  hiring  of  a  traction-engine.  Defendant 


counterclaimed  for  61/.  12s.,  alleging  that  the  engine  was 
not  a  fit  and  proper  one  to  carry  out  the  contract  he  had  on 
hand — viz.,  drawing  500  tons  of  manganese  from  the  Rhiw 
mountain,  and  discharging  at  Pwllheli  and  other  places. 
After  hearing  evidence,  Judge  Hams  Lea  gave  judgment  for 
plaintiff  on  the  claim  for  17/.  10s.,  and  costs,  and  for  plaintiff 
on  the  counterclaim. 

A  Druggists'  Sundries  Business. 

Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  and  a  jury  in  the  City  of 
London  Court  on  October  28,  heard  an  action  brought  by 
Mr.  Adolph  Kennedy,  druggists'  sundriesman,  159  Kingsland 
Road,  E.,  against  Messrs.  Weinstein  &  Co.,  28  Houndsditch,  E., 
to  recover  48/.  16s.,  value  of  goods  retained  by  them.  It 
seemed  that  the  defendants  purchased  their  business  from 
the  plaintiff  for  40/.  The  plaintiff  now  said  that  the 
defendants  had  retained  goods  that  were  not  included  in  the 
purchase.  He  did  not  sell  the  whole  of  the  stock  on  the 
premises,  and  it  was  agreed,  the  plaintiff  said,  that  the 
defendants  should  have  all  the  goods  in  the  warehouse  with 
the  exception  of  the  perfume-bottles,  fancy  boxes,  and  other 
articles  now  claimed  for.  The  defendants  denied  that  they 
had  retained  anything  belonging  to  the  plaintiff,  alleging  that 
everything  on  the  premises  was  included  in  the  purchase- 
price.  The  defendants  further  raised  a  counterclaim  for 
moneys  they  had  had  to  pay  on  the  plaintiff's  behalf  in  the 
shape  of  rates  and  taxes.  The  plaintiff  admitted  that 
since  he  had  left  the  premises  he  had  not  paid  any  of  the 
debts  attaching  to  the  occupation  before  the  defendants 
took  possession.  The  Judge  said  it  was  obvious  that  the 
defendants  must  be  entitled  to  32/.  which  had  been  paid  by 
them  on  account  of  the  plaintiff.  The  defendant  Mr.  Wein- 
stein, in  answer  to  the  Judge,  said  he  was  born  in  Poland, 
while  the  plaintiff  stated  that  he  was  a  Hungarian  nobleman. 
Mr.  Weinstein  said  his  turnover  was  25,000/.  a  year.  The 
jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  for  3/.  lis.  on  the  claim,  and  for 
the  defendants  for  37/.  2s.  lOd.  on  the  counterclaim. 


Bankruptcies  anb  jfailutm 


Be  Thomas  Blytheman,  Elvet  Bridge,  Durham,  trading  as  a 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — The  examination  of  this  debtor  was  closed 
at  Durham  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  28,  the  accounts 
showing  liabilities  270/.,  and  assets  60/. 

Be  Joseph  Faraday  Chambers,  trading  as  J.  P.  Chambers 
&  Co.,  at  the  Laboratory,  Arnold,  Manufacturing  Chemist. — 
The  first  meeting  of  creditors  took  place  at  Nottingham  on 
October  27.  The  statement  of  affairs  filed  by  the  debtor  disclosed 
gross  liabilities  1,524/.  17.S.  Wd.,  of  which  276?.  17.9.  llrf.  is  expected 
to  rank  against  the  estate  for  dividends,  and  assets  estimated  to 
produce  254/.  lis.  5d.  As  there  was  not  a  quorum  the  estate 
will  be  wound-up  by  the  Official  Receiver. 

Be  Laura  Verrall  Crossley,  126  Oxford  Street,  W.,  and  at 
Paris,  trading  as  Blanche  Leigh,  Soap  and  Perfume  Manufacturer. — 
This  case  came  before  Mr.  Registrar  Giffard  at  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  29,  in  relation  to  the  public 
examination  of  the  debtor,  against  whom  a  receiving-order  was 
made  last  May.  Mr.  C.  A.  Pope  attended  as  Assistant-Receiver, 
and  Messrs.  Hasties  represented  the  debtor.  It  was  stated  that 
the  debtor  was  still  in  Paris  and  too  ill  to  attend  for  her  examina- 
tion.   By  consent  the  hearing  was  ad  journed  sine  die. 

Be  Richard  Stuckley  Wood,  of  Wincanton,  Somerset. — The 
examination  of  this  debtor  at  Liverpool  Bankruptcy  Court,  on 
October  23,  showed  that  of  10,000/.  which  he  had  inherited  two 
years  ago  under  his  father's  will,  little  or  nothing  now  remained. 
He  had  also  gone  through  1,300/.  lent  him  on  the  strength  of  a 
reversionary  interest  on  his  father's  estate.  He  began  by  renting 
expensive  houses  in  London,  sailing  a  50-ton  yacht,  and  becoming 
guarantor  for  1,000/.  to  a  faithless  London  acquaintance.  Sub- 
sequently he  went  to  Liverpool,  where  he  saw  an  advertisement  of 
a  wonderful  cure  by  a  chemist,  and  he  advanced  him  100/.  to 
exploit  it,  the  chemist  paying  him  3/.  a  week.  He  got  only  three 
or  four  weeks'  salary,  the  chemist  failed,  and  he  lost  his  100/.  The 
chemist  is  now,  he  said,  carrying  on  business  at  Blackpool. 
Debtor  never  took  any  of  the  medicine  himself.  The  chemist 
went  round  the  district  lecturing  to  audiences,  and  he  (debtor) 
manipulated  a  magic  lantern,  and  showed  dissolving  views  of 
various  watering-places  on  the  Continent.  The  idea  was  that  the 
cure  contained  all  the  ingredients  of  these  springs,  and  people  by 
buying  it  could  save  the  cost  of  a  trip  to  the  Continent.  There  was 
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also  a  phrenological  department  in  connection  with  the  same 
exhibition.  His  next  venture  was  in  financing  an  undischarged 
bankrupt  and  running  a  patent  "  coal-economiser,"  but  it  also 
failed.    The  examination  was  closed.

Whitstable-on-Sea,  Kent,  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

The  statement  of  affairs  shows  gross  liabilities  1,517/.  2s.  lid., 
of  which  1,497/.  18s.  lid.  is  unsecured,  and  assets  estimated  to 
realise  143/.  2s.  2d.  Debtor  commenced  business  at  Northampton 
in  1862,  with  a  capital  of  600/.  The  business  was  unsuccessful, 
and  in  1866  he  effected  an  arrangement  with  his  creditors.  A 
composition  of  6s.  8d.  was  paid  on  liabilities  amounting  to  1,800/. 
For  two  years  afterwards  the  bankrupt  was  employed  as  an  assis- 
tant, and  in  1868  he  purchased  a  business  at  62  Windmill  Street, 
Gravesend,  for  100/.  This  he  carried  on  for  four  years,  and  then 
disposed  of  it  for  200/.  For  some  years  after  this  the  debtor  was 
again  employed  as  an  assistant,  and  in  1877  he  opened  a  business 
at  28  Kilburn  Lane,  London.  The  premises  were  built  for  the 
debtor  by  his  father,  and  500/.  was  borrowed  from  a  brother  for 
the  purpose  of  stocking  and  fitting-up  the  shop.  About  this  time 
the  debtor's  father  gave  him  a  sufficient  sum  to  enable  him  to 
discharge  the  liabilities  owing  at  the  time  when  the  composition 
of  6s.  8rZ.  in  the  pound  was  paid.  It  was  the  intention  of  the 
father  to  give  debtor  the  premises  at  28  Kilburn  Lane,  but  he 
died  before  carrying  the  intention  into  effect.  The  business  was 
disposed  of  in  1881  for  500  guineas,  and  another  business  was 
opened  in  1882  at  Harrow.  This  was  carried  on  for  five  years, 
and  then  disposed  of  for  220/.  Debtor  was  then  employed  at 
Folkestone,  and  in  1891  he  removed  to  Whitstable-on-Sea.  In 
1900  he  purchased  the  premises  at  32  Harbour  Street,  Whitstable, 
for  200/.  One-fourth  was  paid  down,  it  being  arranged  that  the 
balance  should  be  paid  by  instalments  of  25/.  a  year.  One  instal- 
ment only  has  been  paid.  The  bankrupt  is  entitled,  under  the 
will  of  his  late  father,  to  a  life-interest  in  the  sum  of  2,500?.  The 
interest,  it  is  stated,  ceases  on  bankruptcy,  and  reverts  to  his  wife 
for  life,  the  fund  being  then  divisible  between  debtor's  two 
children.  The  debtor,  his  wife,  and  children  have  joined  in 
creating  mortgages  upon  the  fund,  in  respect  of  which  a  sum  of 
1,200/.  is  now  owing,  and  this  sum  is  returned  in  the  statement  of 
accounts  as  an  unsecured  debt.  The  remainder  of  the  debts 
scheduled  is  [for  goods  supplied  for  the  business.  The  books 
kept  by  the  bankrupt  consist  of  a  sales,  ledger,  waste,  and  a  cash- 
receipt  book.

lid-decoration.  This  contains  two  cut-glass  bottles  of  perfume, 
and  sells  at  45s.  per  dozen.  Several  attractive  paper-covered 
cases  in  flowery  garb  are  adorned  pictures  of  shepherdesses, 
sylphs,  or  troubadours,  and  all  tastes  are  catered  for. 
Single-bottle  caskets  may  be  had  at  prices  ranging  from  8s.  6d. 
to  48s.  per  doz.  The  double-bottled  series  are  from  32s.  to  60s. 
The  newest  class  of  single-bottle  case  contains  a  very  pretty 
long-shaped  feather-cut  bottle.  A  new  line  in  perfume- 
sprays  (selling  at  5s.  each)  is  good  value,  the  bottle  holding 
quite  6  oz.  and  being  beautifully  cut. 

A  Tablet-machine  to  work  by  hand  with  rapidity  and 
force  equal  to  that  of  a  power-machine  has  so  far  been  a 
desideratum.  Messrs.  Allen  &  Hanburys  (Limited),  of 
Bethnal  Green,  E.,  have,  we  think,  met  the  need  in  the 
machine  figured  here,  which  has  been  perfected  by  Mr. 
Buckley,  their  engineer,  and  which  they  are  offering  to 
retailers  as  a  machine  that  will  make  any  kind  of  tablets 
for  stock  by  the  thousand,  or  compress  one  or  more  as 
prescribed  by  the  physician.  It  is  a  clever  machine  because 
it  is  simple,  b  is  the  top  punch  which  moves  in  the  socket 
1),  the  top  being  connected  as  shown  by  the  lever-handle  E. 
All  that  one  has  to  do  to  make  tablets  is  to  put  powder  in 
the  hopper  c,  and  move  the  handle  E  back  and  forward : 
a  pull  forward  makes  one  tablet,  and  a  push  back  another. 
The  degree  of  compression  is  independent  of  the  force 
applied  to  the  handle,  for  if  a  person  of  greater  strength  than 
another  works  it,  he  simply  makes  more  tablets  than  the 
other  in  a  given  time — that  is  how  his  extra  force  is  expended. 
The  weight  of  the  tablet  is  arranged  by  fixing  the  bottom 
punch  A  so  as  to  give  a  hole  that  will  hold  exactly  the 
amount  of  the  loose  powder  desired,  and  the  degree  of  com- 
pression is  regulated  by  adjusting  the  top  plunger  B  so  that 
it  will  give  a  thin  or  thick  tablet ;  punches  of  various 
diameters  are,  of  course,  supplied,  and  the  firm  can  repair  or 


repolish  them  at  a  small  cost  when  required.  The  ease  with 
which  the  machine  works  is  an  excellent  feature  ;  the  working 
is  as  easy  as  pulling  out  and  pushing  in  a  drawer,  and  as  fast 
as  one  can  do  that,  so  quickly  are  tablets  produced.  Mr.  W.  R. 
Dodd,  who  showed  us  the  machine",  produced  about  one 
hundred  tablets  in  twenty  seconds  by  our  watch.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  hopper  c  is  actuated  by  the  lever  attached  to 
the  plunger  B  moving  in  ]> ;  when  the  powder  is  compressed 
the  bottom  punch  A  pushes  up  the  tablet,  the  nose  of  C 
pushes  it  off,  and  as  c  goes  back  it  fills  the  hole  over  A. 
And  so  the  operation  proceeds,  the  back  movement  being  as 
productive  of  tablets  as  the  forward  one,  so  that  half  the 
time  is  not  lost  as  is  usually  the  case  with  hand-machines. 
We  understand  that  the  machine  costs  5/.,  and  it  is  value  for 
the  money,  considering  the  workmanship  and  the  simplicity 
of  action 
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Soaps  for  Christmas. — Messrs.  Edward  Cook  &  Co. 
(Limited),  the  soap  specialists,  of  Bow,  E.,  have  brought  out 
novelties  this  year  for  the  Christmas  trade  distinct  from  any 
previously  introduced,  especially  in  regard  to  the  value  given 
and  the  popularity  of  the  prices.

were  also  given  by  Messrs.  Kerse,  jun.,  Atkinson.  Thompson, 
C.  Bonsor.  and  others. 


North-East  Lancashire  Chemists' 
Association. 

A  special  ceneral  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held 
at  the  White  Bull  Hotel,  Blackburn,  on  Tuesday  evening, 
October  28,  Councillor  R.  Shorrock,  of  Darwen  (Vice- 
President)  occupying  the  chair.  There  was  a  representative 
attendance. 

It  was  decided,  in  reply  to  a  communication  from  the 
Plymouth  Association,  to  take  no  action  in  regard  to 
co-operation. 

The  committee  protested  against  the  annuity  granted  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  Dr.  Paul,  and  it  was  agreed  to 
send  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  Council. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Inland  Revenue  autho- 
rities are  very  active  in  the  Blackburn  district  in  regard  to 
medicinal  specialities,  and  called  the  attention  of  members 
to  the  matter. 

The  Glasgow  circular-letter  re  the  anti-cutting  conference 
was  read  and  well  discussed,  and  the  following  motions 
adopted  : — 

(1)  That  we,  the  members  of  the  N.E.L.C.A.,  request  the  com- 
mittee to  communicate  with  the  proprietors  of  such  well-known 
articles  as  they  may  consider  suitable,  requesting  them  or  their 
representatives  to  be  present  at  the  proposed  P.A.T.A.  Conference 
in  order  that  matters  relating  to  cutting  and  substitution  may  be 
discussed. 

(2)  That  we,  the  members  of  the  N.E.L.C.A.,  suggest  that  the 
Conference  should  endeavour  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  all 
vendors  of  patent  and  proprietary  articles  to  refuse  to  exhibit 
goods  or  showcards,  or  in  any  other  way  encourage  the  sale  of 
non-protected  proprietary  articles,  and  to  secure  at  least  20  per 
cent,  profit  on  the  net  wholesale  price. 

(3)  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  intimating  our  support  and  approval  of  the  proposed 
P.A.T.A.  Conference  as  the  most  effective  means  of  adding  to  the 
list  of  protected  proprietary  articles. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Standing,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Hindle,  it  was  decided  that  subscriptions  be  solicited  from 
the  members  for  the  Drug-trade  Appeal  Fund. 


Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

A  special  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  36 
York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday,  October 
28,  Mr.  W.  S.  Glass  presiding. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  C.  F.  Henry)  read  the  Drug- 
trade  Appeal  Fund  circular,  and  it  was  agreed  to  give  31.  3s. 
to  the  fund. 

Letters  regarding  the  Anti-cutting  Conference  were  also 
read,  and  there  was  some  conversation  about  the  P.A.T.A., 
to  which  some  hostility  was  expressed  by  Messrs.  Lyon 
Dewar,  and  J.  A.  Forret,  and  opinions  were  divided  as  to 
sending  a  delegate.  Mr.  Peter  Boa  championed  the  P.A.T.A. 
It  was  ultimately  agreed  to  pass  a  resolution  expressing 
sympathy  with  the  object  of  the  Conference,  and  stating 
that  they  would  be  glad  to  receive  the  draft  of  the  reso- 
lutions to  be  submitted  to  the  Conference,  for  further 
discussion. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
meeting  the  case  of  a  chemist's  apprentice  who  had  a 
grievance  in  regard  to  the  McLaren-Robertson  prizes  in  the 
Heriot-Watt  College,  and  it  was  remitted  to  Mr.  Boa  to  make 
inquiry  of  the  Principal  of  the  College  regarding  the  case.

The  Law  of  Libel. 

SlE, — "  Xrayser "  winds  up  a  smart  paragraph  in  the 
following  words  :  "  I  am  not  quite  sure  that  they  are  outside 
the  reach  of  the  law  because  they  libel  some  thousands  of  vis 
in  a  lump."  This  is  a  point  to  which  I  have  called  attention 
more  than  once,  and  I  think  we  ought  to  find  out  whether 
men  who  are  not  bound  by  ordinary  feelings  of  courtesy  and 
fair  play,  cannot  be  forced  by  the  strong  arm  of  the  law  to 
place  some  bounds  on  their  language  when  speaking  or 
writing  of  a  body  of  men.  The  argument  that  there  are 
some  in  the  ranks  of  legitimate  pharmacy  who  are  worthy  of 
the  worst  that  can  be  said  of  them  does  not  justify  vilification 
of  the  whole  body.  Suppose,  for  instance,  that  there  are  one 
or  more  men  of  very  dissolute  life  occupying  seats  on  a 
council,  and  some  outsider  hurls  accusations  against  all  the 
members,  as  a  body,  of  that  council,  have  they  no  redress  ? 
I  think  they  have.  The  law  would  certainly  say  to  the 
accuser,  "  You  must  first  pick  out  the  man  you  think  is 
guilty,  and  then  you  must  prove  his  guilt,  or  you  may  be 
brought  up  under  the  libel  laws  yourself."  The  accusation 
these  quack-medicine  makers  hurl  against  chemists  is  a  very 
serious  one.  There  can  be  no  uglier  word  in  pharmacy  than 
the  word  "  substitution."  No  chemist  with  whom  I  have 
ever  come  in  contact  would  have  been  guilty  of  "  substitution  " 
in  any  shape  or  form.  The  only  meaning  which  can  be 
attached  to  the  word  "  substitution "  is  that  the  chemist 
surreptitiously  supplies  an  article  other  than  what  is  asked 
for.  I  contend  that  this  is  never  done  in  legitimate  pharmacy. 
Should,  however,  a  chemist  have  no  faith  in  Blank's  pills, 
and  say  so  to  a  customer,  but  recommend  a  pill  of  his  own 
in  which  he  has  faith,  and  which  the  customer  buys,  there 
is  no  "  substitution."  There  is  nothing  in  such  a  transaction 
which  could  for  one  moment  appear  to  form  a  base  for 
litigation  in  the  eyes  of  a  good  lawyer.  All  the  testimonials 
published  in  connection  with  quack  medicines,  even  if  they 
are  genuine,  are  only  expressions  of  opinion,  and  the  chemist 
behind  his  counter  is  just  as  free  to  express  his  opinion 
regarding  a  quack  medicine  as  the  sometimes  mythical 
Mrs.  Harris  in  the  non-existent  garret  is  to  express  hers. 
For  a  quack-medicine  maker  to  vilify  and  abuse  a  chemist 
for  expressing  his  opinion,  is  just  as  absurd  as  it  would  be 
for  a  tweed-manufacturer  to  abuse  a  retail  draper  because 
tweeds  by  another  manufacturer  were  recommended.  The 
draper  is  justified  in  recommending  the  tweed  which  he 
feels  will  give  satisfaction  to  his  customers,  regardless  of 
advertisements,  and  the  chemist  is  in  exactly  the  same 
position.  Further,  although  the  newspaper  Press  is  behind 
quack-medicine  makers  for  obvious  reasons,  and  the  Govern- 
ment shows  no  inclination  to  intervene  where  intervention 
seems  advisable,  we  must  not  forget  that,  as  qualified  men, 
we  have  a  duty  to  the  people.  It  may  be,  and  it  often  is,  a 
thankless  task,  but  it  is  still  our  clear  duty  to  do  all  we  can 
for  the  promotion  of  genuine  pharmaceutical  science  and 
the  suppression  of  the  spurious  article.  It  would  be  little  to 
be  wondered  at  if  chemists  were  to  get  carried  away  with 
the  idea  that  the  moral  law  is  inverted  now. 

There  are  in  our  ranks  outsiders  who  have  built  up  large 
businesses  mainly  through  a  system  based  on  all-round 
vilification  of  honourable  qualified  men.  Their  attitude 
towards  us  was  first  unjust,  and  recent  developments  show 
it  has  now  become  impudent.  Do  these  men  forget  that 
they  climbed  into  pharmacy  by  some  other  way  than  that  of 
honourable  qualification,  and  that  it  is  just  possible  that  the 
honourable  qualified  man,  no  matter  how  hard  he  may  have 
been  hit  by  their  vilification,  would  not  sacrifice  his  feeling 
of  honour  and  moral  right  in  exchange  for  all  their  success, 
burdened  with  feelings  of  injustice  and  moral  wrong  ? 


Similarly,  the  proprietor  of  a  quack  medicine  who  probably 
is  not  qualified,  but  has  climbed  into  pharmacy  without 
legal  warrant,  vilifies  us  because  we  do  not  sell  ourselves 
body  and  soul  to  him.  What  have  we,  as  qualified  men, 
got  to  do  with  him  or  his  nostrums  ?  Our  duty  is  to  the  people. 
The  moral  law  is  not  inverted,  our  position  is  the  honourable 
one,  and,  badly  as  we  have  been  used  in  the  law-courts,  there 
is  not  a  judge  on  the  British  Bench  at  the  present  time  who 
will  not  uphold  this.  These  men  are  aware  of  the  fact, 
hence  their  reason  for  attacking  us,  not  in  the  law-courts 
honourably  as  they  ought,  but  by  a  system  of  innuendo  and 
contemptible  vilification  and  abuse.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  has  a  duty  to  perform  here.  I 
do  not  think  that  it  ought  to  look  after  all  trade  questions  ; 
but  when  the  honour  of  pharmacists  all  round  is  called  in 
question  the  Council  is  the  right  party  to  deal  with  the 
matter.

Sir, — Keferring  to  the  present  tendency  of  manufacturers 
of  advertised  goods  to  stigmatise  in  the  most  offensive 
way  those  dealers  who  seek  to  give  preference  to  their  own 
or  other  profitable  products,  I  would  like  to  ask  if  even  so 
disunited  a  body  as  we  are  cannot  take  up  such  a  challenge 
as  this  ?  Personally  I  am  quite  sure  that  this  method  of 
advertising  will  harm  the  mud-slingers  more  than  their 
targets ;  but  I  would  suggest  that  all  self-respecting  dealers 
should  agree  to  some  line  of  action  such  as  follows  :  Support 
the  makers  in  denouncing  as  severely  as  they  like  all  actual 
substitution — i.e.,  pretending  to  supply  the  product  of  one 
firm  while  really  selling  something  else.  But  if  any  maker 
seeks  to  confuse  the  minds  of  buyers,  and  to  libel  the 
handlers  of  their  goods,  by  advertising  that  those  who  seek 
to  give  other  goods  preference  over  theirs  are  doing  some- 
thing dishonourable,  then  we  taboo  that  maker's  goods  till 
he  retracts  his  misstatements.  By  adopting  this  course  I 
am  confident  we  shall  gain — in  self-respect,  the  respect  of  the 
public,  and  of  the  makers  themselves,  who  at  present 
evidently  think  us  devoid  of  all  spirit,  and  treat  us  accordingly.

"  The  Truth  about  Proprietaries." 

Sir, — I  am  not  surprised  that  the  firm  who  miscalled 
themselves  exposers  of  substitution  have  not  accepted  my 
challenge  to  produce  a  few  "  crude  and  impure  "  substitutors, 
nor  attempted  to  answer  any  of  their  other  critics.  Fond  of 
words  though  their  chief  literary  genius  is,  he  knows  the 
value  of  silence  in  presence  of  a  weak  case.  I  hope  Messrs. 
B.  W.  &  Co.  fully  realise  that  they  now  occupy  the  unsatis- 
factory position  of  having  made  offensive  charges,  which 
they  neither  substantiate  nor  withdraw.  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  are  bitterly  contemptuous  of  imitators.  I 
think  the  imitator's  chief  claim  to  contempt  is  that  he  adopts 
a  parasitic  system — a  system  of  exploiting  the  pharmacist, 
the  medical  man,  and  the  public  as  a  means  of  money- 
getting.  The  public  and  the  medical  profession  have  never 
been  told  persistently  the  truth  about  proprietaries ;  the 
pharmacist  is  practically  the  only  man  who  can  tell  it,  and 
it  is  his  duty  to  take  up  the  task  in  the  interests  of  himself 
and  his  co-victims.  He  may  well  be  excused,  however,  for 
turning  his  attention  first  to  those  which  are  particularly 
obnoxious  to  himself.  Eetailers  would  do  well  to  divide 
proprietors  mentally  into  three  classes — 

(1)  Those  who  protect  a  reasonable  profit  on  their  goods  : 

(2)  Those  who  do  not,  but  do  not  slander  retailers  ; 

(3)  Those  who  do  not,  and  do  slander  retailers. 

There  are  a  few  in  Class  2  whose  ways  are  worth  noting. 
We  occasionally  receive  circulars  from  manufacturers  who 
are  "  determined  to  protect  the  retailer."  It  is  well  to  read 
the  circular  twice  before  ensconcing  oneself  comfortably  in 
the  arms  of  these  protectors.  Never  mind  what  the  profit 
is  buying  direct  in  ridiculously  large  quantities,  see  what  it 
is  in  twos  or  threes  from  the  sundries  houses.  Again,  some 
of  the  popular  mineral  waters  have  a  nominal  price  of  Is.  3d., 
and  a  protected  cut  price  of  Is.  I  notice  one  water  is 
labelled  "  Price  one  shilling,"  though  the  cost  does  not  justify 
one  in  selling,  much  less  booking,  it  at  that  price.  The 
English  agent  for  this  water  was,  I  believe,  at  one  time  an  - 
enthusiastic  member  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  but,  as  Mr.  Gfyn-Jones 
and  his  co-workers  did  not  devote  their  entire  energies  to 
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pushing  his  water,  he  withdrew  in  disgust.  I  thank 
V  Xrayser  "  for  pointing  out  that  Mother  Seigel  is  among  the 
slanderers.  Will  he  kindly  mention  others  as  he  notices 
them  ?  Indeed,  you  might  do  worse  than  give  them  the 
publicity  of  a  list.  Faithfully  yours,

The  Metric  System. 

Sir, — The  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures,  as  is 
well  known,  has  long  since  been  adopted  by  all  scientific 
men,  and  practically  by  all  civilised  countries,  with  the 
exception  of  the  two  great  English-speaking  nations.  It  is 
only  recently  that  it  has  received  more  serious  consideration 
by  the  latter  as  an  important  factor  in  industrial  and  com- 
mercial life.  The  impulse  to  this  revival  of  interest  in  the 
subject  in  Great  Britain  is  no  doubt  attributable  in  part  to 
the  decisive  action  which  has  recently  been  taken  in  the 
United  States,  as  also  in  part  to  the  progressive  tendencies 
of  the  colonies.  According  to  well-authenticated  informa- 
tion, the  United  States  Congressional  Committee  on  Coinage, 
Weights  and  Measures,  have  reported  in  favour  of  the  early 
adoption  of  this  convenient  and  simple  system  of  calculation. 
It  was  exclusively  adopted  in  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  in 
1890,  has  also  been  in  use  for  several  years  by  some  American 
manufacturers,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  will  very 
soon  be  recognised  in  that  country  as  the  only  legal  national 
standard. 

The  very  great  importance  which  attaches  to  this  subject 
at  the  present  time  in  its  relation  to  the  commercial 
status  and  development  of  Great  Britain  will  be  apparent 
from  a  recent  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Decimal 
Association  to  the  U.S.  Consul-General,  and  transmitted  by 
him  to  the  Department  of  State  at  Washington.  This  letter, 
which  appeared  in  Science,  October  10,  1902,  refers  to  the 
feeling  in  the  United  States  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of 
metric  weights  and  measures,  and  the  prospects  for  their 
adoption  in  Great  Britain.  The  information  it  affords  is  of 
such  significance  in  its  bearing  upon  British  trade  and 
industry,  and  so  gratifying  in  its  nature,  that  its  wider 
publication  cannot  fail  to  be  of  interest,  and  we  quote  from 
it  as  follows : — 

There  are  290  members  of  the  present  House  of  Commons  so 
thoroughly  in  accord  with  our  aims  that  they  have  given  me 
authority  to  publish  their  names  as  supporters.  If  we  add  to  this 
the  number  of  members  of  Parliament  who  would  be  influenced 
by  a  debate  in  the  House  of  Commons  to  vote  in  our  favour  we 
are  convinced  that  we  are  now  strong  enough  to  carry  a  Bill. 

During  the  last  four  or  five  weeks  no  less  than  sixty  city,  town, 
and  county  councils  have  passed  resolutions  to  the  effect  that  it  is 
desirable  that  the  reform  should  be  made  in  the  interest  of 
commerce  and  education. 

One  of  the  most  definite  results,  in  fact  I  think  I  may  say  the 
most  definite  result,  of  the  conference  of  the  colonial  Premiers 
was  the  passing  of  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  adoption  of  the 
metric  weights  and  measures  throughout  the  British  Empire. 
This  will  have  a  most  important  result,  and  will  render  certain  the 
early  passing  of  a  Bill  to  give  effect  to  these  views. 

All  the  Chambers  of  Commerce  in  this  country,  nearly  all  the 
school  boards,  the  trade  unions,  and  a  great  number  of  societies  of 
various  kinds  have  for  a  long  time  been  active  supporters  of  my 
Association. 

The  attitude  of  our  Premier  may  be  gathered  from  some  remarks 
he  made  to  the  deputation  which  waited  upon  him  in  regard  to  this 
question  in  1895.  He  said  :  "  If  I  may  express  my  own  opinion 
upon  the  merits  of  the  case  there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that 
the  judgment  of  the  whole  civilised  world,  not  excluding  the 
countries  which  still  adhere  to  the  antiquated  systems  under 
which  we  suffer,  has  long  decided  that  the  metric  system  is  the 
only  rational  system."  * 

In  addition  to  the  above  expressions  it  may  be  recalled 
that  in  a  communication  dictated  by  the  Colonial  Secretary 
during  the  present  month,  and  published  in  the  daily  Press, 
he  has  stated  in  reference  to  the  introduction  of  the  metric 
system  that  "he  fully  recognises  the  importance  of  this 
matter,  and  that  he  is  in  correspondence  with  the  Colonial 
Governments  and  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  subject." 

As  a  firm  carrying  on  a  world-wide  business,  we  desire  to 
express  our  hearty  sympathy  with  this  movement,  and  it  will 
be  our  constant  endeavour  to  promote  it  in  all  ways  that  may

be  consistent  or  practicable  in  the  present  condition  of  trade, 
with  the  hope  that  its  general  adoption  in  this  country  may 
soon  become  a  recognised  fact.  The  various  suggestions  that 
have  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  professional  and 
secular  press,  and  recently  renewed,  that  some  sort  of  aicom- 
promise  should  be  effected,  whereby  the  old  system  of 
weights  and  measures  may  be  retained  by  slight  alterations 
in  their  value,  so  that  they  may  bear  a  more  simple  relation- 
ship to  the  metric  standards,  appear  to  us  to  be  thoroughly 
impracticable.  Such  a  procedure  would  surely  tend  to 
produce  still  greater  confusion  than  now  exists,  thus  further 
diminishing  popular  favour  toward  the  system  it  is  intended 
to  introduce,  and  would  seriously  retard  the  development  of 
British  trade  among  the  other  nations  of  the  world.  For 
expressing  in  the  metric  system  the  equivalents  of  small 
denominations  of  the  old  system,  such  as  grains  or  fractional 
parts  of  a  grain,  it  is,  of  course,  often  impossible  to  avoid  the 
use  of  somewhat  extended  decimals  if  exactness  be  required, 
for  example,  3  gr.  =  0T94  gm.,  or  ^  gr.  =  000108  gm. 
This  difficulty,  however,  is  one  that  is  simply  inherent  in  the 
use  of  two  contending  systems. 

In  our  opinion  the  proper  and  only  satisfactory  course  to 
pursue  is  to  adopt  the  metric  system  in  its  entirety,  without 
modification  or  reservation,  and  if  this  ideal  can  be  realised 
an  important  step  will  have  been  taken  in  the  direction  of 
the  nation's  industrial  development.     Very  respectfully.

Sir, — It  is  not  likely  that  the  new  weights  and  measures 
would  cost  "  millions,"  as  hinted  in  your  note  to  Mr.  Cox's 
letter  in  your  issue  of  October  18,  page  679.  Mr.  A.  Spencer, 
chief  of  the  Public  Control  Department  of  the  London  County 
Council,  in  his  evidence  before  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
of  1897,  estimated  the  cost  at  720.000Z.,  or  an  average  of  28s. 
per  shopkeeper.  This  would  be  further  lessened  by  selling 
old  brass  weights,  also  it  would  be  spread  over  some  years 
(within  which  many  shopkeepers  would  need  new  weights 
anyhow)  ;  also,  as  the  change  would  benefit  the  whole  nation, 
the  nation  might  pay  the  cost.

The  Letters  and  Opinions  of  Mr.  Broadhead. 

Sir, — Your  paragraph  headed  "  Mr.  K.  Broadhead's 
Letters "  affords  me  an  opportunity  of  exposing  some 
methods  of  journalism  which  is  supposed  to  be  representa- 
tive. The  sentence  you  quote  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  was  absolutely  accurate  when  I  wrote  it,  and  the 
truth  of  a  charge  is  not  altered  by  the  tardy  rectification  of 
a  portion  of  the  treatment  against  which  a  just  complaint  is 
made.  You  say  you  have  not  refused  to  insert  any  letter 
of  mine,  and  then  admit  that  you  abbreviated — that  is  to 
say,  extirpated — more  than  a  third  of  the  letter  which  forms 
the  basis  of  my  complaint  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 
Dealing  with  that  letter  first,  you  say  you  abbreviated 
it  because  (in  your  opinion,  but  not  in  fact)  it  contained  no 
argument  on  the  titles  question.  In  fact,  it  contained  some 
refutations  of  the  arguments  adduced  by  your  correspondent 
"Xrayser"  on  that  subject.  Kegarding  my  second  letter, 
you  have  written  me  twice ;  but  now,  for  the  first  time,  you 
tell  me  that  it  was  received  when  your  correspondence- 
section  was  overstocked.  You  had  plenty  of  time  to  notify 
that  at  the  time,  but  for  reasons  of  your  own  you  preferred 
to  treat  my  letter  with  silent  contempt.  The  letter  did  not 
appear,  and  it  is  not  my  duty  to  write  editors  asking  for 
reasons  why  my  letters  are  not  inserted.  By  a  curious  co- 
incidence the  letter  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  from 
which  you  quote  was  also  held  over  for  a  week,  the  editor 
courteously  notifying  the  fact.  Had  you  advised  me,  as  you 
had  ample  time  to  do,  that  you  were  holding  over  my  letter 
because  your  correspondence-section  was  overstocked,  I 
should  have  asked  you  not  to  publish  my  letter  and  supplied 
you  with  similar  copy  to  that  which  I  supplied  the  Phar- 
maceutical Journal  and  the  British  and,  Colonial  Druggist, 
but  which  I  did  not  send  to  you  because  the  silent  omission 
!  of  my  letter,  after  the  prejudical  curtailment  of  a  previous 
one,  forcibly  reminded  me  that,  even  on  the  most  important 
questions,  we  are  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the  Press,  in 
spite  of  its  vaunted  freedom.  The  coincidence  I  refer  to, 
like  many  coincidences  of  late,  may  be  quite  simple ; 
but  if  the  explanation  is  not  given  to  me  I  cannot,  as  I 
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am  not  a  thought-reader,  divine  the  ulterior  object. 
As  you  did  not  inform  me,  until  you  dub  me  as  mischievously 
inaccurate,  that  your  correspondence  was  overstocked,  how 
could  I  make  that  an  excuse  for  what  I  said  ?  I  made  no 
excuse  for  the  statement  you  quote :  there  is  no  necessity 
to  excuse  it.  Either  my  letters  are  worthy  of  full  con- 
sideration and  common  courtesy,  or  they  are  not  worth 
printing  at  all.  I  ask  no  favours  of  the  Press.  An  editor 
has  a  perfect  right  to  refuse  admission  to  either  a  part  or 
the  whole  of  my  letters,  but  when  there  are  two  sides  to  a 
question — which  has  been  my  main  contention  all  along  with 
regard  to  titles,  and  which  recent  events  prove  to  be  worth  con- 
sideration— then  there  should  be  no  impartiality  (sio  .')  shown. 
Discourtesy  is  a  mild  term  for  that  form  of  practical  pre- 
judice which  admits  the  attacks  of  a  writer  and  refuses  the 
replies  of  his  opponent.  Your  insinuation  as  to  a  mere 
matter  of  my  opinion  requiring  no  comment  is  on  a  par  with 
the  Press  assumptions  that  at  the  Federation  meeting  Mr. 
MacEwan's  paper  was  a  straightforward  statement  of  fact 
backed  by  the  most  convincing  quotations,  whilst  opposite 
views,  also  supported  from  the  statements  of  the  Judges,  are 
mere  unreasoning  obstinacy  backed  up  by  the  most  extra- 
ordinary use  of  quotations.  In  my  efforts  at  various  times  to 
urge  the  necessity  of  certain  reforms  in  our  government  and 
administration  I  have  had  an  assortment  of  epithets  already 
applied  to  me,  "  mischievous  '*  included.  The  latest  remark — 
that  I  have  made  a  "  positive  and  mischievously  incorrect 
statement " — is  only  ringing  the  changes  on  the  various  efforts 
to  discredit  my  bona  fides.  As  an  example  of  the  sort  of 
logic  by  which  these  defamatory  statements  are  arrived  at, 
I  will  allude  to  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Forfarshire 
and  District  Chemists'  Association,  which  was  published  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  October  18.  There  was 
such  unscrupulous  abbreviation  and  misinterpretation  given 
to  that  report  that  it  would  readily  be  inferred  that  the 
Forfarshire  chemists  quite  agreed  with  the  decision  of  the 
Federation,  whereas  the  resolution  which  they  cordially  and 
unanimously  passed,  and  at  which  the  C.  §  B.  cut  short  its 
report,  was  quite  opposed  to  the  premature  and  presumptuous 
action  of  the  Federation.  If  the  C.  4'  B.  publishes  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Forfarshire  Association  in  its  next  issue,  you  will 
again  be  able  to  charge  me  with  having  made  a  positive  and 
mischievously  incorrect  statement !  As  I  cannot  dismiss  an 
important  question  with  generalities  and  personalities,  my 
letters  reach  a  considerable  length,  which  entails  more 
trouble  to  myself  and  more  drain  on  my  limited  leisure  than 
the  superficial  observer  would  imagine.  Why  should  un- 
worthy motives  be  constantly  attributed  to  me  1  Your 
present  display  of  righteous  indignation  and  injured  inno- 
cence might  have  been  avoided  at  the  expense  of  a  postcard. 
But  I  have  supplied  so  much  free  copy — and  paid  my  own 
postage — that  this  demonstration  of  the  worthlessness  of  my 
efforts  and  the  untrustworthiness  of  my  views  may  appear  to 
you  quite  justifiable.  I  am,  however,  not  writing  for 
pleasure  nor  pay,  nor  the  satisfaction  of  journalistic  staffs. 
I  write,  as  I  am  informed,  for  the  good  of  registered  chemists 
at  large.  I  wait  for  the  answer  of  the  Associations,  and  I 
am  getting  my  answer.  Opinion  may  be  against  me,  but 
whilst  undue  prominence  is  given  to  those  Associations  which 
rush  to  a  decision  which  amounts  to  sacrificing  their  legally 
defined  object,  other  associations  are  practically  suppressed. 
If  the  Associations  which  are  made  to  voice  the  views  of  the 
Press  are  really  representative  of  the  mass  of  chemists  and 
druggists  for  whom  I  voluntarily  took  up  the  cudgels,  then 
it  is  time  that  I  ceased  to  be  the  butt  of  contemptuous  criti- 
cism and  the  scapegoat  of  an  unreasoning  class.  It  remains, 
however,  to  be  seen  whether  the  organisations  which  have 
shown  some  intelligent  interest  in  this  question  will  not 
endorse  my  view  that  such  a  subject  as  the  question  of  title 
is  a  most  important  one,  deserving  of  more  mature  reflection 
than  it  received  at  the  Federation  meeting,  where  the  biassed 
and  one-sided  view  had  all  its  own  way,  the  holders  of  the 
other  view  seeming  to  be  taken  by  surprise.  Personally,  I 
claim  that  I  am  sincere  in  all  I  say  or  do  in  this  matter,  and 
apart  from  the  underlying  principle  I  am  utterly  dis- 
interested.

[Our  report  of  the  Forfarshire  Association's  discussion  on  the 
title-question  was  printed  word  for  word  as  telegraphed  by  our 
currospondonlj  iu  Dundee,  whoso  honesty  and  fairness  are  above 


suspicion.  He  informs  us  that  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  the 
following  motion  was  submitted,  but  was  not  seconded  : — 

"  That  this  Association,  while  recognising  the  value  of  Mr. 
MacEwan's  paper  as  a  contribution  to  the  discussion  of  an  im- 
portant subject,  is  of  opinion  that  the  resolution  adopted  at  the 
Federation  meeting  was  sprung  upon  the  meeting  at  a  time  when 
adequate  deliberation  was  impracticable,  and  its  adoption  was  at 
least  premature  if  not  ultra  vires. 

"  This  Association  is  of  opinion  that  the  taking  of  an  action  for 
interdict  on  the  question  of  title,  or  of  a  test-case  on  this  or  any  of 
the  other  offences  under  Sections  1  and  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  is  a  matter  of  expediency,  demanding  the  very  careful  and 
deliberate  consideration  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  Federated  Associations. 

"  This  Association  thankfully  acknowledges  the  work  that  has 
been  done  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  regards 
that  body  as  the  most  fitting  exponent  of  the  just  claims  of  regis- 
tered pharmacists,  and  is  loyally  desirous  of  supporting  it  in  all 
efforts  fitted  to  conserve  and  promote  the  professional  interests  of 
those  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy." 

The  gist  of  this  was  given  in  our  report.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Association  informs  us,  in  a  letter  dated  October  27,  "  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  this  motion  or  resolution  was  not  formally  passed,  though 
really  adopted  as  the  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the  meeting." 
We,  however,  judge  from  all  the  facts  submitted  to  us  that  the 
paragraph  expressing  confidence  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council 
was  the  portion  actually  adopted,  there  being  no  question  of  the 
rejection  of  the  rest.  This,  we  consider,  was  fairly  reported  by 
our  correspondent  when  he  wrote  :  "  The  feeling  of  the  meeting 
seemed  to  be  conveyed  in  the  motion  of  Mr.  Doig,  that  it  would 
not  be  wise  at  present  to  enter  on  Federation  politics,  and  that 
they  should  continue  their  confidence  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  Mr.  Jack  (Arbroath)  seconded  in  a  few  remarks."  Apart 
from  this  matter  Mr.  Broadhead's  letter  answers  itself — Editor.] 

The  Photographic  Association  v.  Kodak  (Limited). 

Sik, — With  reference  to  the  letter  on  "  Kodak,  the  Trade, 
and  the  Public,''  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  this  appeal  of 
the  Photographic  Trade  Association  savours  of  a  trade  device 
to  advertise  the  imitations  of  Kodak  specialities,  and  if 
dealers  will  very  carefully  look  at  the  composition  of  the 
Council  of  the  Association,  I  think  they  will  find  out  of  the 
twenty-eight  names  mentioned  in  your  paper  about  seventeen 
are  wholesalers  who  are  not  now  able  to  handle  Kodak  goods, 
and  have  interested  themselves  either  in  getting  out  or 
pushing  imitations  and  two  are  actually  imitating  manu- 
facturers. It  would  seem  to  me  their  aim  is  merely  to  get 
facilities  for  marketing  competitive  goods  wherever  the 
Kodak  Company  has  opened  up  useful  channels  in  the 
rollable-film  trade  ;  and  it  behoves  every  dealer  to  seriously 
consider  whether  it  will  pay  him  to  stock  different  varieties 
of  films  and  apparatus  which  are  scarcely  yet  out  of  the 
experimental  stage,  or  stick  to  Kodak  goods  of  this  descrip- 
tion, of  which  the  quality  is  world-renowned.  I  note,  in 
asking  for  the  support  of  their  countrymen,  the  Association 
quite  forget  to  mention  that  most  of  the  films  and  cameras 
in  dispute  are  made  on  the  Continent,  whereas  I  think  I  am 
right  in  stating  that  Kodak  employ  between  600  and  700 
hands  in  this  country.

81/19.  Urgent. — A  pedlar's  licence  is  required  for  a  person 
who  goes  round  to  farmhouses  selling  cattle-medicines. 

92/42.  J.  W.  S. — We  cannot  undertake  searches  at 
Stationers'  Hall  to  see  if  certain  labels  are  already  copy- 
righted. 

105/17.  Li/nctus. — (1)  The  label  is  not  an  infringement. 
(2)  The  words  "Specially  prepared  for"  on  the  Bed  Cross 
embrocation  label  are  doubtful.  Submit  the  label  to 
Somerset  House  (two  copies). 

105/26.  Cyanide.  —  Ferricyanides,  ferrocyanides,  and 
sulphocyanides  are  not  scheduled  poisons  in  Great  Britain. 

104/54.  Bottles. — An  injury  to  a  boy  in  a  factory  caused 
by  another  boy  while  larking,  in  the  circumstances  which 
you  describe,  does  not  come  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

104/20.  Smilax. — There  is  no  law  to  prevent  a  chemist 
giving  gas  for  tooth-cxtractiou  without  the  presence  of  a 
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medical  man,  but  if  he  gives  it  it  is  at  his  own  risk  and  that 
of  the  patient.  We  cannot  give  instructions  for  administra- 
tion in  this  column.  You  should  not  venture  to  give  the  gas 
until  you  have  by  experience  become  competent. 

104/7.  Carbolic  asks  if  the  purchaser  of  a  deceased 
chemist's  business  can  trade  under  his  predecessor's  name. 
Certainly;  that  is  done  every  day  by  qualified  persons, 
amongst  others  by  two  ex-Presidents  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society. 

103/71.  A. — There  are  no  objections  to  the  use  of  the 
Eoyal  Arms  upon  your  bay-rum  label  as  long  as  it  is  used 
merely  as  an  ornament,  and  no  licence  is  necessary. 

101/21.  Lavand. — You  have  no  case.  The  goods  were 
apparently  offered  at  a  reduction  because  they  were  faulty, 
and  if  you  did  not  stipulate,  in  making  your  offer,  that  it 
was  conditional  upon  the  goods  being  sound,  you  must  take 
them  as  they  are. 

102/8.  Carbon. — We  cannot  understand  what  damage 
your  customer  has  suffered  through  the  plates  being  fogged, 
or  why  he  holds  you  responsible.  An  attempt,  somewhat 
similar,  to  get  damages  from  a  large  company  completely 
failed. 

112/22.  American  Subscriber. — (1)  Limited  companies  are 
as  much  outside  the  Dentists  Act  as  outside  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  and  can  and  do  call  themselves  "  dentists."  It  would 
be  an  advantage  to  chemists  and  druggists,  however,  if  an 
endeavour  were  made  to  stop  such  use  of  Dentists  Act  titles, 
as  the  sole  reason  why  it  is  allowed  by  the  authorities  is 
the  decision  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  r.  London  and 
Provincial  Supply  Association  (Limited).  (2)  A  licence  is 
not  required  to  compound  dentifrices.  (3)  The  phrase 
"  cures  spongy  or  diseased  gums  "  would  make  a  preparation 
liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

110/10.  Borax. — The  neuralgia-mixture  is  liable  to  duty 
because  it  is  described  on  the  label  as  "Par  Excellence. 
The  best  mixture  ever  made."  The  "Blood-purifier"  is 
liable,  as  it  is  recommended  for  scorbutic  affections, 
abscesses,  pimples,  and  skin-eruptions.  You  should  make 
the  best  terms  you  can  with  the  I.E.  authorities. 

109/50.  G.  S.  II. — Although  soda-water  is  no  longer  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  sale  as  "  soda-water "  of 
carbonated  water  destitute  of  soda  has  been  held  to  be  an 
infringement  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  also 
of  the  Merchandise-marks  Act.  A  grain  or  two  of  sodium 
carbonate  to  the  pint  suffices  to  make  the  beverage  "  soda- 
water." 

112'52.  Lex. — A  grocer  cannot  be  prevented  from  selling 
chloride  of  lime,  boric  acid,  and  washing- ammonia.  This 
seems  an  extraordinary  question  for  a  chemist  to  ask. 

133/2.  Rex. — The  diarrhoea-mixture  label  which  you  say 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  declare  to  be  liable  is  not  the 
one  which  they  have  approved  of,  but  it  conies  under  the 
same  exemption  as  the  case  which  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  won  at 
the  Thames  Police  Court,  and  you  should  refuse  to  pay  any 
penalty  until  that  decision  has  been  reversed.

At  present  we 
can  see  nothing  in  your  sample  which  would  interest  our 
readers  generally. 

96/3.  J.  O. — We  cannot  repeat  the  formula  you  ask  for 
yet  awhile.  There  are  three  good  recipes  for  combined  bath 
in  the  Diary,  page  529,  and  a  one-solution  developer  which 
answers  capitally  was  given  in  the  C.  !>.,  March  15, 
page  442. 


104/4.  Sanito. — TJng.  Staphisagriee. — An  ointment  made 
with  petroleum-jelly  would  probably  be  as  efficacious  as  one 
made  with  the  official  basis.  The  active  principle  of  the 
seeds  was  shown  by  Mr.  Balmanno  Squire  to  be  the  oil,  and 
this  would  mix  equally  well  with  vaselin. 

100/41.  Dumbie. — Taka-diastase  is  obtained  by  the  cul- 
tivation of  a  fungus— Eurotium  ori/zw — on  bran.  It  was 
discovered  by  Mr.  Jokichi  Takamine,  a  clever  Japanese 
chemist,  in  1895,  who  transferred  the  working-rights  of  his 
process  to  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co. 

89/71.  H.  R.  C. — Solution  of  ammonium  sulphocyanide 
keeps  well. 

82/32.    J.  P.  $  8. — Stearin,  or  Commercial  Stearic  Acid, 

is  made  by  a  lime-saponification  process  from  tallow ;  calcium 
stearate  and  oleate  separate,  and  the  fatty  acids  are  liberated 
with  sulphuric  acid,  the  stearic  acid  being  afterwards  sepa- 
rated by  pressure  from  the  liquid  oleic  acid.  Modifications  of 
the  above  process  (De  Milly's)  are  numerous.  Stearin  is  an 
article  of  commerce,  and  is  made  in  this  country  at  Price's 
candle-factory  and  elsewhere. 

73/33.  Orientalist  (Madras). — Refining  Fat.— Tallow,  to 
take  a  fat  as  an  example,  is  purified  by  melting  in  iron 
cylinders  by  means  of  steam  at  a  pressure  of  60  lbs.  to  100  lbs. 
The  melted  fat  is  then  strained,  and  it  may  then  be  bleached 
if  desired.  Tallow  is  largely  bleached  by  means  of  the 
Watts'  process,  in  which  25  lbs.  bichromate  of  potash  and 
60  lbs.  of  hydrochloric  acid  is  agitated  with  a  ton  of  the 
melted  fat,  and  the  bleached  tallow  washed  with  a  solution 
of  potassium  carbonate  and  water. 

90/29.  Hibernia.— Hayden's  "  Venereal  Diseases,"  7s.  6d. 
net  (Hirschfeld),  gives  full  particulars  for  the  treatment  of 
those  complaints.  You  can  get  the  book  in  Dublin  as 
cheaply  as  in  London,  as  your  city  is  well  supplied  with 
book-shops. 

103/15.  Lobelia. — (1)  Carbolised  Resin. — The  following- 
formula  for  this  temporary  tooth-stopping  we  gave  some- 
time ago  :—

A  piece  of  cotton-wool  saturated  with  the  solution  is  inserted  in 
the  cavity  of  the  dried  tooth. 

(2)  Long's  Ointment  was  an  old-time  consumption-cure  which 
consisted  of  tartar  emetic  in  a  lard  basis.  Ung.  antim.  tart., 
B.P.,  1885,  could  be  given  for  it.  A  small  piece  of  the  oint- 
ment was  rubbed  in  the  chest  and  back  each  night  till  a  crop 
of  pimples  appeared. 

90,7.  Inflammable  asks,  "  What  can  be  mixed  with  saw- 
dust to  make  it  inflammable  when  thrown  on  the  ground 
against  lighted  matches."  We  suggest  benzine,  paraffin,  or 
methylated  spirit. 

106/21.  A.  II.  P. — We  cannot  suggest  an  addition  to  the 
backing-fluid,  as  there  are  so  few  substances  compatible  with 
the  dyes. 

101/1.  R.  IJ. — Bones  and  Dissections. — -Mr.  Henry 
Kimpton,  13  Furnival  Street,  E.C.,  can  supply  these. 

106'12.  Cask. — To  Sweeten  Beer-casks  fumigation  with 
sulphur  is  required;  or,  if  filled  with  a  weak  solution  of 
calcium  bisulphite,  the  mildew-trouble  will  probably  be 
overcome. 

109/20.  A.  P. — Zinc-white  Cement  for  microscope- 
slides  is  made  by  dissolving  gum  dammar  1  oz.  in  turpen- 
tine i  oz.,  and  benzine  1  oz ;  the  solution  is  strained,  and 
added  in  a  mortar  to  1  oz.  of  zinc  oxide  previously  rubbed  to 
a  smooth  cream  with  a  drying-oil.  Bed  Varnish  for  lining 
is  made  by  dissolving  red  sealing-wax  in  alcohol  and  reducing 
to  proper  consistence  by  evaporation,  spontaneously  or  in  a 
water-bath. 

96/31.  Student.  1900. — We  cannot  give  the  process  for 
i  making  crystallised  tannate  of  soda. 
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105/33.    Bourraclw. — Extract   of  Malt   and  Cod-liver 

Oil  are  combined  at  the  conclusion  of  the  process  for 
making  the  extract  and  before  running  out  of  the  vacuum- 
pan.  The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  Formulary 
recommends  for  small  operations  that  17  oz.  of  extract  of 
malt  be  heated  to  110°  F.,  poured  into  a  warm  mortar,  and 
3  oz.  of  cod-liver  oil  added  gradually  with  constant  stirring. 

110/28.  Glaze. — Soluble  Glass  or  Water  Glass  is 
sodium  or  potassium  silicate.  It  is  made  by  fusing  powdered 
flint  or  quartz  with  sodium  carbonate  or  oxide  on  the  bed 
of  a  reverberatory  furnace,  or  boiling  those  substances  to- 
gether under  pressure.  You  could  not  make  the  substance 
on  a  small  scale. 

105/32.  F.  H.  B.— "White  Oils  is  thickened  by  adding, 
secundum  artcm,  a  spermaceti-ointment  made  by  melting 
together  spermaceti  5vj.,  white  wax  5ij.,  and  olive  oil  giij. 

97/2.  A.  W.  N. — The  Books  on  Physics  recommended  by 
the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  for  candidates  for  the  optical 
examinations  are  Glazebrook  and  Shaw's  "  Practical  Physics," 
(7.s\  6d.,  Longmans.  Green  &  Co.)  and  H.  E.  Jones's  "Lessons 
in  Heat  and  Light "  (Macmillan),  but  the  books  used  for  the 
Minor,  such  as  Ganot's  "  Physics,"  are  equally  good. 

105/35.  Botanist.  —  To  make  Skeleton  Leaves.  —  The 
quick  process  consists  in  boiling  the  leaves  in  a  caustic  soda 
solution,  made  by  boiling  4  oz.  of  sodium  carbonate  and 
2-oz.  of  calcium  hydrate  in  a  quart  of  water.  The  solution  is 
decanted,  and  the  leaves  boiled  in  it  for  half  an  hour  or  until 
the  pulp  can  be  easily  removed.  Bleaching  in  solution  of 
chlorinated  lime  follows. 

109/26.  North. — Dyeing  Feathers  Black. — The  older- 
process  is  by  the  use  of  baths  of  (1)  sodium  carbonate,  (2) 
ferric  nitrate,  and  (3)  logwood  and  quercitrine.  The  first 
bath  renders  the  feathers  less  brittle,  a  rinsing  with  warm 
water  follows,  and  the  logwood  bath  is  used  at  the  boiling- 
point.  A  dressing  of  an  emulsion  of  oil  in  solution  of 
potassium  carbonate  is  usually  given  before  finally  drying. 
The  newer  process  involves  the  use  of  first  para-amiclophenol 
or  a  paradiamine,  followed  by  a  solution  of  either  benzo- 
or  tolu-quinone,  or  an  oxidising  agent  such  as  hydrogen 
peroxide,  ferric  chloride,  or  a  permanganate.

The  chief 
movement  of  the  week  has  been  the  advance  in  cod-liver  oil, 
and  the  effect  of  the  scarcity  is  now  beginning  to  be  felt  by 
those  who  missed  the  market.  English  refined  camphor  has 
moved  up  Id.  Bromides  are  firm,  and  the  fact  that  the 
American  Trust  has  recently  been  dissolved  is  not  likely  to 
affect  the  situation  here.  Citric  and  tartaric  acids  have  an 
easier  tendency.  Quinine  is  neglected,  operators  waiting  the 
declaration  of  the  shipments  of  bark  for  the  month,  and  the 
result  of  the  Amsterdam  sales  next  week.  Higher  prices  are 
asked  for  ergot,  and  jalap  is  firmer.  The  excitement  in 
peppermint  oils  has  naturally  died  down,  but  while  the 
market  is  said  to  be  firm,  there  may  be  difficulty  in  main- 
taining prices  at  present  high  level ;  on  the  other  hand,  there 
seems  no  prospect  of  a  collapse.  Oil  of  star  aniseed  is 
quieter,  and  prices  have  receded  slightly  from  the  highest 
point  of  last  week,  but  are  firm  at  the  close.  Cassia  oil  has 
been  in  increased  demand  at  higher  rates.

Our  Yokohama  correspondent  writes  on  October  3  that  the  new 
import-duties  on  drugs  and  chemicals,  &c,  are  published  in  the 
official  Gazette.  They  come  into  force  on  April  1,  1903,  and  in 
many  instances  they  show  a  substantial  increase. 

The  Spirit  Question. 

The  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  committee  on  the  spirit 
question  met  on  Friday,  October  24,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
the  President.  Present :  Messrs.  Thos.  Tyrer  (convener),  D. 
Howard,  W.  F.  Reid,  and  J.  C.  Umney  (Chairman,  Chemical  Section, 
Chamber  of  Commerce).  A  series  of  definite  questions,  as  to  the 
position  of  manufacturers  in  bond  or  under  supervision,  and  the 
position  of  the  manufactured  products,  was  drawn  up  and  sent  to 
the  Revenue  authorities,  whose  reply  is  awaited. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

General  conditions  at  all  the  principal  centres  of  the  heavy*, 
chemical  market  remain  practically  without  material  change  from 
those  described  in  recent  reports.  A  steady  demand  for  both 
main  and  miscellaneous  products  continues,  and  that  both  on 
home  and  export  account.  In  the  latter  department,  however,  a 
slackening-off  in  the  near  future  is  to  be  expected,  but  this  is  quite 
usual  at  this  period  of  the  year. 

Alkaki-produce. — There  is  little  new  to  report  as  regards  this 
branch.  The  firmer  tone  in  bleaching-powder  is  maintained,  and 
there  is  every  likelihood  of  tins  continuing.  Caustic  soda  is  in 
brisk  request,  particularly  for  prompt.  Forward  business  up  to 
the  present  has  scarcely  been  up  to  expectations.  Yellow  prussiates 
of  potash  and  soda  have  a  rather  better  tone.  Other  products  in 
steady  request,  and  firm  at  unaltered  values. 

Bichromates  or  Potash  and  Soda  in  somewhat  better  demand, 
but  they  show  no  alteration  in  values.  Potash,  English  and 
Scotch  deliveries,  3cZ.  per  lb.,  less  4  per  cent.  Glasgow.  For  ex- 
port 2\d.  per  lb.,  free  on  board  Glasgow,  and  net.  Bichromate  of 
soda,  English  and  Scotch  deliveries,  2\d.  per  lb.,  less  4  per  cent. 
Glasgow.  For  export,  f.o.b.  Glasgow,  %d.  per  lb.  less,  and  net 
thereat. 

Brown  Acetate  or  Lime  is  in  fairly  steady  demand,  at  prices 
a  shade  lower  than  last  mentioned.

FROM  CAPE  TOWN  TO  THE  EAST  COAST. 


BY  A  SPECIAL  COMIESI'OXDEXT. 


THE  entrance  to  the  platform  at  Cape  Town,  where  the 
train  for  the  north  stood,  was  defended  as  well  as  any 
first  line  of  defence  I  ever  saw,  and  thereon  gazed  almost 
every  nationality  that  Cape  Town  can  supply.  Some  were 
there  to  see  off  more  fortunate  men  than  themselves  who 
had  permission  to  travel  inland,  while  the  majority  looked 
on  wondering  no  doubt  when  they  would  be  able  to  secure 
the  little  slip  of  green  paper,  and  the  wherewithal  to  buy  a 
ticket  to  carry  them  back  to  their  homes.  Women  gathered 
in  a  knot  and  discussed  old  times  on  the  Hand.  A  Kaffir 
porter  came  along  pushing  a  barrow-load  of  baggage,  owned 
by  a  notable  of  the  Golden  City,  shout;ng,  "  Pas  op."  Rail- 
way travel  in  South  Africa  never  varies.  It  was  described  a 
few  months  ago  in  the  C.  B.  One  appears  to  start  from 
everywhere  at  night,  and  to  arrive  there  at  night.  It  may 
be  necessary  to  run  the  train  thus,  but  it  is  very  inconvenient 
to  the  traveller. 

We  were  timed  to  reach  Kimberley  at  midday.  No  doubt 
•we  should  have  done  so,  but  a  collision  occurred  which 
threw  us  out  in  our  reckonings  by  a  day.  The  second  day 
we  got  snowed  up — yes,  snowbound  in  South  Africa.  I  sat 
in  a  ganger's  cottage  at  Naauwpoort  and  shivered  with  cold. 
My  Indian  bearer  almost  died  of  it.  How  I  wished  I  was 
back  in  Cannon  Street !  But  wishing  is  useless  :  moreover, 
■the  Editor's  instructions  when  I  left  for  South  Africa  were  to 
report  on  the  trade  of  the  country,  and  I  shall  try  to  keep 
that  in  view.    On  June  9,  at  5.30  P.M.,  the  train  clanked  into 

Kimberley 

station.  When  it  started  it  was  a  mail  train.  By  the  time 
it  reached  Diamondopolis,  a  day  and  a  half  late,  it  was  a 
freight  one.  "  Yes,  sir,"  said  the  gentleman  who  acts  in  the 
district  as  correspondent  to  the  C.  3;  B.,  "  this  town  is  a  rich 
one.  Population  for  population,  it  is  probably  the  richest 
in " — I  knew  instinctively  what  was  coming — "  in  the 
.country."  On  the  coast  a  man  will  so  far  forget  himself  as 
to  refer  to  his  home  occasionally,  his  wife  and  his  children, 
Ibut  the  further  you  go  north  the  more  the  pound  sterling 
ipredominates.  Compared  with  gold  other  things  are  not 
worth  talking  about.  The  populace  of  Burton-on-Trent 
talks,  dreams,  and  thinks  about  beer ;  at  Northwich  they  are 
in  the  salt  and  chemical  business  ;  here,  in  Kimberley;  they 
are  in  the  diamond  business  ;  so,  after  all,  it  may  not  be  too 
strange  that  local  conversation  revolves  round  wealth.  The 
chemist,  the  tailor,  the  grocer — everybody  and  everything,  in 
fact — lives  on  and  out  of  the  diamond  industry.  De  Beers' 
is  one  of  the  hugest  trusts  the  w  rid  has  ever  known.  It 
happens  to  be  a  good  trust,  interesting  itself  in  the  town, 
which,  being  translated,  means  itself ;  for  if  De  Beers' 
disappeared.  Kimberley  could  not  possibly  look  forward  to 
becoming  a  powerful  centre  of  trade  and  commerce. 

In  the  course  of  my  travels  I  have  seen  many  drug-stores 
and  pharmacies  but  have  come  little  in  contact  with 
diamonds.  Here  I  had  a  chance  of  getting  to  the  fountain- 
head  of  the  most  sparkling  drops  in  the  world,  and  I  duly 
presented  myself  at  the  offices  of  the  company  for  permis- 
sion to  view  one  of  the  mines  and  to  see  some  of  the  gems. 
The  secretary,  having  satisfied  himself  of  my  bona  fides, 
handed  me  over  to  a  gentleman  who  told  me  that  he  was  a 
journalist  by  profession,  but  a  mine-manager  by  force  of 
circumstances.  A  diamond  mine,  from  without,  is  much 
like  any  other  mine.  The  journalistic  manager  said  he 
would  like  to  take  me  down,  say,  a  thousand  feet,  but  I 
looked  down  the  shaft  and  declared  that  I  was  more  inte- 
rested in  what  I  saw  above  ground.  Jumping  on  board  a 
car  on  the  light  railway — the  company  owns  about  fifty 
miles  of  iron  road — we  made  our  way  to  the  Pulsator.  Here 
it  is  you  see  the  gems.  The  earth  is  washed,  sorted,  carried 
round  on  travelling  bands — miles  I  should  say — until  it  is 
.eventually  run  over  a  "  greased  plate,"  accompanied  still  by 


plenty  of  water,  and  to  this  "greassd  plate  "  the  diamonds 
stick,  the  gravel  stones  passing  off  freely.  That  is  the  way 
they  get  diamonds.  Then  we  went  over  to  a  kind  of  labora- 
tory, where  the  stones  are  handled  by  experts.  A  few  were 
handed  me  to  look  at.  "  They  are  worth  about  35,000/.  at 
least,"  said  the  expert,  "  while  this  one,"  showing  me  a  fairly 
large  specimen,  "  is  worth  300/.  on  the  market  to-day."  To 
look  at  wealth  like  this  and  not  be  able  to  enrich  oneself 
is  about  equivalent  to  watching  bar  gold  being  carried  into 
the  Mint. 

SOME  07  THE  DRUG-SHOPS. 

Musing  thus,  I  was  not  altogether  sorry  to  get  into  the 
Belgravia  Pharmacy,  in  the  Du  Toit's  Pan  Road.  This  was 
depicted  in  the  C.  Sf  B.,  June  9,  1900.  The  proprietor,  Mr. 
W.  Gasson,  F.C.S.,  is  a  scientific  man.  The  management  of 
his  pharmacy  is  in  capable  hands,  and  Mr.  Gasson's  time  is 
occupied  with  his  mail  and  his  analyses.  He  is  analyst  to 
the  Kimberley  Waterworks  Company  and  to  the  various 
mines  under  the  control  of  De  Beers,  while  the  Cape  Govern- 
ment requisition  his  services  occasionally.  In  the  Belgravia 
Pharmacy  you  will  find  all  the  latest  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts, be  they  English,  German,  or  American,  while  the  shop 
is  well  fitted,  in  mahogany  and  plate-glass  and  a 
fair  stock  of  everything  that  goes  ta  make  a  pharmacy  is 
found  therein. 

Dental  and  doctors'  offices  are  above  the  shop  proper. 

Mr.  Gasson  has  the  con- 
tracts for  the  supply  of 

medicines,    Sec.,   to  the 

mines  ;  and  he  also  enjoys 

a  fair  turnover  in  opti- 
cian's goods,  besides  his 

photographic  trade,  which 

he  explained  as  good  and 

on   the  up-grade.  The 

trade  of  Kimberley  must 

have     suffered  greatly 

under  the  permit  system, 

but      such  restrictions 

should  be  a  thing  of  the 

past  presently. 

On  my  way  to  Messrs. 

N.  O.  Ruff  el's  headquarters, 

I  passed  the  establishment 

designated  the  "  Central 

Pharmacy,"  owned  by  a 
young  man  just  launching 

out.  He  was  busy  when 
I  peeped  in  at  his  door, 
and  I  am  sure  I  wish  him 
every  success.  Mb.  N.  O.  Ruffel. 

Turning  into  Jones 
Street,  and  thereafter  into  "  Ruffel's,"  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
again  meeting  the  gentleman  of  that  name.  When  we  last 
met  it  was  on  the  s.s.  Scot,  outward  bound,  two  years  ago. 
Since  we  talked  "  shop"  on  that  occasion  great  changes  have 
taken  place  in  his  business.  It  is  now  a  limited  liability 
company,  with  six  establishments  in  the  town  and  vicinity. 
Well  away  down  the  Du  Toit's  Pan  Road  is  the  firm's  latest 
addition — a  pharmacy  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  Of 
course  it  is  not  finished  yet  [It  may  be  now.  This  was  written 
in  June. — Editor] — nothing  is  in  South  Africa,  but  it  com- 
pared favourably  with  those  on  the  coast,  and  I  have  no 
doubt  when  it  receives  the  finishing  touches  it  will  be  the 
finest  in  the  district.  The  shop  itself  measures  16  feet  by 
24  feet.  The  fittings  were  turned  out  locally,  excerjt  the 
show-cases,  which  came  from  England,  as  did  the  shelf- 
bottles,  although  to  my  mind  they  were  undoubtedly  of 
continental  make.  The  ceiling  is  of  steel,  and  the  light  is 
electric.     No  fewer  than  five  doctor^'  offices  (they  are  so 
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called  in  Kimberley,  just  as  in  America)  are  being  furnished 
at  the  back  of  the  shop  and  a  qualified  optician  is  at  the 
beck  and  call  of  the  public,  as  are  also  the  telephones,  dark- 
rooms, &c. 

Mr.  Ruff  el  thought  an  American  soda-fountain  would  be  an 
innovation.  He  promptly  consulted  his  C.  D.  and  ordered 
one  through  the  agents  of  his  firm  in  London.  It  is  to  be 
the  finest  thing  of  its  kind  in  South  Africa — that  goes  without 
saying.  The  money  it  will  cost  when  fixed  should  make  it  so, 
only  it  is  not  there  yet  to  supply  me  with  an  ice-cream  soda. 
Viewing  the  show-cases  hurriedly,  I  noticed  quite  a  few 
Coronation  lines  in  the  shape  of  perfumes,  tooth-brushes, 
and  holiday  goods  generally ;  also  several  of  the  firm's  own 
preparations,  nicely  gotten  up,  and  among  them  mention 
must  be  made  of  the  "  Cutine  "  articles — consisting  of  soaps, 
shaving  and  toilet,  perfumed  or  plain,  ointment,  &c.  The 
assistant  told  me  that  most  of  the  firm's  special  lines  were 
produced  in  England,  or,  in  the  absence  of  the  goods  them- 
selves, their  wrappers. 

The  firm  of  Heynes,  Mathew  &  Co.  are  represented  iin 
Kimberley  with  two  stores,  while  Messrs.  Lennon  (Limited) 
are  here  as  a  matter  of  course.  It  is  difficult  to  visit  any 
trading  centre  in  South  Africa  without  finding  Lennons'. 
Travelling  round  the  town  I  observed  several  other  druggists, 
and  among  them  mention  should  be  made  of  Messrs.  Hel- 
more  &  Aldridge,  J.  W.  Robinson,  W.  N.  Cooper,  and 
C.  H.  Turpin. 

Johannesburg 

was  the  next  point  to  which  my  journey  took  me,  and  there 
the  dominant  and  overmastering  impression  is  gold,  whether 
in  the  pockets  of  mere  man,  or  underground  and  yet  to  be 
won.  Cosmopolitan  the  city  is  to  be  sure,  even  in  these  days 
when  the  movements  of  foreigners  are  restricted,  but  how 
could  it  be  otherwise  ?  And,  remember,  it  is  in  the 
Golden  City  that  one  finds  more  luxury  than  anywhere  else 
in  South  Africa,  and  less  solid  comfort  goes  with  it.  It  is 
a  city  of  business  men,  where  everybody  and  everything  is 
weighed  up  to  the  standard  of  the  pound  sterling ;  where, 
if  you  fail  in  business  you  fail  in  the  one  thing  that  is  worth 
living  for ;  the  only  place  in  South  Africa  where  they  can 
run  an  hotel  and  never  allow  a  lady  to  cross  its  portals  ;  where 
there  are  doctors,  dentists,  chemists,  and  nurses  of  all 
nationalities.  It  is  the  natural  hub  on  which  revolve  the 
trade,  news,  finance,  and  labour  of  the  entire  continent,  the 
most  un  English  of  all  the  un-English  places  in  the  country, 
with  its  German,  French,  Russian.  Greek,  Scandinavian,  and 
Hollander  population,  to  say  nothing  of  its  illiterate  Poles 
and  Czechs.  Before  the  war,  in  less  than  fifteen  years,  this 
city  had  been  raised  to  house,  feed,  and  clothe  no  fewer 
than  100,000  white  men,  and  an  unknown  number  of  blacks. 
Fifteen  years  ago  the  city  consisted  of  a  few  tin  shanties, 
the  first  of  which  exists  to  this  day  in  one  of  the  main  streets 
as  a  chop-house.  Cape  Town  and  Durban  are  cities  of 
homes,  in  comparison  with  this  monster  of  commerce,  with 
its  offices,  banks,  corporations,  trusts,  companies,  and  busi- 
ness palaces.  Everybody  is  striving  to  be  rich.  Wealth 
every  man  will  struggle  for,  but  it  follows  that  the  less 
fortunate  fall  out  by  the  wayside,  and  all  the  consolation 
they  will  get  out  of  Johannesburg  is  that  they  should  have 
taken  better  care  of  themselves :  they  were  unfit  to  survive. 

The  good  government  of  the  countiy  was  the  business  of 
nobody  under  the  old  regime — it  is  to  be  the  business  of  a 
chosen  few  under  the  new ;  and  against  them  they  will  have 
the  hordes  of  jostling  individuals  who  care  little  for  govern- 
ments, who  only  want  to  heap  up  sufficient  money  to  get  out 
of  it,  so  the  task  of  the  administration  will  be  no  light  one. 
To  gain  an  insight  into  the  manners  and  ways  of  the  average 
Johannesburger,  one  has  only  to  stay  a  few  days  at  the 
"  Goldfields."  Next  to  me  sat  a  man,  unkempt  and  unwashed, 
but  he  smoked  his  Havana  cigar,  and  drank  Pommery  irre- 
spective of  the  mining  magnate  who  sat  opposite,  and  the 
others  who  had  not  yet  finished  their  repast.  He  went  so 
far  as  to  put  on  his  hat  in  the  dining-room,  but  nobody 
seemed  to  mind.  The  mining  gentleman  also  smoked  his 
"Rex"  and  drank  his  "fizz"  with  an  extravagant  though 
refined  air. 

Next  picture,  if  you  can,  the  military  element  in  town 
for  "a  fling,"  riding  horse-races  up  and  down  the  streets, 
rjedestrians  fleeing  for  their  lives,  after  which  they  calmly 
f  isten  their  horses  to  the  stoep  railing.    Picture  anything  up 


to  a  dozen  horses  tied  up  along  the  footpath  outside  the 
C.  I),  offices  in  Cannon  Street,  and  you  will  get  some  idea 
of  what  life  is  on  the  Rand  to-day.  The  greed  for  gold  and 
contempt  for  law  and  order  are  paramount. 

Pharmacy  ix  the  City. 

After  seeing  the  sights  around  town  and  the  ways  of  its 
citizens  generally,  it  was  a  pleasing  feature  of  my  visit  to 
be  able  to  spend  odd  minutes  in  the  company  of  men  entitled 
to  display  "chemist  and  druggist,  Gt.  Brit." after  their  name. 
The  British  chemist  is  much  the  same  the  world  over, 
whether  yon  meet  him  in  South  Africa,  India,  China,  or 
Japan.  He  may  not  always  be  too  keen  a  business  man,  but 
he  is  invariably  a  gentleman,  and  when  from  oversea  has  a 
knowledge  of  the  world  and  of  the  world's  affairs  that  his 
confrere  in  the  old  country  can  never  have.  In  a  word,  "  he 
can  hold  up  his  end."  My  first  call  was  on  the  genial  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  the  Transvaal,  Mr.  R. 
Butters,  whose  pharmacy  is  located  at  the  corner  of  Joubert 
and  Market  Streets.  Mr.  Butters  takes  a  great  interest  in 
pharmaceutical  matters  in  his  adopted  country,  and  with  the 
help  of  the  trade  hopes  to  get  a  new  Pharmacy  Law  for  the 
colony  soon.  I  perused  the  old  law  with  some  astonishment, 
for  it  is  a  veritable  masterpiece  of  how  things  pharma- 
ceutical should  not  be,  and  the  sooner  it  is  abolished  and 
the  new  one  in  force,  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  chemist 

:  and  the  public. 

Proceeding  to  Pritchard  Street  I  dropped  in  at  Lennon's, 
and  it  goes  without  saying  was  kindly  received  by  Mr.  Victor 

I  Browne,,  the  company's  resident  director.  The  exterior  of 
the  Transvaal  headquarters  appeared  in  the  C.  4'  of 

j  May  31,  and  it  will  there  be  seen  how  the  building  towers 
up  far  above  its  more  modest  and  unimposing  neighbour. 

i  The  ground  floor  is  occupied  with  the  pharmacy  and  photo- 
graphic department,  the  latter  being  rather  badly  lighted 

i  just  now,  for  the  simple  reason  that  electric  current  is  not  to 
be  had  during  the  day  until  things  are  more  settled.  Here 
I  observed  something  new  in  South  African  photographic 
departments.  It  was  a  young  lady.  She  seemed  to  know  all 
about  the  business,  too,  for  she  "talked"  plates, cameras, and 
films  with  me  readily.  The  company's  pharmacy  ranks 
among  the  best,  if  not  the  best,  in  Johannesburg,  and  it  is 
elegantly  furnished  and  stocked.  On  the  first  floor  the 
general  offices,  and  wet  and  spirits  rooms  are  located.  The 
second  floor :  is  devoted  mainly  to  patents,  sundries,  and 
holiday  goods,  while  the  third  and  fourth  are  used  for  the 
storage  of  heavy  goods,  such  as  chemicals  in  original  casks, 
muffle-furnaces,  together  with  filters,  crucibles,  clay-liners, 
&c.  I  noticed  that  the  crucibles  run  as  large  as  200- lb. 
capacity,  also  that  muffle-furnaces  range  up  to  the  largest 
produced  by  the  Morgan  Crucible  Company.  At  the  very  top 
of  the  building  a  photo-studio  is  in  course  of  erection,  thus 
addiDg  another  floor  to  the  structure.  In  Commissioner 
Street  Lennons  own  another  store.  This  runs  through  to 
Fox  Street,  and  is  used  for  storing  merchandise  in  demand 
along  the  mines,  thereby  relieving  the  Pritchard  Street 
premises,  and  it  is  also  here  that  the  firm's  stables  are  to  be 
found. 

At  the  corner  of  Pritchard  and  Rissik  Streets  is  the 
establishment  of  Messrs.  Turner  &  Co.,  who,  it  will  be  re- 
membered, have  headquarters  in  the  Natal  capital.  Like  all 
other  drug-stores  and  pharmacies,  it  was  bedecked  and 
beflagged  for  the  Coronation  festivities.  Messrs.  Turner 
have  their  wholesale  quite  apart  from  their  retail,  but  as 
they  are  so  essentially  a  Natal  firm  I  shall  have  occasion  to 
refer  to  them  later.  I  crossed  the  Market  Square  to  Loewen- 
stein's  Buildings  to  see  what  Messrs.  Loewenstein  &  Co. 
(Limited)  have  to  show  in  the  way  of  German  chemicals, 
for,  as  the  name  denotes,  it  is  a  German  house.  It  is  said 
that  prior  to  the  war  this  firm  enjoyed  the  best  mining  busi- 
ness on  the  Rand.  Be  this  as  it  may,  certainly  they  enjoyed 
a  very  large  turnover  in  this  connection.  In  their  retail  de- 
partment the  stock  varied  little  from  that  seen  in  any  other 
store  in  the  country,  in  so  far  as  its  source  of  manufacture 
went.  There  was  evidence  of  "  Made  in  Germany,"  but  not, 
perhaps,  to  the  extent  that  one  might  reasonably  expect  in  a 
house  of  German  nationality.  "Berkefeld  Filter  Gesell- 
schaft,  Celle"  on  .numerous  filters  about  the  place  prompts 
the  question  "Why  are  not  the  filters  made  for  the  British 
market  shipped  out  ? "    And  Mr.  Loewenstein  explains  that 
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in  future  he  understood  that  it  would  be  so,  since  the  parties 
concerned  have  come  to  an  arrangement. 

Messrs.  Loewenstein  occupy  about  20,000  square  feet  of 
their  building  in  the  Market  Square,  while  at  the  City  and 
Suburban  Township  they  own  four  stands,  each  50  by  100, 
where  the  stables  are,  and  mining  chemicals  and  other  heavy 

goods  are  stored.  In 
the  wholesale  depart- 
ment I  looked  with  some 
misgivings  .  on  large 
quantities  of  German 
chemicals.  Since  Ger- 
man B.P.  tinctures  are 
cheaper  than  the  British, 
I  rather  anticipated  a 
heavy  stock,  but  what 
came  under  my  more 
immediate  notice  car- 
ried about  equally  the 
labels  of  German  and 
British  houses.  Messrs. 
Loewenstein  are  im- 
porters from  all  markets, 
not  forgetting  Austra- 
lian eucalyptus  oil,  are 
agents  for  three  of  the 
largest  chemical-manu- 
facturers in  the  Father- 
land, and  look  forward 
to  good  business  again 
so  soon  as  the  entire 
surroundings  get  down 
seriously  to  work  again. 
At  Mr.  M.  A.  Lewis's  pharmacy  in  Eloff  Street  I  found 
Messrs.  Evans,  Sons  &  Co.'s  fittings  that  took  the  first  prize 
at  the  Covent  Garden  Exhibition  in  1897.    Mr.  Lewis  is  a

Swede  by  birth,  speaks  half-a-dozen  European  languages, 
holds  British  certificate,  and  boldly  states  on  his  stationery 
that  he  is  a  "  Quadruple  Medallist,  London."  A  few  extra 
mirrors  are  on  their  way  out,  and  with  a  little  tou  •hing  up 
here  and  there  Lewis's  pharmacy  is  to  be  brought  right 


up  to  date.  A  very  fine  selection  of  "  holiday-goods  "  and 
toilet-requisites  can  be  viewed  in  this  establishment..  On 
more  than  once  occasion  Viscount  Milner  has  been  in  on  a 
purchasing  visit,  and  officials  of  Government  House  are 
customers.  Observing  some  of  the  latest  new  lines  on  the 
London  market  I  suggested  to  Mr.  Lewis  that  his  buyer  at 
home  must  be  an  alert  man,  and  it  came  as  a  shock  to  find

that  no  such  medium  was  resorted  t">.  Curiosity  compelled 
me  to  ask  how  he  got  to  know  of  them,  and  the  following 
reply  was  elicited  :  "  I  read  the  trade  journals  regularly.  If 
I  see  a  new  line  in  the  C.  4'  D-  that  I  think  will  suit  this 
market,  I  promptly  order  it.  Why,  I  had  my  second  ship- 
ment of  the  latest  in  Sparklet  bottles  unpacked  by  the  time 
that  the  majority  of  my  competitors  were  landing  their 
first."  It  was  enough.  The  method  thus  illustrated  is 
explanatory. 

Outside  another  drug-store  the  words  "  High-class 
Pharmacy  Store"  appealed  to  me  as  being  original,  so  I 
walked  in  and  introduced  myself  to  the  proprietor,  Mr.  J.  H. 
Dinwoodie.  That  gentleman  is  evidently  nothing  when  he 
is  not  original,  as  five  minutes'  conversation  shows,  during 
which  I  learn  that  he  had  a  fine  new  American  soda-fountain 
on  the  way  out,  and  that  the  neighbourhood  is  to  be  treated 
with  genuine  ice-cream  soda  on  its  arrival. 

Retracing  my  steps  to  the  hotel  I  pass  the  establishments 
of  Messrs._  Taylor  &  Co.,  the  Australian  Drug-store,  owned 
by  Mr.  Rennie,  and  Messrs.  Jolly  &  Adcock's  place  in  Rissik 
Street.  A  corner  site  in  the  market  square  carries  the  name 
Messrs.  P:  J.  Petersen  &  Co.  with  that  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Dukes 
and  quite  a  host  of  letters  denoting  qualifications.  For 
some  reason  or  other  Mr.  Dukes  has  not  been  permitted  to 
return  to  his  business,  and  the  shopkeeper  next  door  has 
availed  himself  of  the  shutter-space  to  display  carpets, 
while  the  bill-poster  has  not  been  neglectful,  for  he  has 
made  good  use  of  the  shutters  too.  This  is  not  the  only 
place  closed  on  account  of  the  war,  I  am  told ;  personally  I 
only  know  ,of  two  others.  In  all  there  are  about  forty-five 
chemists'  shops  in  Johannesburg  and  vicinity. 

Pretoria 

is  the  capital  of  one  of  the  richest  gold-producing  countries 
in  the  world  ;  but,  to  use  an  Americanism,  "  Pretoria  doesn't 
cut  much  ice."  It  is  a  typical  South  African  town,  nestling 
in  a  valley,  not  over  healthy,  with  water  running  down  both 
sides  of  its  streets,  and  with  a  populace  essentially  Dutch. 
Upwards  of  a  dozen  drug-stores  are  located  at  the  Transvaal 
capital,  among  the  older  concerns  being  the  Crow  Pharmacy, 
owned  by  Messrs.  J.  R.  Jones  &  Co.  (Limited),  the  Pretoria 
Drug-company,  Messrs.  Phillips  &  Co.,  and  the  Hollandsclie 
Apotheek.  The  more  recent  additions  are  Mr.  George 
Phillips  in  Market  Street  South,  Mr.  J.  I.  Sachs,  Messrs. 
Schpiro  &  Meyersen.  The  chemists  of  Pretoria  make  no 
pretext  of  running  an  elaborate  pharmacy,  but  they  run  a 
1  good  solid  drug-store,  and  that  is  about  all  Pretoria  war.t; 
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for  the  present.  Leaving  by  the  eastern  mail-train  for 
Loureneo  Marques  I  broke  my  journey  at  Kaap  Muiden  for 

Barberton, 

the  pioneer  centre  of  the  gold  industry  in  the  Transvaal. 
They  were  minirig  gold  at  Moodies  long  before  Johannesburg 
-was  thought  of,  and  Moodies  Rush  for  years  was  the  hope 
of  despairing  men.  If  the  reef  near  Johannesburg  had  not 
been  discovered,  the  Barberton  district  would  have  panned 
out  gold  in  considerable  quantities,  thereby  making  the 
populace  rich ;  but  mining  on  the  reef  is  more  certain, 
consequently  the  miners  made  trek  for  new  ground,  leaving  1 
Barberton  and  the  district,  and  the  more  money  that  could 
be  made  in  and  around  Johannesburg  the  higher  the  taxes 
went,  until  but  few  mines  could  afford  to  work,  the  inhabi-  j 
tants  remained  stationary,  and  to-day  Barbertonians  turn 
anxious  eyes  towards  Pretoria  for  a  new  start,  for  facilities 
to  work  their  gold,  remembering  the  while  that  they  were 
1  he  pioneers  of  the  gold-industry  of  the  country.  Early  in 
1884  a  young  and  enthusiastic  chemist,  by  name  Winter, 
who  passed  his  examination  in  Natal,  bought  a  supply  of 
drugs  and  chemicals  out  of  his  hard-earned  savings,  and, 
together  with  a  few  other  adventurers,  trekked  for  Moodies 
Rush.  It  took  them  upwards  of  two  months  to  do  it,  but 
they  eventually  reached  their  goal,  after  working  like 
Trojans,  road-making,  &c,  and  a  tent  served  as  the  first 
chemist's  establishment.  In  1886  an  iron  store  was  built, 
and  this  tin  shanty  may  be  set  down  as  the  establishment 
of  the  business  of  J.  W.  Winter.  The  outlook  in  those  days 
was  bright,  so  other  chemists  opened  up,  mostly  Natal 
firms.  On  the  turn  of  the  tide  of  prosperity,  however,  they 
gradually  withdrew,  till  Mr.  Winter  with  his  two  stores 
alone  remain  to  tell  travellers  of  the  old  days  on  the  gold- 
fields  of  De  Kaap.    Mr.  Winter's  premises  at  Barberton  are 
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Mb.  J.  W.  Winter's  Barberton  Pharmacy. 


small,  but  there  is  not  another  drug-store  within  a  hundred- 
mile  radius,  and  the  stock  on  hand  runs  very  near  to  6,000?. 
in  value.  I  do  not  remember  the  genial  proprietor  crying 
out  about  cut  prices.  As  I  stood  in  the  store  three  native 
runners  arrived.  One  runner  had  brought  an  order  for 
medicines  150  miles,  while  the  second  one  came  in  from 
Swaziland.  They  waited  for  their  packages,  then  made  off 
at  full  speed  in  different  directions.  No  loitering  on  the 
road,  no  fear  of  the  medicine  not  reaching  the  party  for 
whom  it  is  intended ;  moreover,  these  native  runners  are  as 
honest  as  they  are  black,  and  as  I  gazed  at  them  my  mind 
went  back  to  the  errand-boy  at  home. 

Lourenco  Marques. 
When  I  left  Pretoria  I  was  a  first-class  passenger;  no 
doubt  I  should  have  continued  thus  to  Delagoa  only  the 
locomotive  refused  to  work  on  the  Barberton  branch-line, 
the  train  missed  the  connection,  and  I  journeyed  on  in  a 
coal-truck.  On  reaching  Koomatie  Poort,  the  Anglo- 
Portuguese  frontier,  I  was  promptly  taken  charge  of  by  the 
British  army  there,  who  gave  me  a  tent  and  otherwise 
extended  kindness,  all  of  which  was  fully  appreciated.  A 


day  or  so  later  I  boarded  the  passenger-train,  crossed  to 
Garcia,  left  martial  law  and  all  its  cumbersome  machinery 
at  my  back,  and  was  on  foreign  soil.  Loureneo  Marques  is 
painted  black  by  most  English-speaking  men  who  have 
never  been  there — so  are  the  Portuguese  for  that  matter — 
and  while  I  frankly  admit  that  I  should  not  like  to  be  in 
business  in  the  Portuguese  capital,  I  must  say  that  I 
received  considerable  courtesy  from  the  officials  there,  a 
great  deal  more  than  at  the  British  Consulate,  where  I  was 
a  visitor  by  force,  owing  to  the  permit  system,  and  not  of 
my  own  choice.  Here  I  had  a  good  look  round,  and  as  a 
tailpiece  to  this  article  enclose  a  photograph  of  Mr.  A. 
Monteiro's  pharmacy,  which  is  typical  of  the  shops  in  the 
town.
